«In the Diocefe of Exter, in Circumference 230 Miles; con- 
- tglins about g60,000 Acres, and 25,374 Houfes. The Air is clear 
and fharp, the Valleys rich in Corn and Pafture, and the Hills 
in Mines of Copper and Tin, not without Gold and Silver. 
The Tinners are incorporated with many ancient Laws and 
Privileges in four Divifions, called Foymore, Blackmore, Tre- 
qwarnaile, and Penwile, in each of which Stannary-Courts are 
held, and fometimes Parliaments of the whole Society, under 
the Lord Warden of the Stannaries. The Men are {trong and 
boilterous, great Wreftlers and healthy. This County is en- 
tiched likewife by the great Number of Fifh, efpecially Pil- 
chards, which are taken’on thefe Coafts : Its other Commodi- 
ties are French and Bearded Wheat, and other Corn; Fowl in, 
great abundance, Wood-cocks efpecially; the fine blue Salt, 
which the French call Ardois ; tran{parent Pebbles, like Dia- 
monds ; and formerly Ambergreefe in confiderable Quanti- 
ties.

ether Hereditaments to about 2 Millions more; in all 14 Mil- 
lions : So thatthe People and Territories of the King of Eng- 
land alone, may be valued for Wealth and Strength at above 
one Half of thofe of France. And fince the whole annual Ex- 
pence of the King of England’s Subjeéts is about 50 Millions 
| Phe annual Income I fuppofe is meant here inftead of the an- 
nual Expence, and no body ever yet fuppofed our whole an- 
nual Income to amount to more than 32,000,000. I hope our 
Expences don’t much exceed our Income at prefent] it will re- 


quire but an 8th Part thereof to maintain 100,000 Foot, 


30,000 Horfe, 40,000 Seamen, and to defray all other Charges 
of the Goyernment Ordinary and Extraordinary. (Butif our an- 
nual Expences for the Support of the Government :and paying 
the Intereft of 50,000,000 . in which the Nation is indebted, 
mounts tO 5,000,000 per Annum in Time of Peace, and we 
Should be obliged to enter into War, which would coft:6 pe 
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ow long would the Nation be able to maintain {uch a War, 


when her whole Income amounts to no more than 32 Millions 


per Annum; 30 Millions whereof are fuppofed to be expended 
annually in maintaining the People; whether in this Cafe we 
fhould not run out 10 Millions every Year beyond our Income ?]

Then for Raiment, England produceth generally very fine © 


* Wool, which makes our Cloth more lafting than other Coun- 
try Cloth, and better conditioned againft Wind and Weather ; 


and in fuch Abundance, that not only all forts, from the high- 


eft to the loweft, are cloathed therewith ; bute fo much hath 
been heretofore tranfported beyond the Seas, that in Honour 
of the Englifh Wool, which then brought fuch Plenty of Gold 
into the Territories of Philip the Good, Duke of Burgundy 
(where the Staple for Englifh Woo} was in thofe Days kept) he 
inftituted that famous Military Order of the Golden Fleece, after 
the Englifh Garter, the nobleft Order of Knighthood in Ewrope. 

This Abundance and Cheapnefs of Woolin Exgland pro-

plentiful Tables, as would ferve three times the Number of Peo- 

le. Add to all this, that being encompaffed wich the Sea, and 
well furnifhed with Ships, and abundance of commodious and 
excellent Havens and Ports, it excels for Safety and Security all 
the neighbouring Countries. | 3 CHAP.

CHAP. VL 


: Of RELIGION. 


‘ Cyvariftianity was very early planted in England; but-whea 
cS or by whom, is very uncertain; propably in the latter 
End of the firft, or the Beginning of the fecond Century. Ja 
Tertullian’s Time, even that Part of Britain which did not own 
the Reman Yoke, fubmitted to the Name of Chrift. Three Bri- 
tifh Bifhops of Caerleon, as it is f{uppofed, of Loudon, and of 

York, {ubfcribed the Canons of the Council of Arles, A. C. 314. 
Under them were, as-is faid, 25 other Bifhops ; which Nume 
ber of Bifhops (confidering that the Province then reached as 
far as Grahme’s Dike) was much the fame as there are now. 

| The Britifo Church, upon the Invafion of the Saxons, Was, 
with its People, driven into the Weftern Parts, as Wales, Glo= 
 eefterthire, Somerfet{hire, Devonfhire, and Cornwal, where it cone 
ginued. When ugu/tine the Monk converted Ethelbert, King _ 
: bashes PM cuopreet§ BD hi ee ee Ot ee 
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‘of his Matter, Pope Gregory the Great, he laboured to bring 
the Britifh Bilhops to acknowledge the Pope’s Authority, and 
him as their Archbifhop. This when they refufed to do, the 
Saxons, at his Inftigation, fell upon 1200 Monks and Pr.efts 
of the Britifh Nation, and killed them. 

The Saxons, and after them the Normans, owned 5 Popes 


Authority; and after King Fohn had bafely fubjeG&ed his | 


Crown to the Pope, the better thereby to free himfelf from 
his too powerful Barons, England was, till the Reformation, 
one of the tameft Countries that any where fubmirted to the 
Roman Yoke. Our Parliaments indeed did many times exert 
themfelves vigoroufly ; but ftill the Papal Yoke lay heavy 
upon the Shoulders of the whole Nation: But in Hezry the 
Eighth’s Time, when Luther’s Preaching had alarmed the

Henry VIII. himfelf being enraged 
at Pope Clement V1i’s. Ufage of him in the Matter of his Di- 
vorce from Queen Cazherine, abolifhed the Pope’s Supremacy, 


and feized upon all the Monatteries and other religious Houfes. 


in England, and divided their Lands amongft the Nobility

gion he continued a Papift ; So that the Reformation went on 


But lamely in his Time. Under his Son’ Edward VI. it 


gained more Ground; and the Superftitions of Popery were 
almoft entirely abolifhed. Queen Mary, who reigned but 
five Years, brought Popery in again : But the bloody Execu- 
tions of above soo Proteftants in her Time, who were burned 
for their Faith, did fo alienate the People’s Affection from her; 
that Queen Elizabeth, who fucceeded her, found it no difh- 
cult Matter to fettie the Reformation again upon that Footon 
which it ftill contimues, 

Bifhops were.then confecrated by other Bifhops, whofe Suc- 
ceflion Was unqueftionable from the firft Pianters of Chriftia- 
nity among us, and placed in every See where there had been 
Bifhops formerly. Articles of Religion were appointed, which 
fill are required to.be fubfcribed and affented to by every Man 
thar takes any Ecclefiaftical Preferment in our Church: And 
a Liturgy was enafted to be obferved in performing Divine 
Service in the Englifh Tongue: Afterwards, in King Fames’s 
aime, a Book of Canons was alfo fet forth, by which the 
Difcipline of the Church of Englund was fettled. And from 
all thefe, any Man may frame an Idea of our Church.

‘tion and Declaration, But in Cafe of Life and Death, they 
muft fwear, or can’t be Witnefles] and fub{cribes the Declara- 
tion enjoined inan A& of 30 Car. LI. entituled, An AGé to pre- 
vent Papifis from fitting in either Houfe of Parliament, when 
tendered to them.

upon the three Articles of Exportation, Tran/portation, or Re- 
exportation, and Importation, no Kingdom or State in the World 
can any ways match us, France pretends to-little more than ~ 
the Firft of thefe ; Spain, Italy, andthe two Northern Crowas, 
to the Firft and Third; Holland only vies with us in the Second. 

Firft then for Exportation: Our Country produces many of 
the moft fubftantial and neceflary Commodities in the World, 
as Buster, Corn, Cattle, Cloths, Iro#, Lead, Tin, Copper, Leather, 
Copperas, Pit-coal, Allom, Saffron, &c. ; 

Our Corn fometimes preferves other Countries. from ftary- 
ing ; as it haslately done Holland, Flanders, and Portugal. Our 
Horfes are the moft ferviceable in the World, and highly 
valued by all Nations for their Hardinefs, Beauty, Strength, 
Courage, and Goings. With Beef, Mutton, Pork, Poultry, 
Bisket, we vidtual not onfy our own Fleets, but all Foreign- 
ers thatcome and go, Our Jron we export manufa&ured in 
Great-Guns, Carcafles, Bombs, exc, Our Clothis fent to many 
Parts of the World, the Mediterranean, the Eaf and We/f- 
Indies, &c.

Now, though it is, pofible Mr. Fortrey might reckon the 
Over-balance of the French Trade much greater than truly it 
was, fince at the very fame Time the French eftimated the 
Over balance on the Englifh Side; yet, doubtlefs, the Nation 
loft yearly by the French Trade a confiderable Sum. 

And at the fame Time, all the Commoditis exported out of 
England into France, as Woollen Cloth, Serges, Knit Stock- 
ings, Lead, Pewter, Allom, Coals, exc. did not amount to a- 
bove 1,000,000 /. per Annum. So that the Nation was yearly 
impoverifhed by the French Trade, almoft 6co,coo. /. per An- 
num. [It is computed, that at this Day we lofe 500,000 /. an- 
nually by our Trade with Frazce and Fresch Flanders.] Thus 
our Gold and Silver was exported, to fetch from thence ftrong 
Drink and Vanity, to the debauching and emafculating our 
Bodies and Minds. 

For the Toys of other Nations we likewife expend great 
Sums of Money, or leffen our Effects abroad by Bills of Ex- 
change, and that (which is the greateft Shame of all to us) 
even for the bare Freight ; fuffering the Hollanders, Flemings, 
and Hamburghers, to be, in a manner, the common Carriers 
between us and all Parts of the World; a Grievance, which 
the Act of Navigation 12 Car. IL. reftrained, by forbidding 
all Foreigners to impore any thing hither, but each one the 
Produ& of his own Country. 

In ancient Times, the great Trade of this Nation confifted 
in unmanufa@tured Wool, which Foreigners coming from — 
all Parts bought, of us; infomuch, that the Cuftoms of Eng- 
lifh Wool exported in Edward the Third’s Reign, amounted, 
at 50s. a Pack, to 250,0001. per Annum, an immenfe Sum 
of Money in thofe Days: And that exceffiye Cuftom upon 
unmanufactued Wool, foon gave Encouragement to the 
making of Cloth here, more effectually than the Laws 
againft Exportation of Wool are now found to do: Yet 
moft of this Wool being fent but juft crofs the Seas, to 
Flanders, France, or Holland, the Exportation for the moft 
part was in very jimall Veffels to what are now in Ufe; 
aad neither of the Indies being then difcoyered by our 

| Merchants, 
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Merchants, we had for almoft two Centuries after, but few 
Ships of any confidérable Bignels. Inthe Year 1540, there 
were but four Ships inthe Thames fo big as to be computed 
each at 120 Tun’, befides the Navy-Royal: And towards 
the latter End of Queen Llizabeth’s Reign, it is faid, there 
was not in all Exgland above three Merchant Ships of 300 
Funs and upwards each. And how little our Maritime 'Trade 
in Queen Elizabeth's Time was, appears by the Cuftoms in 
all England not amounting to above 30 or 40,0001. per An- 
zum. And how much the Stock of Money in the Nation 
hath fince King Fames’s Time encreafed, may in Part be

~ We have diverfe very confiderable Societies of Merchants 
who have great Stocks, and deep Knowledge ia the Myfteries 
‘of Trade; the Merchant-Adventurers, the Turkey, the Ea/i- 
‘India, the Mufcovy, the Eaffland, the Greenland, the Spanifh, 
the African, the Hudfon’s-Bay, and the South-Sea Companies.

The King of England, by his Prerogative, is Summus Regni 
Cuffos, and hath the Cuftody of the Perfonsand Eftates of fuch 
as for want of Wnderftanding cannot govern themfelves, ‘or 
ferve the King; fo the Perfons and Eftates of Ideots and Luna- 
titks are in the Cuftody of the King: That of Ideots to his own 


 Ufe, and that of Lunaticks to the Ufe of the next Heir. 


The King, by his Prerogative, is Ultimus hares regni, and 
is, as the great Ocean is of all Rivers; the Receptacle of all 


-Eftates, when no Heir appears : for this Caufe, all Eftates for

AM Lreafure-Trove (that is, Money, Gold, Silver, Plate or Bullion 


found, and the Owners unknown) belongs to the King; fo 
all Waifs, Strays, Wrecks, not granted away by him, or any for- 
mer Kings; all waffleGround or Lands recovered from the Sea ; 
all Lands of Aliens dying before Naturalization or Denization, 
and all Things whereof the Property is not known. All Gold 
and Silver Mines,in whofe Ground foever they are found ; Roy- 
al Fifhes, as Whales, Sturgeons, Dolphins, &c. Royal Fowl, \as 
Swans not marked, and fwimming at Liberty on the River, 
belong to the King. | 

In the Church,the King’s Prerogative and Power is extraordina- 
ry great: He only hath the Patronage of all Bifhopricks, none 
can béechofen but thofe whom he hath firft nominated by his 
Congé d’'Eflire; none can be confecrated Bifhop, or take Poffef- 
fion of the Revenues of the Bifhoprick, without the King’s efpe- 
cial Writ or Affent. The King hath Power to call a Nasional, —

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The King hath a Power not only to Unite, Conmfolidate, Sepa- 
rate, Enlarge, or Contract the Limits of any old ByLoprick, or 
other Ecclefiaftical Benefice, but alfo by his Letrers Patents may 
erect new Bifopricks, as Henry the Eighth did Six at one time; 
and the late King Charles the Martyr intended to do at Sz. Al-- 
ban’s, for the Honour of the firft Martyr of England, and for 
contraéting the too large Extent of the Bihoprick of Lincoln : 
May alfo ered new Archbifoopricks, Patriarchates, &c. 

The King hath Power to difpenfe with the Rigour of Ecclefi- 
aftical Laws, excepting fuch as have received the Sanion of 
an A& of Parliament, as has been declared by the Bill of 
Rights ; and with any thing that is only Prohibitum ex malum 
per accidens, @ non malum in je: As for a Bafardtobe a Prieft ; 
for a Prieft to hold two Benefices s or to fucceed his Father in a 
Benefice ; or to be Non-refident, &c. for a Bifhop to hold an 
Ecclefaftical Benefice in Commendam ox Truft. cx 

Hath Power to difpenfe with fome Aéés of Parliament, Pe- 
nal Statutes, by non obfiante, where himfelf is only concerned; 
to moderate the Rigour of the Laws according to Equity and 
Confcience ; to grant {pecial Privileges and Charters to any Sub- 
je; to pardon a Man by Law condemned, except in Appeals — 
of Murder; tointerpret, by his Judges, Statutes; and in Ca/es 
not defined by Law, to determine and pafs Sentence ; yet in 
Rebus Arduis, and in Matters of great Importance, the Judges 
have thought it fafelt to adjourn the fame, ad Prox’ Part prop- 
ter Difficultatem, &c. ; ; 

Every King of England, as he is Deditor Fufticia to his People, 
fo he is in Confcience obliged to defend and maintain all the 
Rights of the Crown in Pofleffion ; and when any King hath 
not religioufly obferyed his Duty in this Point, it hath proved 
of very dreadful Confequence : As on the other Side, it much 
concerns every King of Eagland to be very careful of the Sub- 
jects juft Liberties, according to the Golden Rule of Charles the 
Firft, That the King’s Prerogative, is.to defend the People’s Liber- 
ties; and the People’s Liberties, to firengthenthe King’s Prerogatives. 

The Laws of England looking upon the King as God’s Vicege- 
rent upon Eerth, do attribute unto him diverfe Excellencies not 
belonging to other Men : So the Law will have no Jmperfettion 
found in the King; as, no I/njuflice, no Error, no Negligence or 
Laches, no Infamy, no Stain or Corruption of Blood; tor by ta-* 
king of the Crown, all former, tho’ juft. Attainder (and fuch 
Attainder made by A&t of Parliament) Is ipfo facio purged. No 
Nonage or Minority ; for his Grant of Lands, though held in his 
Natural, not Political Capacity, cannot be avoided by Nowage. . 
Higher than this, the Law attributeth a kind of Perperuity, not 
to fay Immortality, to the King, Rex Angliz non moritur 5 his 
Death is by the Law termed the Demi/e of the King, becaufe

by the Law of Nature, Nations, and of Chrifianity; he holds 
himfelf bound, as do all other Chriftian Kings, to prote& and 
defend his People ; to do Juftice, and to thew Mercy ; to pre- 
ferve Peace and Quietnefs among them; to allow them theit 
juft Rights and Liberties; to confent to the Repealing of bad 
Laws, and to the Enatting of good. Two Things efpecially

He was proclaimed King of Great-Britain, Fune1s, 1727. 
Born in the Palace of Harenhau/en in Hanover, the 30th Day 
of Offober, 1683. On the 23d of Auguff, 1705, He married. 
the Princefs Wilbelmina-Dorothea-Charlotte of Brandenburgh-

H E Children of the King of England are called the Sons 
TT and Daughters of England, kecaufe all the Subjects of 
Kungland have a fpecial Intereft in them. ‘ 
Eloek Son,] The Eldef Son of the King was fometimes 
ftiled, in the Saxon Times, Clito, quaft Kavlic, illufiris: And fo 
likewile £theling, or Atheling, which is a Patronymic of the 
Saxon Word Ahel, Nobilis. As Eadgaring was the Son of Ead- 
gar, {o Etheling the Son of a Nobleman, was afterwards ufed 
only for the King’s Eldeft Son. He is born Duke of Cornwal ; 
and as to that Dutchy, and all the Lands, Honours, Rents, 
and&great Revenues belonging thereunto, he is upon his Birth- 
Day prefumed, and by’ Law taken to be of full Age; fo that 
he may that Day fue for the Livery of the faid Dukedom, and. 
ought of Right to obtain the fame, as if he had been full 21 
Years of Age. Afterwards he is created Prince of Wales; whofe 
| Inveftiture was formerly performed by Impofition of a Cap of 
State and Coronet on his Head, as a Token of Principality, 
and putting into his Hand a Verge of Gold, the Emblem of Go- 
vernment, and a Ring of Gold on his Finger, to intimate that 
he muft be a Husband to his Country, and Father of her 
Children. Alfo to him is given and granted Letters Patent 
to hold the faid Principality to him and his Heirs, Kings of 
England ; by which Words the Separation of this Principality 
is for ever avoided: His Mantle which he wearsin Parliament 
is once more doubled, or hath one Guard more than a Duke’s ;

Confecrations from him; for ireland had’ no other Arch-- 
bifhop until the Year 1152. He was therefore fometimes 
called Alzerius orbis Papa, & orbis Britannici Pontifex: He was 
fo highly refpeéted Abroad, that ia General Councils he was 
placed before all other Archbifhops, at the Pope’s Right- 
Foot. He was at Home fo highly honoured by the King of 
England, that he was accounted the fecond Perfon in the 
Kingdom, and named and rank#ed even before the Princes 
of the Blood. lt

He is alfo ftiled Primate of England, and Metropolitan, and 
hath under him the Bifhopricks of York, Durham, Carlifles 
Chefler, and that of Sodor and Man; only Durham hatha pe- 
culiar JurifdiGion, and in many Things is wholly exempted 
from the Jurifdidtion of the Archbifhop. 

He had the Rights of a Count Palatine over Hexamfhire in 
Northumberland; may qualify alfo eight Chaplains, and hatk 
within his Province diverfe others of the fore-mentioned Pre- 
rogatives and Priveleges, which the Archbifhop of Canterbu- 
' ry hath within his own Province. 

_ MBithops.] The next in Place among the Clergy of Eng- 
land, ave the Bilhops, fo call’d from the Saxon Word Bifcop, 
and that from the Greek, ’Emioxemes, which properly fignifies 
an Overleer. 
All the Bifhops of England are Barons and Peers of the Realm; | 
_ they are Barens by a three-fold Manner (which cannot be faid 
of the Lay-Lords) they are Fewdal, in regard of Lands and Ba- 
ronies annexed to their Bifhopricks ; they are Barons by Writ, 
being fummoned by the King’s Writ to Parliament ; and they: 
are created Barons by Patent, which by their Confecration, is 
always exhibited to the Archbifhop.

rates, who, for certain Stipends, affift fuch Recfors and Vicars 
that have the Care of more Churches than one. .

VIII. of Force in England, fo far as they are 
not repugnant to the Laws and Cuftoms of England, or the

They are all to wait on his Majefty, and at Countil-Board 
to fit in their Order bare-headed, when his Majefty prefides. 
At all Debates, the loweft delivers his Opinion eet, and 
the King laft of all declares his Judgment, and thereby de- 
_termines the Matter of Debate. © 
_ A Council is feldom or never held without the Prefence 
_ of one of the Secretaries of State; of whofe Office and Dig- 
-nity; much more confiderable in England than in other Na- 
tions, take here this brief Accouut. 
 Becretaries of State.) The King of England had ancia 
_ ently. bur one Secretary of State, until abour the End of Hen- 
_ry the Eighth’s Reign, it was thought fir, that weighty and 
important Office fhould be difcharged by two Perfons, both 
of equal Authority, and both ftiled Principal Secretaries of 
_ State. In thofe Days, and fome while after, they fat not 
_ at Council-Board, bur having prepared their Bufinefs in a 
Room adjoining to the Council-Chamber, they came in,

‘and ftood on either Hand of the King; and nothing was 
debated at the Table until the Secretaries had gone through 
with their Propofals. But Queen Elizabeth feldom com- 
ing to Council, that Method was altered, and the Secre« 
_taries took their Places as Priyy-Counfellors, which Dignity 
_ they have retained and enjoyed ever fince; and a Council 
_ is feldom or neyer held without the Prefence of one of them 
atthe leat. - 
‘Their Employment being of extraordinary Truft and Mul- 
-tiplicity, renders them moft confiderable in the Eyes of the 
King, upon whom they attend every Day, as Occafion res 
quires ; and of the Subjeé& alfo, whofe Requefts and Defires 
are for the moft Part lodged in their Hands, to be repre« 
fented to the King, and always to make Difpatches there- 
upon, according to his Majefty’s Anfwers and Dire&i- 
ons. ’ 
_ The Correfpondence with all Parts of Great-Britain is, 
without Diftis¢tion, managed by either of the Secretaries, 
¥elating to the Churth, the Army, the Militia, Grants, Par- 
dons, Difpenfations, exc. But as for the Foreign Affairs, all the 
Nations which have intercourfe of Bufinefs with Great-Bri« 
tain, are by them divided into two Provinces, the Nortera, 
and Southern; of which the Northern is ufually under the 
Junior Secretary, and contains Scandinavia, Sc. The South- 
ern under the Senior, and contains Flanders, France, Xc. 
They have this fpecial Honour, that if either of them be a 
Baron, he taketh Place, and hath the Precedence of all other

Thefe have no Fee from the King, but only Diet, which at 
Peafion is 2001, yearly. .

The King’s Writ (which is a fhort Letter, or Epiftle) is di- 
rected and fent to every particular Perfon of the Lords Spirie 
tual and Temporal, commanding the Lords Spiritual in Fide 
ey Dilectione, and the~Loris Temporal, per Fidem ex Allegian- 
tiam, tO appear at a certain Time and Place to treat and give 
their Advice in fome certain important Affairs concerning 
the Church and State, exc. . 

Other Writs are fent to the Sheriff of each County to fums 
mon the People to elect two Knights for each County, two 
Citizens for each City, and one or two Burgefles for each Bo- 
rough, according to Statute, Charter, or Cuftom. .

The King’s Council, and Mafters of Chancery, fit alfo, but

The Commons fit in their Houfe promifcuoufly, only the 

Speaker hath a Chair, or Seat, fixed towards the upper End 
thereof; and the Clerks, with his Affiftant, fits near him at the — 

‘Table, juft below the Speaser’s Chair. ‘The Members of the” 
Houle of Commons neyer had any Robes, as the Lords ever had, 
except the Speafer and Clerks, who always in the Houfe wear 
Gowns, as Profeflors of the Law in Term-time do; and the 
four Members of the City of Londoz,, the firft Day of every 
new Parliament wear Scarlet-Gowns, and fir altogether on 

.the Right-hand of the Chair, next to the Speaker. : 

_. The Time of Sitting in Parliament is upon any Day in the 
Morning; only upon fome high Feftivals, or Falt-Days, and 
Sundays, it hath not been ufual to aflemble, but upon the 
moft urgent Occafions. The Speaker ‘always adjourns the 

Honfe to Nine of the Clock in the Morning of fuch Day as © 

the — 
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the Honfe agrees to adjourn to; though the Houfe feldom 
meets ‘till Twelve, . 

Upon the Day prefix’d by the ete Je the Writ of Summons, 
the King comes in Perfon; if to Wefiminfler, where Parlia- 
ments of late Years have conftantly been held, at his Arrival 
there, twenty-one great Guns on the other Side of the River 
of Thames are difcharged, as they are again at his Majefty’s 
Return from the Houfe of Lords; in the Room next to which, 
called the Prince’s Chamber, the King puts on his Crown and 
Robes, and from thence is condu@ed into the Houfe of Lords 
by the Lord Great-Chamberlain ; where being feated with his 
Crown on his Head, and cloathed in his Royal Robes, he fends 
for the Commons by the Gentleman-Ufher of the Black-Rod, 
who at the Bar of the Houfe makes a Bow, and advancing a 
few Steps, aSecond and a Third, faying, Gentlemen of the Houfe 
of Commons, the King commands this Honourable Homfe to at- 

tend him immediately in the Houfe of Peers; and then retiring 
backwards, bowing, withdraws; and the Commons forth- 
Ywith attending his Majefty in the Honfe of Lords, are in the 
_ King’s Name, by the Lord-Chancellor, or Keeper, com- 
~manded to choofe them a Speaker. Whereupon they return- 

‘ing to their own Houle, make Choice of one of their own 
"Members, whom afterwards upon another Day appointed, they 
_ prefent to the King ; and if approved of by his Majefty {it- 
ting on the Throne, all the Lords Spiritual and ‘Temporal 
being in their Robes of Scarlet, he petitions his Majefty, That 
the Commons may have, during their Sitting, free Acce/s to 
his Majefty, Freedom of Speech in their own Houfe, and Freedom 
from Arrefis. After which the King makes his Speech in both 
- Houfes, the whole Houfe of Commons being prefumed to be 
at the Bar of the Houfe of Lords, , 

The Manner of choofing the Speaker is, That any Member 
of the Houfe, ftanding up in his Place, and making a fhort in-_ 
trodu€tory Speech, moves, that fuch a Member of the Houfe 
as he then names, may take the Chair; and being feconded in 

that Motion by. fome other Member of the Houle, if no Con- 
teft happen, they lead the Perfon fo named from his Seat to 
the Bar of the Houfe, from whence they conduct him, bow- 
ing thrice, up the Houfe to the Chair ; where being placed, he 

{tands up, and returns his Thanks to the Houfe for the Ho- 
“nour they have done him, and modeftly acknowledges his Ina- 
bility to perform fuch a Truft, defires the Houfe would make 
Choice of fome more able Perfon ; which being difapproved, 
he fubmirs. to their Pleafure ; and after receiving the Direc- 
tions of the Houfe, about the ufual Requefts to be made at his 
appearing before the King, adjourns to the Day appointed 
for that Purpofe,; which being come, the Ufher of the Black- 
Rod, being fent again for the Commons, alters: his Stile, and. 
addrefles himfelf to the Speaker: But if a Conteft happens

ueftion, asin a Committee of the whole Houfe, by chang- 


ing Sides, the Clerk of the Houfe of Commons putting the 
ueftion. 


Before any Affair be meddled with, even before the Choice’ 


of a Speaker, allthe Members of the Houfe of Commens take 
the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy inthe Prefence of an 
Officer appointed by the King, who is ufually the Lord Stew- 
ard of his Majefty’s Houthold. If the Parliament fit at Wef- 
minfler, the faid Oaths are taken in the Room called the Court 
of Wards; and fince the Revolution, they take. the New ones 
appointed by A& of Parliament, the 1ft of William and Marys 


and after the Choice of a Speaker, do, in the Houfe, at the ~ 


Table, take the faid Oaths again, and declare and fubfcribe 
their Opinions againft the Doétrine of Tranfubftantiation, In- 
vocation and Adoration of Saints, and thé Sacrifice of the 
Mafs; which Teft the Lords alfo are now obliged to take, be- 
fore they can fit and debate upon any Affair whatfoever. 

Note alfo, That all the Members are obliged, befides the 


other Oaths and Telts, to abjure the #4 2etender in the Houfe, . 


before they can ‘give any Vote therein, except for the Choice 
of the Speaker, ? 

The Power and Privileges of both Houfes of Parliament 
are diverfe and diftin@ one from another. 

The Lords Houfe, not only jointly with the King and the 
Commons, hath a Power in making and repealing Laws, but 


alfo judging in the Arraignment of any Peer of the Realm, 


Impeachments, putting Men to their Oaths, efpecially in Mat- 
ters of Importance, as the Corruption of Judges and Magi- 
ftvates, in Error, illegal Proceedings in other Courts, in Ap- 
peals from Decrees in Chancery. : ete Shake 
The Lords that conform not to the Protefant Religion, no 


longer fit, nor have Suffrage in the Lords Houfe, by State»

All the Lords Spiritual and Temporal have their Privilege, 
that if by reafon of Sicknefs, or other Bufinefs, they cannot 
appear, they make their Proxies to vote in their ftead. But 
at the Beginning of every Parliament, fuch Lords as would 
make their Proxies, are obliged to enter them in Perfon. 

- The Commons alfo bave the fame Power in making and re- 
ealing Laws. And for levying of any Money‘ upon the Sub- 
yet, the Bul begins in the Commons Houfe, becaufe from them 
doth arife the greater Part of the Montes; neither will they 
allow the Leds to make any Alteration in a Money-Bill. 

The Commons have the Privilege to impeach publick Delin- 
quents, even in the higheft Lords of the Kingdom, both Spiri- 
tual and Temporal, | 
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"The Houfe of Commons is the Grand Inqueft of the Realm, 
fummon’d from all Pars to prefent publick Grievances and 
Delinquents to the King and Lords, to be redrefled and punifh’d 
by them; and to this Purpofe the Lords fit in their Robes on 
the Bench cover’d, as Judges do in other Judicatures; they 
{wear and examine Witnefles, and at length pafs Sentence, 
whilft the Members of the Commons Houfe ftand bare at the Bar 
of the Lords Aoufe (which yet the Commons of late have refus’d 
to do) produce Witnefles, manage Evidences, @e. Male 
Note, That althouzh every Member of the Commons Houfe 
be chojen to jerve for one particular County, City, or Borough, yet 
he ferves for the whole Kingdom, and bis Voice is equal to any other, 
his 2ower abjoiute, to confent or diffent, without ever acquainting — 
 thofe that fent him, or demanding their affent, as the States Ge- 
“peral of the United Netherlands are cbliged to do in many Cafes. 
_— Altho’ the Lords of Parliament are to bear their own Chare 
«ges, becaule they reprefent there only themfelves; yet all the 
‘Commons, both Laity and Clergy, that is, Procuratore Cleri, 
_ are to have rationabiles Expenfas (as the Words of the Writ are} 
that is, fuch Allowance as the King, confidering the Prices of 
all Things, fhall judge meet to impofe upon the People to paye , 
In the 17th of Edward II. it was Ten Groats for Knights, 
and Five Groats for Burgeffes; but not long after it was Four 
- Shillings a Day for dubb’d Knights, and Two Shillings for all 
other; which in thofe Days, as appear by the Prices of all 
Things, was a confiderable Sum, in Comparifon to what it ts 
now. 

The Manner of Debates, of Paffing of Bills and Aas, is thus : 
| Any Member of Parliament may move for a Bill to be 
brought in; which being agreed to by the Houfe, the Perfon 

making the Motion, together with fome others, who fecond 
that Motion, are ordered to prepare and bring in the fame; 
which when ready, fome one of thofe Members fo ordered, 
 prefents the Bill, reading the Order at the Side-Bar of the 
be A cute, defiring leave to bring the Bill to the Table; which 
‘upon the Queftion being agreed to, it has a firft Reading by 
the Clerk at the Table; after whom the Speaker taking the 
Bill, in his Hand, reads the Abbreviate or Abftra& of the.

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its laid open to the other by one great Arch, making about fix- 
teen Yards in Length, and twelve ia Breadth, is now painted 
both upon the Cieling and Sides by the fame Hand, in Memory 
of che Benefadtions of the late Queen Anne, and King George I, 
And as thefe Pieces are very juftly efteemed inferior to none 
in Europe of the like Dimenfions, for Correftnefs of Defign 
and Beauty of Painting, fo they produce a conftant Income 
from the Generofity of Perfons who go to fee the Hofpital, 
which is very charitably applied to the Maintenance and Ma- 
thematical Education of the Sons of as many Sailors as can 
be fupperted by it. 

The Collonades, before-mentioned, make Returns towards 
the Eaft and Weft, as well facing the River to the North, as- 
the Park tothe South; fo that nothing can be conceived more — 
magnificent in ArchiteGure, than the Profpe& this Hofpital 
affords from the River, extending it felf two hundred Yards in 
Front, and in Depth near two hundred and twenty Yards, alt 
of the moft beautiful Stone-work. The View through the 
Piazza is clofed by a noble Houfe belonging to the Crown, — 
which by the Royal Favour has hitherto been always the Go- 
vernour’s Habitation, feated at the Foot of the Park, above ~ 
four hundred Yards diftant from the River; but the moft agree- 
able Terminations of the Whole, are the Plantations and 
rifing Ground of the Park itfelf, which, at the Interval of lefs 
than half a Mile, is near as high as the Top of the Cupola. 

On the Flanks of this Hofpital, to the Eaft and Weft, are 
very handfome Dormitories, or Wards, for the Sailors, of 
more than two hundred Yards Extent from North to South, 
with proper Entrances from the Town in the Intervals of the

Chapter, or Affembly, of the. Prebendaries, who are bound to 
ele& the Perfon recommended by the King’s Letters, under 
Pain of a Pramunire.

The fecond fole Monarch among the Saxon Kings, 
Fihelwolphas, Anno 855, by the Advice of his Nobles, gave » 
for ever to God’and the Church, both the Tithe ‘of all Goods, 
and the Tenth Part of all the Lands of England, free from 
all Secular Service, Taxations and Impofitions whatfoever. The 
Charter of Donation is to be feen-in Ingulphus and other Au- 
thors; which Charter, thus ends, Qui augere volucrit noftrans 
Donationem*(as many pious Kings and Nobles fince have done) 
augeat Omnipotens Dens dies ejus profperos, fo quis vero mutare 
vel iminuere prafamplerit, nofeat, fe-ad Tribunal Chrifls rationem 
redditurum.

_-yerament, who fhall appoint the Governors of the Church, and 
svhat Sub-ordination there fhall be ox zor be between them, 
The Presbyterians allow of no Sub-ordination in the Perfons_ 
of their Minifters; but then they teach, that every Minifter 
ought alfo to be obedient to the Cla/s under which he lives, 
and that Clas to a Synod Provincial, National or Gecuyienical 5 
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and that the Power of Ordination ought to refide in the Cla/s 5 
and that none ought to adminifter the Sacraments that are not 
ordain’d by the Impofition of Hands of other Minifters. In 


the Government of the Church they call in Lay-Elders; and 


for the taking Care of the Poor, they make ufe of Deacons, 
This, which is the Difcipline of the Kirk of Scotland, where 
-alfo a fuller Account fhall be given of it, has been very little 
nfed fince the Reftoration of King Charles U1. in England. _ 
Anabaptifts,] Che great conftiiuent Do&rine of thefe Men, 


is their entire ditallowing of Infant-Baptifm, and in the Bap- 


tifm of Adults, they conftantly making ufe of Dipping. In 
appointing Paftors, fome of them ufe impofition of Hands, 
Some, thouzh not many of them, fexuple the Lawfulnefs of 
paying Tithes, and fome obferve the Fewifh Sabbath. The 
Number of thefe, as dilin@ from the former, is compara- 
tively very {mall,. moft of them being lifted under the former

- Guakergs.] Thefe are a diftin& Body from all the other 
Diffenters, difagreeing in Doétrine and Praétice from all alike, 
and teaching, in truth, a. diftin® Religion from every other 


Body of the Chriftians throughout the World. Their Adver- 


faries have of late Years charged them with a Denial of all 


the Fundamentals of Chriftianiry. They are a diftin& Politi- 


cal Body, govern’d with great Regularicy by Laws and Rules 
of their own making: And in their outward Deportment, 
they ftudy to appear as contrary to the reft of Mankind as 
they poflibly can. 
For their Faith, the faireft Account we can take of it will 
be from an Apology which Robert Barclay, one of their own 
Body, prefented to King Charles I. 

~ In this there is 20 Mention of a Trinity of Perfons in the God- 


Bead; nothing of the Incarnation of Fefus Chrijt, and of his 
. being aGually thereupon God Man, of the Plenary Satisfaciion 


which he gave to the Divine Fuftice for the Sins of Men by his 
Death; of his Afcenfion into Heaven with the fame Body with 
which he appear’d to St. Thomas after his Refurrection; of 
his conftant Interceffion at tke Right-hand of the Father of all 
Mankind; nor of the Refurrec£ion of the Body. 

Thefe Articles the Quakers have been charg'’d with deny- 
ing, before the Writing of Kobert Barclay’s Apology, and more 
vigoroufly fince. In Defence for Them/elves they fay, Thac 
they own the Three that bare Record in Heaven, 1 Johnv. 7, But 
the Terms, Perfon and Trinity they reje&, as not fpiritual; and 
they fay farther, That the Word Per/on is too grofs to expre(s 
fuch an Union, They refufe therefore to fubfcribe the Nicene 


¢arnatjon, as the Church of England holdeth it, they are not 
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clear. They keep to no Scripture-Phrafes, and own, that the 
God-head dwelt bodily in Fefus : Bur whether they mean any 
more thereby, than that the Light, which they call the Chrift 
within, dwelt in the Man Chrift SF efus fully, and was given to 
him without Meafure, is uncertain: For when they have been 
chare’d with affirming, That there is no other Chrift bur what f; 
is within them, they reply thus: ‘« When we fay, there is no 
«© other Chrift than what is within’ us, we fay true; becanfe . 
«* Chyift, as God. cannot be divided; and the Meafure, or Ma- 
¢ nifeftation of the Spirit of Chrift in us, is not‘another, but 
«© 4 Manifeftation of the fame Chriff, which did {n Fulnefs and 
‘ Bodily dwell in the Man Sefus.” They bi {peak of the 
Hypottatical Union of the two Naturgs, Divine and Human, 
in the Perfon of Fefus Chrifi. Some of them have been 
charg’d with allegorizing away the whole Hiftory of the 
Crucifixion of Fe/us Chrift at Ferufalem, ard of his Refur-- 
yeétion and Afcenfion; but this their Vindicators deny, and — 
many .of them have been very explicit in their Acknowledg-- ~ 
ment of the Reality of that Hiftory ; though they utterly de- 
ny, ‘© That the outward Perfon who :fuffer'd his Body to be 
«< crucified by the ews withour the Gares of Ferufalem, is 
«© properly the Son of God.”’ It will not be difficult to collect 
how farthey agree with the Church of England in the Doéfrine’ 
of the full and fuffiicient Oblation and Sacisfaétion which Sefus . 
Chrift made for the Sins of alt Mankind at his Death. As to

At firft he was 
followed by feveral Mechanicks and Women in the North of 
Eniland,, who were accus’d of Blafphemy, and himfelf was 
try’d for it at Lancafer, and acquitted.

PA HE Englifh Nation, as moft of the other States that with- 
i drew themfelves from under the Bifhop of Rome’s ufurp’d 
Authority before the Year 1582, did, “till lately, {till obferve 
the ancient Account made by Fulius Cafar, 43 Years before 
the Birth of Chrift, which is therefore call’d the Old Stile, or 
Fulian Account ; the other obferv’d at prefent by moft Euro- 
pean Nations, is called the New Stile, or Gregorian Account ; 
and is, by reafon of the aforefaid 10 Days taken away, with 
the Biffextile the laft Year, now 11 Days before ours, ‘for the - 
Beginning of Months, and for all fixed Feftivals; but various 
for all Moveable Feats, ! | ¥

_ Eafter, avd the other Moveable Feafts in Exgland, are moft 

certainly thus found: Shrove-Tuefday is always the firfi Tuel- | 
day after the firff New Moon after january, and the Sunday 
following the Quadragefima, and the fixth Sunday after is Eafter- | 
‘day, and ‘the jifth Sunday after Eafter is Rogation-Sunday, 
and the 'Thurfday following, being forty Days at rhe Refur- 
reGtion, is Afcenfion-day ; ten Days after which, or fifty Days 
after after, is Pentecoft, or Whit-funday, avd the Sunday fol- 
jowing is Trinity-‘Sunday ; Which Computation of the Church 
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_ of England agrees with all the Eafern Chriftian Churches, but

and not one Eaffer in the enfuing ‘Twelve Months, as the Au- 
thor of this Treatife obferved formerly in his Propofals to 
the Parliament, concerning England’s Wants, oa 
Advent-Sunday hatha peculiar Rule, and is always the fourth ‘ 
Sunday before Chrifimas-Day, or the neareft Sunday to St, An- 
drew’s-Day, whether before or after. 
The Year in England, according to the Cycles of the Sun 
and Moon, and according to the Almanacks, begins on the 
Kirt of Fanuary ; but the Englif/ Church begins the Year from 
the Day of Chrift’s Incarnation, on the 25th of March; which 
is alfo obferv’d in Spain; yet the Portugue/e (as in diverfe Coun- 
tries in Africa) begin their Yearon the 29th of dugu/?; the 
Venetians onthe firft of March, according to the Epact; the 
 Grecians on the longeft Day, as the old Romans did on the 
 fhorteft Day; which two laft feem to have moft Reafon, | 
as beginning juft at the Periodical Day of the Sun’s Return. 
_. The natural Day, confifting of twenty-four Hours, is be- 
sun in Exgland, according to the Cuftom of the Egyprians and 
ancient Romans at Mid-night, and counted by twelve Hours 
_ to Mid-day, and again by twelve Hours to next Mid-night; | 
“whereas in Italy, Bohemia, Poland, and fome other Countries, 
their Account is from Sun-fetting by twenty-four of the Clock, 
to the next Sun-fetting ; and at Noremberg and Wirtemterg in 
Germany, according to the Old Fewifh and Babylonian Ace 
count, they begin at the firft Hour after Sun-rifing to count 
- One of the Clock, and fo again at the firft Hour after Sun- 
fetting ; but Affronomers, accommodating their Calculations 
to the moft noble Time of the Day, begin their Account 
from Noon to Noon, asdo ftill the arabians and {ome others.

The Nobility of England have in all Times enjoyed many. 
_confiderable Privileges. | 

All the Peers of the Realm being looked on as the King’s 
Hereditary conftant Counfellors, their Perfons out of Par- 
_ liament-time are privileged (as others in Parliament-time) 
from all Arrefts, unlefs for Treafons, Felony, or Breach of 
_ Peace, Condemnation in Parliament, or Contempt to the 
King. No Sypplicative can be granted againft them; no 
Capias.or Exigent {ued out againft them for A@ions of Debt 
or T'refpafs ; no Effoin lies againft any Peer of the Realm : 
In Criminal Caufes, Treafon, or Felony, they cannot be tried 
by any other Jury, bur by a Jury of Peers of the Realm, wha 
are not as other Juries to be put to their Oath, but their Vers. 
ditt given in upon their Honour {ufficeth. In Civil Caufes they 
are not to be impanneli’d upon any Jury, nor upon any In- 
quefts de facto, though in a Matter between two Peers, In 
cafe any Peer be returned upon any fuch Jury, there is a 
fpecial Writ for his Difcharge. . 

They are upon no Cafe to be bound to their good Beha- 
viour, nor put to fwear they will not break the Peace, but 
only to promife ic upon their Honour, which was ever account- 
ed fo Sacred, as upon no Terms to be violated. Every Peer 
of the Realm called to Parliament hath the Privilege in his 
_. lawful Abfence to conftitute a Proxy to vote for him, which 
none of the Commons may do. The Title of Lord is due to 
all Barons, and to none other befides Bifhops, and fome 
Great Officers of the Kingdom.

Of SERV.ANTS. 


Ervants in the Saxon Times were properly Slaves,-and very 
S many Inftances of their Manumiflions are {till extant, with 
the Forms by which their Mafters fet them free. Now Slavery 
is entirely taken away, and every Servant, Man or Woman, 
excepting Apprentices, who are but for a Term cf Years, are | 
properly hired Servants. Ordinary Servants are hired com- 
monly for one Year, at the End whereof they might be free, 
giving Warning three Months before, and may place them- 
felves with other Mafters; only it is accounted difcourteous 
and unfriendly to take another Man’s Servant before. Leave 
given by his former Mafter; and unlawful (the Penalty being 
five Pounds) to take a Servant without Certificate of his 
Diligence, and of his Faithfulnefs in his Service to his former. - 
hi A& of 5 Eliz, Cap. 4. here referred'to, relares only to 

servants in Husbandry, and fome few Traders, and that only, 
where the Wages are fixed by the Quarter-Seffions in neh 
County, which is fcatce ever done at prefent. »Servants hav- 
ing ferved the Time they contra&ted for, are at Liberty to go 
where they pleafe, and any Man may hire them. They are 
{carce under any Government, but the Pefts of every Family.] 

All Servants are fubje& to be corrected by their Mafters, 
or Miftreffes; and Refiftance in a Servant is punifhed with a 
fevere Penalty: But for a Servant to take away the Life of his 
Mafter or Miftrefs, is accounted a Crimé next to High-Trea- 
fon, and called Petit-Treafow, and hath a peculiar Capital 
Punifhment. 

Foreign Slaves in England there are none fince Chriftianity 
prevailed. A Foreign Slave brought into England, is upon 
Janding, ipfo facto, free from Slavery, but not from ordinary 
Service. (He is not at Liberty to go into the Service of ano- 
ther, -nor can he demand Wages like another Servant, but 
remains his Mafter’s Property, notwithftanding his being 
brought into England.] | 

Some Lands in England were holden in Villenage, to do 
fome particular Services to the Lord of the Manour; and fuch 
Tenants may be called the Lord's Servants; but this kind af 
Tenure is ina manner out of ule.

Venerable Bede {ays, 
thefe Laws were made according to the Example of the Romans 
ard Gnotepa ‘Fepeace, with the Thought or Advice of his wife 
Men, and the King commanded them to be wrote and 


publithed. in Englifh. 


King Alfred indeed is called Magnus Furis Anglicans Condi- . 


- tor, the Great Founder of the: Englifh Laws; but not that they 


were firft made in his Reign, for there were Saxon Laws then 
in Being, which had been made for above three hundred Years | 
before his Reign; but the Meaning was this only, that be 
being the Firft fole Monarch after the Heptarchy, colleé&ed the 
Subftance of the Laws of all the former Saxon Kings, from 

Shut mie We, Sone eg 
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King Ethelbert to his Time, who were Kings only of 
Part of the Land, inte one Body, and fo formed one entire 
Codex, or Book of Laws. Now this Codex being made up 
of fugh Variety, of different Laws, enaéted by the feveral 
Saxon Kings reigning over diftin@ Parts of the Kingdom, 
being now reduced into one Body, and made to extend 
equally to the whole Nation, it was very proper to call it the 
Common-Law of England: Which Jus Commune, Fus Pub- 
licum, or Common-Law, was foon after called in Saxon the 
Folc-nr'grc, or People’s Right; and itis not Hele unlike- 
ly, buc that this Colleétion of Laws, thus made y King © 
Alfred, and fet down in one Codex, might be thefame with ‘ 
the Dom-becy or Dome-book, which is referred to in all 
the fubfequent Laws of the Saxon Kings, and was the Book 
of Laws or Statute-Book that they determined Caufes by; 
for before the King’s Reign, that is King Alfred’s, 1 no 
where find any Mention made either of Fole-Right or Dome- 
Book; but in the next Reign, you find King’ Edward the 
Eldeft, commanding all his Judges to give prghc Domap, — 
right or juft Judgment to all the People of England, to the 
beft of their Skill and Underftanding, YYahr'con pepe — 
_Dom-bee y'canv, as it {tands in the Dome-Book, ‘or. Book of — 
_ Laws; and furthér commands, that nothing make them afraid 
to declare and adminifter Fole-Right, that is, the Common- _ 
- Law of England, to all his loving Subjeéts. 
-Thefe Laws indeed were not much obferved in the Reigns 
of Haroldthe Firftand Hardicanute, becaufe they were Ufurp- 
ers of the Danifh Race, and their Reigns very fhort, both 
of them not exceeding feven Years. But in the Time of 
Edward the Confeffor, he being of the Saxon Race, all thefe 
Laws were again received and reitored: And out of thofe 
Laws then extant, Edward the Confeflor made a Colle&ion, — 
as Alfred did before him, and then ordering thofe to be ob- 
ferved which were negleéted in the fhort Reigns of “Harold 
and Hardicanute, he may well enough be called she Reflorer 
of the Englifh Laws. Andas thofe Laws were then called the - 
Folc-Right, and really were the Common-Law of England, fo 
the prefent Common-Law is in Subftance the fame, though 
it hath undergone diverfe Alterations. | 
The Normans, who invaded the Saxons, did nat. fo- much 
alter the Subftance, .as the Names of Things: And notwith- 
ftanding the pretended Conqueft of William I. thefe Laws of 
good King Edward were , not abolifhed by him ;. for when 
King William publifhed thofe Laws, he exprefly mentions 
them to be Edward the’ Confeflor’s Laws, publifhed them as 
fuch, confirms and proclaims them to be the Laws of Eng- 
land, and took an Oath to keep them inviolable, as the ho-

Twenty-four Men, Houfholders, out of the Neighbourhood of 
that Place where the Matter contefted lies; Twelve of whom 
are chofen to try the Caufe.

. “SoveR-ALaws,}] The Forefi-Laws are peculiar Laws, dif- 
ferent from the Common-Law of England, Forefts in Eng- 
jand are exceeding ‘ancient, and before the making of Charta 
de Forejia: Offences committed therein were punifhed at the 
Pleafure of the King, in fo fharp and grievous a Manner (as 
fill in Germany) that both Nobles.and Commons did fuffer 
many horrible Inconveniencies and Oppreffions ; and even in 
that Charter were fome hard Articles, which the Clemency of 
gracious Kings have fince, by Statute, thought fit to alter per 
Afifas Foreffe; yet inthe Time of Edward the Third, and alfo 
at this Day, Voluntas reputabitur pro fatto; fo that if a Man be 
zaken hunting a Deer, he may be arrefted as if he had taken 
a Deer. The Forefters may take and arreft a Man, if he be 
takenseither at Dog-draw, Stable-fland, Backebear, or Bloody

WPartial-ILato.] Lex Caffrenfis Anglicana, is that Law 
which dependeth upon the King’s Will and Pleafure, or his 
Lrentenant, in Time of aGtual War; for altho’ in Time of 
Peace, the King, for the more equal Temper of Laws to- 
wards all his Subje&s, makes no Laws but by the na ta! 
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of the Three Eftates in Parliament: Yet in Time of War, by 
reafon of great Dangers arifing fuddenly and unexpectedly 
upon {mall Occafions, he ufeth abfolutre Power; infomuch 
as his Word goes for a Law. Martial Law extends only to 
Soldiers and Mariners, and is not to be practifed in Times of 
Peace, but only in Times of War, and then and there only 
where the Kinz’s Army is on Foot: But this is very much re- 

ulated of late by Statute-Law. [By 1 Georg. I. Cap. 9, and 
fubfequent Statutes, every Court-Martial for Trial of Soldiers

Wuildings.} Churches throughout all England, and the 
publick Edifices, are generally of folid Stone covered with 
Lead; Cathedrals and Collegiate Churches for the moft part. 
ample and magnificent; and the Churches in Marker-Towns 
‘and opulent Villages, fpacious and folid enough, beautified 
with very high Pyramids, or Steeples, or at leaft with ftately 
high Towers : Houfes in the City that were heretofore ufual-_ 
ly of Wood, are now built with Brick, and covered with 
Siate, or Tile ; the Rooms within wainfcoted, or hung with 
Tapeftry,. or other convenient Stuff, and all ceiled. with 
Plaifter, excellent againft the Rage of Fire, againft Cold, “and 
to hinder the Paflage of all Duft and Noife ; of late Years 
Deal-Wainfcot is found to be more convenient, agd cheaper 
than Hangings. 
The Houfes of the Noble and Rich are abundantly furnifh- 
ed with fine Linnen, China-ware, and Plate; the meaneft 
Mechanicks and Husbandmen want not Silyer Spoons, and 
fome Silver Cups in their Houfes. 
The Windows every where glazed, not made of Paper or 
-Wood,-as is ufually in JUsaly or Spain: Chimnies in moft 
. Cee ae bs aie . Places, 
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Places, no Stoves, although the far more Southern Parts of 
Germany can hardly fubfift in the Winter without them.

seal & HE Eaglifh National Vices were anciently Gluts 
tony, and the Effeéts thereof Lafcivioufnefs ; {o 
likewife Pride in Apparel, wherein they were {o extravagant, 
foolifh and fuperfluous, that diverfe Statutes before our Re- 
formation in Religion, and Homilies fince, haye been made 
fagainft that Excefs ; and an Exglifhman was wont to be piatured 
naked, with a Pair of Taylox’s Sheers in his Hand, a Piece of 
Cloth under his Arm, and Verfes annexed, intimating, that he 
knew not what Fafhion of Clothes to have. 4 

Execefs of Drinking was anciently more rare in England, as 


appears by an old Poet: 


Ecce Britannorum mos eft laudabilis ifte, 
Ut bibat arbitrio pocula quifque uo. 


The Danes, inthe Time of King Edgar, firk brought it 
in 3 but it was afterwards banifhed hence, fo that we find no 
ancient Statute fince the Conqueft againft it ; for tho’ the Sta- 
tutes heretofore made againft Excefs in Apparel and Diet are 
- ancient, yet thofe againft Drunkennefs are but of late Date: 
For, ‘till quarto of King Fames the Firft, there was no Law'te 
reftrain that voluntary Madnefs. 

However, it may be truly affirmed, That at prefent there is 
Scheel lefs Excefs in Drinking, efpecially about London, 

ncé the Ufe of Coffee, Tea and Chocolate, and lefs Excefs 
in Diet than heretofore. 

Impoifonments, fo ordinary in Italy, are fo abominable 
amongft the Anglifh, as 21 Henry VAIL. it was made High- 
Treafon, though fince repealed ; after which the Punifhment 
for it was to be put alive into a Chaldron of Water, and 
there boiled to Death. At prefent it is only Felony, without 
Benefit of Clergy. | 

Stabbing in England is much more feldom than in Jtaly, the 
Englith being eafily to be reconciled, to pardon.and remit Of- 
fences, not apt to feek Revenge: The true well-bred Exglifh — 
have more Inclination to Goodnefs, which the Greeks call Phi- 
4anthropia, than any other Nations, the Nobility and Gentry 
ihe alin to be gracious and courteous to Strangers, com- 
patitonate to the Aff_liGed, and grateful to Benefactors, when 
their Purfe or Eftate, not diverted by other extravagant Exe 
pences, will give them Leaye to remember them. . 
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Of Punifhments, and firft ECCLESIAST TOAL,

A ND Firft, of thofe relating to Ecclefiaftical Difcipline, 
which when infliéted upon fcandalous, notorious and 
contumacious Offenders, proceeds in this Manner: Firlt, 
The Par:y delinquent is admonifhed ; then if he refufes to 
anfwer, or otherwife to fatify the Courc, he is excommuni- 
cated, or excluded from the Church; or if not from the 
Church, yet from the Communion of the Lord’s Supper, is 

- difabled to be Plaintiff in a Suit of Law, ove 
This Power of Excommunication the Bifhop may delegate ta 

any grave Prieft with the Chancellor. - 

Belides the general Cenfure of the Church, which refpe@s. 
Church-Communion, there is another which touches the Body 
of the Delinquent, called Publick Penance, when any one i$ 
compelled to confefs in Publick his Fault, and to bewail it be- 
fore the whole Congregation in the Church; which is done in 
this Manner: The Delinquent is to ftand in the Church-Porch 
upon fome Sunday, bare-héad and bare-foot, in a white Sheet, 
and a white Rod in his Hand, there bewailing himfelf, and 
begging every one that paffes by to pray for him; then to enter 
the Church, falling down and kifling the Ground ; thenin the 

-Middle of the Church is he, or fhe, eminently placed in the 
Sight of all the People, and over-againtt the Minifter, who 

_ declares the Foulnefs of his Crime, odious to God, and f{can- 
dalous to the Congregation, ce. . 

Note, That it is ordained ‘by the Canons of the Church of 
England, that in cafe the Crime be not notorious and publick, 
the forenamed Penance may, at the Party’s Requeft, be com- 

- muted into a pecuniary Mulét for the Poor of the Parifh, og 
fome pious Ufes, which is more ufually done. eng 
_. Thereremains one more Puniflement, or Ecclefiaftical Cen- 
fure, which touches the Body, and that is Denial of Chriftian 
Burial, which is inflited not 22 penam mortuorum, but iz tere 
rvorent viuentium, who naturally defire, that after their Death 
their Bodies may be decently interred. A Chriftian Burial is 
wont to be denied by the Church of England to Perfons dying 
Excommunicate, to fuch as are hanged for Felony, or that wit 
fully kill themfelves, andto Apoftates and Hereticks. 

To thefe fore-named Cenfures and Punifhments, both Laity 
and Clergy are fubje@&: But, befides thefe, there are Punsfh- 
ments whereunto the Clergy only are liable ; as firft, Su/penfie — 
ab Officio, when a Minifter for a Time is declared unfit t@ 
execute the Office of a Minilter, | 

Then Su/penjio a Beneficio, when a Minifter for a Time is de- 
prived of the Profits of his Benefice ; and thefe two Cenfures 
are wont to be for fmallerCrimes, 


Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, Deprivatio a Beneficio; when for a greater Crime, 
.Minifter is wholly and for ever.deprived of his Living, « we 
And, Fourthly, Deprivatio ab Officio, when a Minifter is whol- 
ly and and for ever deprived of his Orders; and this is Depofitio, 
or Degradatio, and is commonly for fome heinous Crime merit- 
ing Death, and is performed by the Bifhop in a folemn Man= , 
ner, pulling off from the Criminal his Veftments and other 
- Enfigns of his Order, and this. in the Prefence of the Civil 
Magiftrate, to whom he is then delivered to be punifhed asa 
Layman for the like Offence. Bia | 


Secondly, Of Punifbments relating toCi1 vin 
; Difcipline. 
Ecaufe the Punifhments inflited for feveral Crimes are 
different in moft Nations, and thofe of England mueh 
different from thofe of, all other Countries ; a brief Account 
of them may probably not be unacceptable, to Foreigners 
efpecially. 

All Crimes in England that touch the Life of a Man, are 
either High-Treafon, Petit-Treafon, Rape, Buggery, Murder, ox 
Felony. 
Although fome High-Treafons are much more heinous and 
Odious than others, yee the Punifhment by Law is the fame 
for all Sorts (except Clipping and Coining Money) and that is, 
that the Traitor, laid upon a Hurdle, or Siedge; be drawn to 
the Gallows, there hanged by the Neck, prefently cut down . 
alive, his Entrails to be fuddenly pulled out-of his Belly, and 

_ burnt before the Face of the Criminal; then his Head to be 
cut off, his Body to be divided into four Parts ; and, laftly, 
that the Head and Body be kung up, or impaled where the’ 
King fhall command. | : 

Befides all this, he fhall forfeit all his Lands and Goods - 

- whatfoever; his Wife fhall lofe her Dowry, his Children 
their Nobility, and all their Right of Inheriting from him, or. 
any other Anceftors. . 

For Coining of Money, though adjudged High-Treafon, the 
Punifhment haying been only Drawing and Hanging before 
the Statute of 25 Aw. III. it remains fo ftill; but MHovedon 
faith, that before his Time the Punifhment for falfifying Money 
was Lofs of Eyes and Genitals. a 
 Petit-Treafonis either when a Servant killeth his Mafter or 
Miftrefs, or a Wife killeth her Husband, or a Clergyman his 

' Prelate, to whom he oweth Obedience; and for this Crime 
the Punifhment is to be drawn, as before, and to be hanged 
by the Neck ‘till he be dead. The Punifhment for a Wo- 
man convicted of High-Treafon, or Petit-T'reafon, is all one, 
and that is to be drawn and burnt alive. ‘ 

For Felonies, or other Capital Crimes, there were anciently 
feyeral Sorts of Punifhments, ‘sill Hemry 1. ordained, that the 
Be Paar tee Hh se aie it Punifhment 
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Punifhment for all Felonies fhould be to be hanged by the 
Neck ’till they be dead. | , 

But if a Peer of the Realm commit High-Treafon, Petit- 
Treafon, or Felony, altho’ his Judgment be the fame with 
what of common Perfons, yet the King doth ufually extend fo 
~ much Favour to fuch, as to caufe them only to be beheaded 
with an Ax, upon a Block, lying on the Ground, and not, as 
in all other Countries, by a Sword, kneeling or ftanding. 

If a Criminal, indi@ted of Petit-Treafon, Felony, or any 
Capital Crime, refufeth to anfwer, or put himfelf upon a 
Tegal Trial, then for fuch ftanding Mute, and Contumacy, he 
is prefently to undergo that horrible Punifhment called Peim 
forte c» dure; that is, to be fent back to the Prifon from whence 
he came, and there laid, in fome dark Room, upon the bare 
Ground, on his Back, all naked except his Privy-Parts, his 
Armsand Legs drawn with Cords, faftened to the feveral 
Quarters of the Room; and then fhall be laid upon his Body 
~ Tron and Stone, fo muchas he may bear, or more; the next 
Day he fhall have three Morfels of Barley Bread, without 
Drink, and the third Day fhall have Drink of the Water next 
to the Prifon Door, except it be running Water, : without 
_ Bread; and this fhall be his Diet till he die. Which grievous 

kind of Death fome ftout Fellows have fometimes chofen 3 and . 
fo not being tried and conviéted of their Crimes, their Eftates 
may not be forfeited to the King, but defcend to their Chil- 
dren, nor their Blood ftained. 

_ But though the Law continues, yet we fo abhor Cruelty, 
that of late they are fuffered to be over-charged with Weight 
 Jaid uponthem, that they expire prefently. 

Butin Cafe of High-Treafon, though the Criminal ftand mute, 
yet Judgment fhall be given againft him as if he had been con- 
_ yiéted, and his Eftate confifcated. 

. After Hanging and Beheading, the Criminal’s Friends ufual- 
ly interr the Body decently, where they pleafe; only if the 
‘Crime be very enormous, as for Murdering and Robbing any 

Perfon, then by Order is the Criminal ufually hanged: by the 
Neck ’till he be dead, and afterwayds hanged in Chains’till the 
Body rot; and in fome Cafes his Right-hand is firft cut off, 
and then he is hanged. - ‘ 

In all fach Felonies where the Benefit of the Clergy 1s al- 
owed {as it isin many) there the Criminal is marked with a 
hot Iron with an M for Manflaughter, on the Left-hand, or 
with a T for Thief; and wandering Rogues are to be marked 
on the Shoulder with an R. | 
For Petty-Larceny, or fmall Theft, that is under the Value 
of 12d. the Punifhment anciently was fometimes Lofs of an 
Ear, fometimes Cudgelling; but fince Edward ILI. only by 
Whipping. But if fuch Petty-Thief be found by the Jury to 
have fled for the fame, he forfeits all his Goods. 

QO Perjury 
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Perjury, by bearing falfe Witnefs upon Oath, in a Court of 


‘Record, is punifhed with the Pillory, called Collifrigium, the 
Criminal burnt in the Forehead with a P, his Trees growing 
upon his Ground to be rooted up, and his Goods confifcated. 

Forgery, Cheating, Libelling, falfe Weights and Meafures, Fore- 
fialling the Market, Offences in Baking and Brewinz, are com- 
monly ‘punifhed with ftanding on the Pillory, Whipping, and 
fometimes by nailing one or both Ears to the Pillory, and cut- 
ine'off, or boring through the Tengue with a hot Iron. But 
of late we have left off the Cruelty of cutting off Ears, fevere 
Whipping, Branding on the Forehead, Boring the Tongue, 
and the like. - 

The Punifhment for Mifprifion of High-Treafon, that is, for 
negleAing or concealing ir, is Forfeiture of the Profits of one’s 
Lands, during Life, and-of all Goods, and alfo Imprifonment 
for Life. 3 . 

For Striking in the King’s Court, whereby Blood ts drawn, the 


Punifiment is, that the Criminal. fhall have his Right-hand : 


ftricken off in’a fad and folemn Manner. : 
For Striking in Wefminfler-Hall whilft the Courts of Juftice 


are fitting, is Imprifonment during Life, and Forfeiture of all — 


one’s Eftate. 


For one found ina Premunire, that is, one whoincurs the — 


fame Punifament which was infli&ed on thofe who tranf- 
creffed the Statute of 16 Rich. I. cap. 5. commonly called the 
Statute of Pramunire facias, the Punilhment is Forfeiture of ald 
his Eftate, to be put out of the King's Protection, and Impri- 
foniment during pe King’s Pleafure. 

‘The Punifhment of Petty-Furors attainted of giving a Ver- 

di& contrary to Evidence, wittingly, is fevere: They are con- 
demned to lofe the Franchife, or Freedom: of the Law, that is, 
become Infamous, andof no Credit, uncapable of being Wit- 
neffes, or of a Jury; their Houfes, Lands, and Goods are feiz’d 
into the King’s Hands, their Houfes pulled down, their Mea- 
dows ploughed up, their Trees rooted up, all their Lands laid 
wafte, and their Bodies imprifoned. 

The Jike Punifhment is alfo for thofe who fhall confpire to 
indi& aa Innocent falfly and malicioufly of Felony : But indeed 
there are no late Inftances of fuch Puntfkment. 

Felo de fe, thatis, one who witingly killeth himfelf is to be 
interr’d without Chriftian Burial, with a Stake driven through 
the Corps, and to forfeit his Goods. 

Drunkards, Vagabonds, prophave Swearers, loofe, idle, diforder- 
ly Perfons, Night-walkers, andthe like, are punilhed by fetting 
their Legs in the Stocks for certain Hours, and by certain pe- 
cuniary Mul&s. The Execution of thofe wholefome Laws againft 
Prophanene{s and Immorality, has been promoted with great Zeal, 
and mo le{s Difcretion, by the Societies for the Reformation of 
Manners. 
Lk Soahding 
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Scolding Women are to be fet in a Trebuchet, commonly call- 
ed a Cucking-Stool, probably from the French Coquine, and the 
German Stull, the Q)uean’s Chair, placed over fome deep Wa- 
ter, into which they are let down, and plunged under Water 
thrice to cool their Cholerand Heat. : K 
_ Other Mifdemeanours are corimonly punifhed with Impri- 
fonments, or Fines, and fometimes with both. e 

As for Breaking onthe Wheel, and other like torturin 
Deaths, common in other Chriftian Countries, ithe ‘Eaglife 
look upon them as too cruel to be ufed by the Profeflors of 


-Chriftianity.

& Government to-regulate the Manners of the Nation, ,haye 
been accounted for. ‘here, are befides thofe, fome yolun- 
tury ones; a brief Account whereof feems proper to. be added 
in this-Place; and that is of the feveral Societies that have been 
fet up of late Years for the moft effectual Promoting of God’s 


| Worfbip, the Reformation of Mannérs, and the Propagating: 


of Chriftian (Knowledge -both in this Nation,and in Foreign. 


- Parts; which are known by, the Names of Religious Societies, 


The Societies for Reformation. .of Manners, .The Society sfor the 
Propagation of the Gofpel in. Foreign Parts, and; The Society for, 
Promoting Chriftian Knowledge. ih : 
1. The Religious Societies are.fo called, becaufe the, particular 
End and Defign of them is to improve themfelves and others 
in the Knowledge of qur moft, holy Religion, and-to animate 
one another in the ferious Practice of it. , 
They were begun in London, about-the Year 1678, bya few 
Aerious-young Men :of the;Communion.of the Church.of Eng 
-land; who, -by the Adyice.and Dire@ion of their Spirituat 
Guides, agreed to-meet together frequently -for,Religious. Cons 
ference, and by Prayer and Pfalmody 10 edify one .another. 
The Experience they hereby. gained of the Bleflednefs. of Re- 
digion, and Value of Souls; foon animated their.-Endeayours 
-to gain. others to.join with them ; whereby they grew and. ens 
.¢reafed, and New Societies were formed by, the, Pattern.of the 
Old: So that there are snow Jabove Forty . difting& ;Bodies of 
them within the Compafs of the Bills of Mortality, \befides di- 
verfe others in diftant:Parts of the Nation. 
_Thofe that compofe thefe Societies, are Members of the 
Kburch of England, and, in all Matters of Doubtand Difficulty, 
ln a Tie eee GRAY Sy) a ugtd log Si. 2 
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oblige themfelves to confult the efablifhed Minifiry. They re- 
ceive the Holy Sacrament at leaft once a Month, and take all 
convenient Opportunities of attending the Service of God in 
Publick; have fet up Publick Prayers in many Churches of the 
City, procured the Adminiftration of the Sacrament every 
Holy Day, and maintain Le&ures upon the Holy Sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper, almoft every Lord’s Day Evening, in 
{ome one or more Churches. 
They induftrioufly apply themfelves to the relieving poor 
Families and Orphans, fetting Prifoners at Liberty, follicit- 
ing Charities for the pious Education of poor Children,  vi- 
fiting and comforting thofe that are Sick, and in Prifon, and 
‘reclaiming the Vicious and Diffolute ; in promoting Chriftian 
Conference, Decency in God’s Worthip, Family Religion, and 
the Catechizing of young and ignorant People. They have 
been inftrumental in bringing feveral Quakers and Enthufiatti- 
‘cal Perfons to Baptifm, anda fober Mind; reconciling feveral 
Diffenters to the Communion of the Church of England, and 
preferving many unfteady and wavering Perfons from Popery. 

2. Societies for Reformation of Manners, {fo called from the 
particular End and Defign of them, which is to reform the 
Manners of the People, by putting in Execution the Laws a- © 
gaint Immorality and Prophanene/s. 

They were begun in London, about the Time of the Revo- 
lution, by five or fix private Gentlemen of the Communion 
of the Church of England; and, by the Acceffion of many 
‘virtuous Perfons of the too various Denominations of Pro- 
teflants among us, are now become confiderable both for their 
Number and Intereft. Of thefe, | 
~ 4, There is a large Body compofed of Perfons of Emi- 
nency in the Law, Members of Parliament, Juftices of the 
Peace, and confiderable Citizens of London, who frequently 
meet to confult of the beft Methods for carrying on the Bu- 
finefs of Reformation, according to the Eftablifhed Laws, and 
to advife and aifift others that are already engaged, or willing 
to join in the fame Defign. By this Body the neceflary Charge 
"of this Defign is defrayed, and no Contributions taken of any — 
but their own Members: By their Endeayours feyeral Thou- 
fands of Offenders in London and Wefiminfter haye been con- 
* vided of Swearing, Drunkenne/s, and Prophanation of the Lord’s 

Day, and punifhed accordingly. , 

2. A fecond Body, confifting of about 50 Perfons, Tradef- 
men and others, have more efpecially applied themfelyes to 
the Suppreffion of Lewdnefs, by bringing the Offenders to Le- 
gal Punifhment, and have aéually Bf es above soo dif- 
orderly Houfes, and convited fome ‘Thoufands of lewd Per- 
fons, befides Swearers, Drunkards, and Profaners of the Lord’s 
Day, &ce as appears by their feyeral printed Lifts of Offend- 

etecn 
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A third is of Conftables, of which Sort of Officers Care 
is taken to form yearly anew Body in London, who meet to 


- confider of the moft effe€tual Way to difcharge their Oaths, 


to communicate the Difficulties they meet with, and to con- 
fult of proper Remedies. Thefe divide themfelves in the fe-_ 
veral Parts of the City, for the more regular Infpection of 
diforderly Houfes, feizing of Drunkards and Swearers in the 
Streets and Markets, and carrying them. before the Magi- 


 ftrates. 


A fourth is fuch as give Informations to the Magiftrate of 
{uch Breach of the Laws as above-mentioned. : 

There are eight other regulated and mixed Bodies of 
Houfe-keepers and Officers in the feveral Quarters of London, 
Wefiminfler, and Southwark, who differ in their Conftitution 
from thefe before-mentioned, bu: generally agree in the. 
Methods of infpe@ing the Behaviour of Conftables and other 
Officers, whom they alfo affift in fearching diforderly Houfes, 
feizing Offenders, and giving Informations. 

Several Societies of this kind are fet up at Briffol, Canterbury, 


Hull, Nottingham, and other diftant Parts of the Kingdom, 


and of late Years the like Defigns have been carried on in 
Ireland, and in feveral of his Majefty’s Provinces in me- 
rica.

3. The Society for the Propagation of the Gofpel in Foreign 
Parts. That a Maintenance tor an Orthodox Clergy might 
be fecured, and other Provifion made for the ‘Propagation

Fridayin February, to choofe a Prefident, Vice-Prefident, and 
Officers for the Year enfuing, and on the third Friday in 
every Month, or oftner, if need be, to tranfa& Bufinefs, and 
to depute fit Perfons to take Subfcriptions, and colle& Money 
contributed for the Purpofes aforefaid ; and of all Monies 
received and laid out, to give Account yearly to the Lord- 
Chancellor, or Keeper, the two Lord Chief-Juftices, or any.

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This Society ordinarily meets every Month, according to the 
‘Direétion of the Charter, and hath a ftanding Committee, to- 
prepare Bufinefs for the Monthly Meeting: The former at

OF the above-mentioned Society there has been a very full 
Account given under the Title of 4a Account of the Foundation 
of the Society for the Propagation of the Gofpel im Foreign Parts, 
with their Proceedings and Succefs. mit é | | 
The Society for promoting Chriflian Knowledge, whofe Ori- 
ginal Defigns were te propagate Religion in the Plantations, 
to fecure the pious and ufeful’ Education of the Poor here at 
Home, and to reclaim thofe that err in the Fundamentals 
of Chriftianity. ' | 
It was begun in London in March 169%, by fome Perfons 
of Honour and Quality, who held their ftated Meetings for 
thefe Purpofes, regulating themfelyes by the Laws of the 
Land, and Canons of the Church. 
‘ Inthe Year 170%, a Reverend Member of the Society, by 
his indefatigable Endeavours for promoting that Branch of the 
Society’s Defign which concerned ‘the Plantations, procured 
above eight hundred Pounds among his Acquaintance, as well 
out of the Society as in ir, and tranfmitted the fame te the 
Plantations, in Libraries, Bibles, Common-Prayer-Books, 
Catechifms, and other Books proper to cultivate aSenfe of Re- 
ligion among the Britifh Subje&s in America: And by his In- 
tereft and great Application, fecured ‘a tolerable Maintenance 
for feveral Minifters to be employed ia the Plantations, when 
by the earrieft Solicitations of the fame Divine, at the Requeft 
of the Society, the late King William was pleafed, by Royal 
Charter, to eftablifh the Society for the Propagation of the Gofpel 
in Foreign Parts, incorporating by Name all the then Members 
of the Society for Propagating, fince called. for Promoting Chrifti- 
an Kaowledze, with diverfe others, of the firft Rank for Quality, 
both in Charch and State ; thereby difcharging this Socfety 
from the further Purfuir of this Branch of their Original 
Date Teena. yy 4 av | 
-* Upon this Effablifhment the Seciety, in their voluntary Ca- 
pacity of doing good, were fo fuccetsfully engaged in fe.ting 
up Charity-Schools, and difperfing Religious Books and Care- 
chifms, exe, among the Poor ar Home, that they did not think 
fitto diffolvé themfelves, bur appointing new Officers to fup- 
ply the Place of thofe thar were taken into the Service of 
the Corporation-Society, to fubfitt. | , 
The Religious Societies in and abour London, at that time 
did very much affift the Scciety in ere€ting Charity-Schools, by 
procuring” Subfcriptions and charitable Colleétions at the 
Church-Doors of the feveral Parifhes where fuch Schools were. 
moft wanted ; and even in feverat of the richer Parifhes of the 
Ciry, where there was no Schools, they obtained both Sub- 
Lite GCM ee pe aa eee a {criptions 
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| fcriptions and Colledions, to be applied towards. maintaining - 
Schools in the Out-Parifhes; where the Poor were moft nume- 
rous: And this was done with fo great Succefs, that in the 
Year 1704, there were erected in London and. Wefminffer, and 
within ten Miles thereof, 54 Charity-Schools for the Inftructi- 
on of 1386 Boys, 745 Girls; and the better to difpofe the 
Parents of thefe Children to fend them conftantly to School, 
above half of them were compleatly cloathed. 

The Succefs of this Example in the. Metropolis, foon anti- 
mated.many other Parts of the Kingdom to follow it; and 
the Society invi:ing to. their Correfpondence many of the moft 
active, well-difpofed Gentlemen that they could hear of in 
every County, were enabled by them to publith in all Parts 
of the Kingdom, the great Ufefulnefs of the Inftitution of 
Charity-Schools; and, in order to it, prefented them, from 
time to time, with printed Accounts of the Rules of erecting 
-and better governing thefe Schools, after the Manner pradtifed 
in London, and alfo the Sermons’ preached at the Anniverfary 
‘Meeting of the Charjty-Schools within the Bills of Mortality, 
by fome of the moft learned Divines in the Nation, all highly. 
approvingthe Defign: So that inthe Compafs of about I’wen- 
ty-two Years paft, the Society have given away above I'wo 
hundred thoufand of thefe Sermons and Accounts, ¢7c. befides 
feyeral Hundred Bibles, New Teftaments, Common-Prayers, 
_ Whole Duties of Man, Expofitions of the Church-Catechifm, 
and other good Books, which the Society, or their Correfpon- 
dents in the Country, have given to the Charity-Schools, and 
to poor Families, to Prifons, to the Fleet and Army, and. Britifo 
Garrifons abroad. And in Confequence of thefe Endeayours 
of the Society, and the united Labours_ of good Men in alk 
Parts of Great-Britain and Ireland, it has pleafed God fo far to 
blefs them, that in the Year 1721, there were 1492 Charity- 
Schools, wherein above ‘Thirty-two thoufand poor Children 
‘of both Sexes were taught to read, write, and fay the Cate- 
chifm; and if thofe are taken into the Account that have been 
educated in thefe Schools, and difpofed of to Services and 
Apprenticefhips during the lait Twenty-one Years, it is very 
probable, that at leaft One hundred thoufand poor Children 
have had their Education, or are now taught in them : By which 
prodigious Effet of Charity, it is certain that the Nation ig 
delivered from many Thoufands that would have been com- 
mon Beggars, had they not come through thefe Schools into 
the World: And ir may well be hoped, if it pleafe God to 
blefs the Inflruétion given them, that they will be inftrumental 
to leffen the Prevalence of Profanenefs, Vice, and Idlenefs 
among the lower Sort of People in the next and fucceeding ~ 
Generations, 

In 1710, this Society engaged themfelves to affift the Pro- 
teftant Miflonaries at Brangieler, on the Coaft of Coroman-

del in the Ea/?-Indies, and to promote Charity-Schools at the 
Englifh Settlements in thofe Parts; the Succefs of which may 
be beft learned from a Collection of Letters from the Miffion- 
aries and others in India, relating to the Miflion, printed by 
Fofeph Downing. a bse 

In 1720, this Society publifhed a Propofal for printing the 
New Tefiament and Pfalter in Arabick, for the Ufe of the poor 
Chriftians of the Eaftern Nations, in Paleftine, Syria, Mefopo- 
tamia, Arabia, and Egypt; which is now printed. 

This Society meets weekly at St. Paul’s Chapter-Houfe, and 
now confifts of between Four and Five hundred Perfons, di- 
itinguifhed by the Names of Sem and Correfponding 
Members; the former of whom generally refiding in London, 
take that Name, and are annually Contributors to the Ex- 
pence of Books, exc. But the latter, called Correfponding 
Members, are exempted from any Contributions but what they 

leafe to fend in to their common Treafury, in regard of the 
bi pitice they are fuppofed to be at in their refpe€tive Coun- 
tries where they live. But whenever they come to London, 
they have the Liberty of attending the weekly Meetings of 
the Society, and to ask their Advice and Affiftance in any 
Difficulty that occurs in promoting their Defigns. 

5- The Corporation for an Augmentation to poor Livings, was 
founded about the latter End of the Year 1703. Her late 
Majefty, of blefled Memory, being then pleafed to inform her 
Parliament, by a Meffage, of her gracious Intentions of 
granting her whole Revenue of Firft-Fruits and Tenths to the 


Poor Clergy : Whereupon an Aét was paffed in the Second and 


Third Year of her Reign, entituled, Anz Act for the making 
more effectual her Majefys gracious Intentions for the Augmenta- 
tion of the Maintenance of the Poor Clergy, by enabling her Ma- 
jelly to grant in Perpetuity the Revenues of the Firf-Fruits and 
Tenths; and alfo for enabling any other Perfon to make Grants 
for the fame Purpofe: After which, her Majefty, by Lerters-Pa- 
tent under her Great-Seal, bearing Date the third Day of No- 
vember, 1704, was pleafed to eftablifh a Corporation, by the 
Name and Title of She Governors of the Bounty of 
Muern Anne, foz the Augmentation of the PBaintenance 
of the 3002 Clergy, the greateft and moft confiderable that 
ever was known in England, being compofed of all the 
Lords and others of his Majefty’s moft Honourable Privy- 
Council, for the Time being; all the Lords Lieutenants, and 
Cuftos’ Rotulorum in England; all the Lords the Bifhops ; 
all the Deans of Collegiate Churches; all the Judges; the 
Queen’s Serjeants; the Attorney and Sollicitor-General; the 
Advocate-General; the Chancellors and Vice-Chancellors of 
both the Univerfities; the Lord-Mayor and Aldermen of Lon- 
don; and all Mayors of Cities for the Time being: And by 
new Letters-Patent, dated the sth of March 1713, for pre- 
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venting the Delay and Obftrudtion of the Bufinefs of the faid 


‘Corporation, her late Majefty was pleafed to encreafe the 


Number of the faid Governors, by adding all the Officers of 
the Board of Green-Cloth; all the Queen’s Serjeants and 
Council learned in the Law; and the Four Clerks in Ordinary 
of the Privy-Council. The firft Thing the Governors did, 
after opening their Commiflion, was to confider the State of 
the Revenue of Firft-Fruits and Tenths, and of the Conditions 


_-and Numbers of poor Livings to which the Royal Bounty was 


to extend, viz. to all under 801. per Annum, which, upon 
Enquiry, appear to be more than 5000 in Number, 

Thefe Revenues of the Firft-Fruits and Tenths (when this 
Corporation was firft eftablifhed) being for the moft part anti- 
cipated by diverfe Grants for Lives and Years, no Diftribution 


“could be made for many Years; but fince the Expiration of fe- 


om 


veral of thofe Grants, there has been a confiderable Diftriby- 
tion yearly, whereby about 304 Livings were augmented with 
the Royal Bounty at 2001. each before Chrifimas 1720, and 
53 two fucceeding Years (whereof about 300 in Number have 


each received the like Sum from private Contributions); which 


_ is very confiderable, if it be obferved, that by reafon of the 


Grants and Incumbrances before-mentioned, no Augmenta- 


tions were made before November 1714. But the faid Gover- 


nors will now be enabled to continue their Augmentations 
yearly, to the Number of 50 or 60 {mall Livings at leaft. 
Befides thefe Helps to the Clergy, there is a Society, whofe 
Province isin a more peculiar Manner to affift their Widows 
and Céildrez ; and that is the Society of the Sons of the Clergy, 
incorporated by King Charles Il. Fuly 1, 1678, by the Name 
of the Governozs of the Charity fo2 Relief of the Booz 
Widows and Childzen of Ctergy-men. + Several Hundreds 
of Widows and Children of the Clergy have yearly received 
great Relief from this charitable Foundation, the Number of 


_ which in the Year 1713, was 449, and the Sums diftributed 


among them, amounted to roso/. i1s, ‘There is a Bragch 
of this Society at Cheffer, firft promoted in the Year 1700, 
which deferves to be taken Notice of here, as worthy to be 
imitated in other Places. The Clergy of the Arck-Deaconr 


of Cheffer, at the Defire of the Right Reverend Dr. Stratford, 


then Bifhop of Cheffer, and Dr. Entwifle, then Arch-Deacon, 


-confented to meet at Warrington in that County, for the 


Relief of Widows and Orphans of Clergy-Men. ‘They have 
ever fince continued to meet there on the firft Zhurfday in 


~Fune annually. They walk in a Body to Church, the Bifhop 


being ufually at the Head of them, where they hear divine 
Service and a Sermon: Thence they return to a Houfe where _ 


they dine. - After Dinner a Colleftion is made, every one

"Till the Reformation, there. was no. fettled Allowance for 
the Poor in England, the Care of providing for them lay upon 
the. Religious Houfes, which were very numerous, and many 


of them very well endowed. But whether they were fuch 


bountiful Difpenfers of their Charities, as that the Poor had 
no Reafon to complain of them, may be very juftly queftion- 
ed: ‘This 1s cestain, thag the Care of providing for them, 


was one of the earlieft and chiefeft Concerns of our firft Re- — 


formers, after they had attained a tolerable Degree of Settle- 
ment. 

For in the Year 1551, Dr. Ridley, Bilhop of London, having 
preached upon this Subje& before King Edward VI. the King 


was fo moved with the Sermon, that he. commanded that 
good Bifhop and Sir Richard Dabbs, then Lord-Mayor of Lon- — 


dox, and others, to confider how the Neceffities of the Rooer 


of that City might be bet fupplied, and to lay their Schemes © 


before him.

it alfo with Goods from the Savoy, and licenfed it to purchafe 
Lands in Mortmam, to the Value af 4000 Marks per Annum. 
That Licence was figned but two Days before that excellent 
Prince died, who thanked Ged that his Life was fpared long 
enough to make an End of that good Work, 

‘The poor Houfholders were fupplied by voluntary Contribu- 
tions, railed and diftribured as they {aw proper from Houle to 
Honufe.

@c.) is of a vaft Extention: From Lime-Houfe, meafured to the | 
End of Yorhil, or Tuttle-Street, from Eaft to Weft, itis above

Of theGoveERNnMENT of The City of London, 


HE Government of this City, confidering the Greatne(s 
| and Populoufnefs thereof, is adntirable, | 
€cclefinkical Bobernment.) The Ecclefaftical Government 
is by a Bifhop, who is fubjett to the Archbifhop of Cazzer- 
bury ® The See of London, fince its Foundation by the Saxon 
Converts, foon after Auguftine the Monk’s coming’hither, ‘has 
been conftantly governed by an uninterrupted Succeflion of 
Bifhops for above 1100 Years: In-which Space there are reckoned 
2 Bilhops of London. To this Cathedral alfo belongs a Dean, 
three Refidentiaries, a Treafurer, Chancellor, Precentor, and , 
_ thirty Prebendaries. Dae 
For the Ecclefiaftical Government ‘of the feveral Parilhes, 
there are placed many excellent Divines, shat have the Cure of 
Souls, a Reétor or Vicar for every Parifh ; and thefe have for 
a long Time had the moft excellent Way of Sermonizing in 
Chriftendom ; infomuch as diverfe Divines of foreion Reformed 
Churches have come ‘hither on purpotfe to learn their Manner 
of Pulpit-Oratory. For maintaining thefe Minifters, with their 
Families, there is, inalmoft every Parith, a Parfonage or Vi- 
- carage-Houfe, and in moft a competent Allowance in Tithes. 
But fince the great Fire, there is an Allowance fettled by A& 
- of Parliament, in thofe Parifhes which were burnt down, upon 
every ReGor or Vicar; by which A@ none of them have lets, 
~ fettled than 1001. or more than 200 1. per Annum. And ‘to 
fave Building, Churches being rather too thick beforethe Fire, 
‘by the fame A@ of ‘Parliament, two Parifhes, whrete the old 
Churches were burnt, have now but one Church and one Mi- 
‘nifter between them: So that there are not much aboye haiffo 
many Churches in the City as were formerly, 
_ Civil Bovbernment-] The Civil Government is ‘not (as ‘at 
Paris, Rome, Madrid, Vienna, and other Capital Cities) in fome 
-Nobleman, or Lawyer, who is fet ‘over the City by the ‘King, 
as Supreme Governour ; ‘or as it was in the Time‘of the Sax- 
ons, when he was called the Portgerefa, that is, Cyflos or 
Guardian, and fometimes Provoft of London, Butafter the 
Coming in of the Normans,'the chiet Magiftare was called Bai- 
Tivus from the ‘French Word Bailler, Tradere, Comirittere, that 
is Commiffarius, oc one that hath Commitlion to govern others, 
There were fotnetimes two Bailiffs of London, “ll King -Ri- 
-. chard the Fick; Anno 1189, chang’d the Nate of Bails into 
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— fLozdzBapor’s CEledion.} He is ufually chofen on Mi- — 
chaelmas-Day by the Livery-Men, or Members of the feveral 
‘Companies within the faid City out of the 26 Aldermen, all 
‘Perfons of great Wealth and Efteem. In which Election the 
Senior Alderman, that hath not been Mayor, hath ufually the 
Precedence ; yet inthis Particular the faid EleGtors fometimes 
- take a Liberty. 

bis Authozity.] His Authority reaches not only over this 
great City, and Part of the Suburbs, bur alfo on the famous 
River of Thames: Eaftward, as far as Yendale or Yenleet, and 
the Mouth of the River Medway; and Wefiward, as far as 
Colney-Ditch, above Stains-Bridge. He hath a Privilege, by 
Charter, to hunt in Middlefex, Effex, and Surry; and for 
this Purpofe is always maintained a Kennel of Hounds, as 
aforementioned. He hath Power to punifh or corre& all that 
fhall annoy the Stream, Banks, or Filh; and for that End he 
yearly keeps feyeral Courts in the Counties adjacent to the 
Thames, for Confervation of the River, and Punifhmenr of | 
Offenders ; only the Strength and Safety of the River againft 
an Invafion, and fecuring Merchandizing and Navigation, 
by Block-Houfes, Forts and Caftles, is the immediate Care 
of the King. . 

Lozo-Bapor’s Courts of Jludicature.] To the Lord- 
Mayor and City of London belong divers Courts of Judica- 
ture of high Importance. 

The higheft and moft ancient Court, is that called the Huf- 
zags from the Danilh Hus-ding, i.e. Domus Fudicij, which pre- 
ferves the Laws, Rights, Franchifes, and Cuftoms of theCity. 

There is alfo aCourt of Requeft, or Confcience; fo called, 
becaufe meddling with nothing above 40s. Value. There 
the Oath of the Creditor himfelf is accepted. 

The Court of the Lord-Mayor and Aldermen, where alfo 
the Recorder and Sheriffs, who are Aldermen, or elfe ufually 
chofen upon the next Vacancy, fit: Two Courts of the 
Sheriffs. 2 

The Court of the City Orphans, whereof the Lord-Mayor 
and Aldermen have the Cuftody. 

The Court of Common-Council, confifting (as the Parliament 
of Great-Britain) of two Houfes; one for the Lord-Mayor 
and Aldermen, andthe other for the Commoners ; in which 
Courts are made all By-laws, which bind all the Citizens of ~ 
London: For every Man, either by himfelf, or by his Reprefen- 
tative, gives his Affent thereunto; wherein confifts the great 
Happinefs of the Englifh Subje@s, above all the Subje&s of 
any other Prince in the World, that neither in Laws, nor 
_ By-Laws, neither in Taxes, nor Impofts, any Man is. bound 
but by his own Confent, 


There 
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There is another Court of the Chamberlain of the City, to 
whom belongs the Receipts of the Rents and Revenues of 
the City ; and'to his Court belongs the Bufinefs of Appren- 
tices, over whom he hath a great Authority. 

To the Lord-Mayor alfo belongs the Courts of Coroner and 
Efcheater; and another Court for.the Conferyvation of the 
River of Thames. 

_ Laftly, the Court of Goal-Delivery, held ufually eight Times 

a Year at the Old-Baily, both for the City and Middlefex, for 

the Trial of Criminals, whereof the Lord-Mayor is the Chief 
Judge. 

There are other Courts, called Wardmotes, or the Meeting of 
Wards, whereof there are 26 inthe whole City; in which 
Court Enquiry is made into all Things that can conduce to the 
Regulating and Well-governing of the City, alfo the Court 
of Aalmote, or Aflembly of every Guild or Fraternity, for re- 
gulating what belongs to each Company in particular, 

Wis State.] His Stare and Magnificence is remarkable when 
he appears abroad, which in former Times was moftly on 


_ Horfe back, with rich Caparifon, himfelf always in long 


Robes, fometimes of Scarlet Cloth richly furr’d, -and fome- 
times Purple, and over his Robes a Hood of black Velvet, 
which, fome fay, is a Badge of a Baron of the Realm, with 
a great Chain of Gold about his Neck, or Collar of SS’s, 
with a great rich Jewel pendent thereon, with many Officers, 
walking before and on all Sides of him; but more efpecially 
on the zoth of Odfober, when he goes to Weflminfler in his 
Barge, accompanied with all the Aldermen, all his Officers 
allthe feveral Companies, or Corporations, in their feveral 


 ftately Barges, with their Arms, Colours and Streamers; and 


having there in the Exchequer-Chamber taken his folemn Oath 
to be true to the King, returns in like Manner to the Hall of 
his own Company, or to. Gwild-Hall (that is, the great Com- 
-mon-Hall of Guilds, or incorporated Fraternities) where is 
prepared for him and his Brethren a moft fumptuous Dinner, 
to which many of the great Lords and Ladies, all the Judges > 
of the Land, and oftentimes the Lords of his Majefty’s moft 


_ Honourable Privy-Council ; alfo foreign Ambafladors are in- 


vited; and our Kings and Queens have. often been _pleafed 
to honour the Feaft with their Prefence. This great Magiftrate - 
upon the Death of the King is faid to be prime Perfon of 
England ; and therefore when King Fames 1. was invited to 
come and take.the Crown of England, Robert Lee, then Lord- 
Mayor of London, fub{cribed in the firft Place before all the 
great Officers of the Crown and all the Nobility. : 
The Mayor of London, tho’ always a Citizen, hath been of 
fuch high Repute and Efteem, that in all Writing and Speak- 
ing to him, the Title of Lord is prefixed, which is given ta. 
none thers, but eitherto Noblemen, to Bifhops, Judges, ant 
P of 
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of later Time, to the Mayor of Yoré, or to fome of the high- 
eft Officers of the Realm: He is alfo, for his great Dignity, — 
ufually Knighted by the King before the Year an his Mayoral- 
ty be expired. The Lord-Mayor, on the.Day of the Corona- 
tion, claims to be Chief Butler, and to bear the Cup amongft 
the higheft Nobles of the Kingdom, which ferve on that Day 
in their Offices. 

His Table is, and alfo the Table of each Sheriff, fuch, that 
it is not only openall the Year to all Comers, Strangers, and 
others, that are of any confiderable Quality, but fo well fur- 
nifhed, that it is fuppofed to be always fit to receive the great- 
eft Subje& of England, or of other Potentate : Nay, it is re-_ 
corded, that a Lord-Mayor of London hath feafted four Kings 
at once at his Table. ; 

Alfo for the Grandeur of the Lord-Mayor, thereis allow- 
ed above. 1000 /, a Year for his Sword-bearer’s ‘Table in 
the Houfe of the Lord-Mayor. | 

His Domeftick Attendance is very Honourable: He hath 
four Officers that wait on him, who are reputed Efquires by 
their Places ;~ that is, .

Sherifs.] The two Sheriffs of this City are alfo Sheriffs 
of the County of Middlefex, and are annually chofen by the 
Citizens of London from among themfelves, in the Guild-Hall, 
upon Midfummer- Day ; a high Privilege, among many others, 
anciently granted to this City by feveral Kings and Queens of 
this Kingdom ; but they are not fworn’ till Michaelmas-Eve, and 

‘are fooa after prefented at the Exchequer, to be allowed by the 
Barons, and fworn: After which they enter upon their ‘Office.’ 
Tf either of the Perfons fo chofen refufe to hold, he incurs a 
Penalty or Fine of 4001. unlefs he will fwear he is not 
worth 10,0001. [Tis lately raifed to 15,000 J.] 

Aidermen,| The 26 Aldermen prefide over the 26 Wards. 
of the City: When any of thefe die, the Wardmote return 
two, and the Lord-Mayor and Aldermen choofe one out of 
the moft fubftantial Men of the City : If any fo chofen refufe 
to hold, he is ufually fined 5007, 

All the Aldermen that have been Lord-Mayors, and the 
three eldeft Aldermen that have not yet arrived to that ho- 
nourable Eftate, are by their Charter Juftices of the Peace of 
this City. ae . 

The Cwelve Companies.} The Traders of Lowdon are 
divided into Companies, or Corporations, and are fo many 
Bodies Politick : Of thefe there are 12, called the chief Com- 
panies; and he that is chofen Lord-Mayor, muft be free of 
one of thefe Companies; which are, 4. Mer-

2. Grocers. 6. Skinners. 10. Ironmongers.

All thefe 12 Companies have ftately Halls. 


And if it happen that the Lord-Mayor Elect is of any other 
Company, he prefently removes to one of the Twelve. it 


hath been the Cuftom of fome of our Kings, to honour fome 


of thefe Companies, by taking their Freedom thereof; as his 
late Majefty King William was pleafed to be made free of the 
Drapers Company, one of his Predeceffors of the Grocers, &c. 
Each Company, or Myftery, hatha Mafter annually chofen 
from among themfelves, and hath other fubordinate Go- 
vernors, called Wardens, or Affiftants: [hefe do exadtly cor- 
refpond to the general Government of the City, by a Lord- 
Mayor and Common-Council, who are feleéted out of thefe. 
feveral Companies ; fo excellent an Harmony there is in that 
Government. 

There are befides 74 other Companies, or Corporations, 


all enjoying large Privileges, by Royal Charters granted un- 
to them, and moft of them fair Halls to meet in. 


Of the Government of the City of WESTMINSTER. 


WHE Government of theCity of WESTMINSTER 
is diflin& from that of Lozdon, tho’ both Cities and their 


‘Liberties are contiguous; for they have neither Mayor, She- 


riff, nor Aldermen: But inftead of a Lard-Mayor, they have 
an High-Steward, who is ufually one of the prime Nobility, 
. The High-Steward of Wefimzinfter is chofen by the Dean and 


_ Chapter, and holds this high Office durante vird. ‘The Nature 


of his Office is not much unlike the Chancellorfhip of an 
Univerfity. | 
The Dean and Chapter here are inyited with Ecclefiaftical 


and Civil Jurifdi@tion, as the Vice-Chancellor is in an Univer- 
fity3 and not only within the City of Wefminjter, but within | 
_ the Precinéts of St. Martins-le Grand, near Cheapfide, London ; - 
_ and in fome Towns of Effex, exempted as well from the Jurif- 


di&ion of the Bifhop of London, as from that of the Arch. 
bifhop of Canterbury. 

The Under-Steward of Wefiminfler is likewife an. Officer of 
reat Note, and inftead of a Sheriff, he holds this honoura- 
le Office durante vita. ~ | 

The High-Bailiff isan Officer of Honour and Profit, named 

by the Dean, and confirmed by the High-Steward 3 he holds 
likewife for Life, 3 
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This City hath two Precinés; in eacha Burges is annually — 
chofen out of the wealrhieft Citizens, by the reft of the Bur- 
gefles, who reprefent Aldermen. ae 

For Ecclefiaftical Caufes, as Probate of Wills, it hath a 
Royal Jurifdidion, under a Commiflary; from whom no 
Appeal muft be, only to the King, in his. High Court of 
Chancery. 

Southwark.] was granted by Letters-Patent of Edward IV. 
to be counted as one of the Wards of London, by the Name of 
Bridge-Ward without, and is governed by one of the 26 Alder 
men of London. *Tis vattly large, rich, and populous ; a 
great Part of it hath been burnt down fome Years fince the- 
creat Fire of London ; but all thofe Ruins are now beautifully 
repaired. ! 

City Mrained-andg.] At the Time of the Happy Re- 
ftauration of King Charles the Second, there were in London 
and Liberties, fix Regiments of Trained. Bands, and fix 
Regiments of Auxiliaries, and one Regiment of Horfe; but 
in cafe of Need, it is certain, that in Lomdon, and within 
the Liberty, there may in few Days be raifed 40,000 Men, 
befides Southwark. One Regiment of Trained-Bands 1500 
Men; the Hamlets of the Tower Two Regiments, in all 
3000 Men; then Holbourn Regiment, and Wefiminfier Regi- 
ment 2000 each; and in cafe of Neceffity they can raife 
20,000 more, ‘ 

artillerp Company. ] Befides thefe Tyained-Bands and 
Auxiliary Men, there is the Artillery Company, which is a Nur- 
fery of Soldiers, and hath been fo above 60 Years. This 
Company confifts of 600 Men. Their Officers are, a Leader, 
two Lieutenants, two Enfigns, two Serjeants, a Provott-Mar- 
fhal three Gentlemen of Arms, ec. They have alfo a Court- 
-Marfhal, confifting of a Prefident and 24 Members of the 
Company. On the fecond Twe/day in February is a general 
Rendezvous every Year. 

Wublick Buildings] in this noble City are very many 
and magnificent, thofe moft efpecially that are confecrated to 
the Worfhip of God: For, befides the Royal Chapels of 
White-Hall and St. ‘James's, that fpacious one of Guild-Hall, 
and many others, there are 135 Parifh-Churches, befides 
Chapels, and new Churches. T’o begin with that celebrated 
Piece of Architeéture, the Cathedral Church of St. Paul; it was 
-firft founded by Segbert, a Saxon King, Anno 610, in a Place, 
faith Mr, Seldez, where had ftood a ‘Temple of Diana. But 
the Commentator on Antonias’s Itinerary, {uppofes our Anti- 
quary not to be in Earneft, when he fays, London was called 
Lhan Dien, i. e. The Temple of Diana. Afterwards it was en- 
larged by Erkenwald, the fourth Bifhop of this See. The 

reateft Part was deftroyed by Fire, 1086, ina general Con- 

japration of almoft the whole City, and rebuilt by Mazuri- 
tis, 
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tins, the 35th Bifhop, but not finifhed ’rill 1221. It was 

690 Foot long, that is zo more than St. Perer’s in Rome. | 
The Nave, or Body, of the Church, 102 Foot high, 130 broad ; 

its Area 3 Acres and a Half; its Tower in the Middle (for it 

was built as other Cathedrals, crofs-wife) 520 Foot high, be- 

fides a: Bow] of Copper gilt, g Foot in Compafs; on which 

was a Crofs 15 Foot anda half high; and on that an Eagle- 

Cock of Copper gilt, 4 Foot long. 

It is now rebuilt with greater Solidity, Magnificence and 
Splendor, by the late moft renowned Architeét, Sir Chriftopher 
Wren. 

The next is that ancient ftately Abby-Church of Weffmin- 
fier, founded before the Norman Conqueft by the pious King 
Edward the Confeffor, and moft richly endowed; afterwards . - 
rebuilt from the Ground by King Henry III. with that rare 
Archite@ure now feen, wherein are the moft magnificent 
Tombs and Monuments of our Kings and Queens, of our 
greateft Nobles and famous Worthies of England. To the 
aft End of which is added a Chapel of King Henry VII, 
which, for the moft admirable artificial Work without and 
within, for a Monument of mafly Brafs, moft curioufly 
wrought, and other Mafter-pieces of Art, is {carce to be 
parallel’d in the World. poke: 

Thefe are the two Mother-Churches of London and Weftmin- _ 
fler ; but it would be endlefs to {peak particularly of all other 
Churches. of great Remark; as Bow-Church in Cheapfide, ” 
whofe coftly ‘Tower, for Solidity, Beauty, and a Ring of 
Bells, is rivaled by none but St. Brides.. ‘The {pacious Church 
of Covent-Garden hath not one Pillar in it befides thofe mag- 
nificent ones of its Portico; the Roof of which being flat 
and plain, is yet fubftantially fupported by myfterious Work- 
manfhip. The Amplitude and Statelinefs of diverfe other 
Churches is very wonderful ; as Chrif?s-Church, St. Andrew’s- 
’ Holbourn, St. Lawrence’s, where there are two’ celebrated 
Weekly Leétures, St. Michael's Cornhil, St. Margaret’s, St. 
Fames's, and St, Anne’s Weftminfter; Ste Brides, where the 
Hofpital, or Spittal-Sermons in Eafter-Week have been com- 
monly held; St. Margaret’s Wefinsnfter, where the Sermons 
are on all folemn Occafions preached before the Honourable 
-Houfe of Commons. [There are many of the newly erected 
50 Churches, which exceed any other Parifh-Churches of Lon- 
don, in the Beauty of their Architecture and Dimenfions. ]

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Palaces and Houfes belonging to the Crown. 


& Y EAR to the Abby-Church of Weftminfter. ftood the Royal 
Palace and ufual Place of Refidence for the Kings of 
ingland, who ordinarily held their Parliament and all their 
Courts of Judicature in their Dwelling-Houfes (as was done at 
Paris by the Kings of France, in the iffe. de Nofire Dame, and 
is at this Day at Madrid by the King of Spain) and many times 
fat themfelves in the faid Courts of Judicature, as they do ftill 
~ fometimes in their Court of Parliament. A great Part of this 
fpacious Palace was in the Time of Henry VI11. deftroyed by 
Fire; what remaineth hath been ftill employed for the Ufe 
of the Lords and Commons affembled in Parliament, for the 
chief Courts of Judicature, and for the King’s Treafury. The 
Great Hall, where the Great Courts of King’s-Bench, Common- 
Pleas, and Chancery are kept, fome fay was built by William 
Rafus; others, by Richard I, or II. which, for all its Dimen- 
fions, 18 not to be equall’d by any Hall in Chriflendom. 1k is, 
including the Walls, juft 300 Foot long, and 100 broad; the 
Height proportionable to its other ample Dimenfions, and the 
Root of Irifh Oak. 
Cottontan Wibgarp.] This Library was placed by Sir Ro- 
bert Cotton in his Houfe at Wefiminfter, where it ftood in the 
Room which is thought to have been Edward the Confeffor’s 
“Oratory, all the while that Cotton-Ho#/e was in the Poffethon 
of that worthy Family, which it was “till very lately, when Sir 
Fohn Cotton (Great Grandfon of Sir Robert) fold the Houfe to 
the late Queen, to be a Repofitory of her Library, along 
with that which formerly belong’d to his Anceftors. After 
which Alienation, the Books were removed into a more con- 
venient Room (the former being very damp) and Cotron-Hou/fe’ 
was wholly fet a-part for the Ufe of the King’s Library- 
‘Keeper, who. has there the Royal and the Cotton Libraries 
immediately under his Eye; of which laft Colle€tion, in its 
Kind the moft. excellent that is in England, | fhall give this 
fhorte Account. [This Library was lately kept in a Houfe at 
Wefiminfter, purchafed by the Crown of the Lord Afbburn- 
ham, where there bappening a Fire in the Year 1735, the Books 
_ were fome of them damaged: It was removed from thence to 
the new Dormitory belonging to Wefiminfter-School, and'‘is 
fince removed to the old Dormitory, where it is to remain "till 
a commodious Room is built afligned for its Reception. ] 

This noble Library confifts wholly of Mazufcripts, and as 
they are now bound up together, are not above a Ihouj/and. 
The Subje& chiefly aimed at by Sir Robert Cotton, was the 
Hiflory of England, whereunto he was naturally inclined, 
and in which he came to be a great Mafter; and confequently 
his Colleétions lean’d principally that Way 5 though he feems 
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to have been ready either to buy or receive any other Curio- 


» fity which had no Relation to his main Defign. 


By a continual Purfuit of this Defign, he gathered together 
a moft prodigious Colleétion; nay, it feemed as if Things 
had fallen out on purpofe to enrich his Library. He lived at 
a Time when there were many noble Books yet remaining in 
Private Hands, which had been taken fronr the Monafleries at 


their Diffolution, and from our Univerfities and Colleges, &c, at 
~ their Vifitation. He lived alfo at a 'Time when diverfe ftudious 


and learned Men died, who made it their chief Bufinefs to 
fcrape up the fhattered Remains of our Monattical Libraries, 


and either by Legacy or Purchafe, he became Matter of all 


which he thought valuable in their Studies. By this Means 
he faved fo many Books, Charters, &c. which had formerly 
been fearched out of Holes and Corners by the famous - 


Fofceline, Noel, Allen, Lambard, Bowyer, Elfing, Camden, 
and very many others: And as his Intent was publickly 


known, fo thofe who fought after his Favour (as well as his. 
Money) knew no better Way of obtaining it, than by bring- 


_ ing unto him fome one or other Piece of Antiquity. 


His Colle@ions being (by many confiderable Acceflions) 
grown very numerous, were confecrated to Pofterity in the 
Place I mentioned before; he having repaired it, and taken 
fufficient Precautions againft Fire, which has hitherto been 
the common Deftreyer of almoft all the celebrated Libraries 
of former Ages. The Books,are not fet out for Oftentation, 
or a pompous Shew, but fo put together as to be of greateft 
Ufe to the Student: And very many Tra&s being bound up in 
one Cover, the Value of his Books encreafed, as he leffened 
the Number of his Volumes. 


I have before faid, That his main Defign was the Hiflory of 


. England; but in Relation to the Whole, his Books may be

7 OR the Security and Defence of this famous City and 
F River, there have been anciently diverfe Fortrefles ; but 
that called the Zower of London hath been eminent above all 
others: It is notonly a Fort, or Citadel, to defend and com-. 
mand both City and River, but a Royal Palace likewife, 
where our Kings, with their Courts, have fometimes lodged ; 
a Royal Arfenal, where are Arms and Ammunition for 60,000 


Soldiers: The Treafury for the Jewels and Ornaments of the 


Englifo Crown, the great Mint for coining of Gold and Silver; 
the great Archive, where are conferved all the ancient Re- 
cords of the Courts of Weflminfler, &c. The chief Prifon for 
the fafe Cuftody of great Perfons that are Criminals in Matters 
of State: In the midft of it, the great white Square Tower 
was built by William the Conqueror.

for which Purpofe he appointed a Mafter, a Sub-Mafter, or 
Uther, and a Chaplain, with large pupsngs for ever.; commit- 
ting the Overfight thereof to the Mafter, Wardens, and Aflift- 
ants of the Mercers in London; for his Father, Henry Collet, 
fome time Lord-Mayor of Landon, was of the Mercers Com- 
pany.

tion, 31 Henry VIII. it was called El/ying-Spittal, from William 
Eijying, Mercer, who founded it 4zz0 1329, 3 Edw. UI. 

"Tis now, and has been fince 6 Car. 1. a Complication of 
both: ’Tis a College for’ the Ufe of all the London Minifters, 
Reétors, Vicars, Le@urers, and Curates, canonically inftituted 
and indu@ed, or that have Licence to preach within the City 
of London, from the Lord Bifhop of that Diocefe, who were 
incorporated by King Charles 1. 1631, under the Name of 74e 
Prefident and Fellows of Sion-College, within the City of London, — 
at the Prayer of Dr. Thomas White, Vicar of St. Dunflan’s in 
the Weft, and one of the Refidentiaries of the Cathedral Church 
of St. Paul. “Tis an Hofpital likewife for ten poor Men, and 
. ten 
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ten poor Women (the fofmer within, the latter’ without the 
Gates of the Houfe) whereof four are to be nominated by the 
City of Brifol, where Dr. White was born; eight by the Mer. 
chant-Taylor’s Company, fix by the Parifh of St. Dun/flan's in 
the Weft, where he was Minifter 49 Years, and two by St. Gre- 
_gory's near St. Paul’s, where he lived above 20 Years, unlefs 
any of his poor Kindred appear, who are always firft to be 
confidered by the Elefiors, the Prefident, two Deans, and four 
Affifiants, who. are annually chofen out of the Reéfors and 
Vicars of London, as Governors of this College and Hofpital, fub- 
jet to the Vifitation of the Lord Bifhop of London.

length it was fo augmented, by the Books belonging to the 
_ Cathedral at St. Paul's, which were carried firft to Camden- 
Houfe, and thenee brought hither 1647, that foon after, xno 
1656, the then Library-Keeper, Mr. Spencer, publifhed a large 
Catalogue of them in Qmarto, under this Title, Catalogus Unis 
verfalis Librorum omnium in Bibliotheca Collegij Sionij apud Lon- ~ 
dinenfes, &c. :

And it being farther certain, that the Growth of Popery 
~ is very much owing to the exorbitant Extent and Compafs of 
Parifhes, whereby the Miffionaries of that Church may keep 
themfelves concealed from the Knowledge of the Miniffer of 
the Parifh, and pervert and feduce feveral of his Flock, with- 
out the leaft Notice taken thereof: The only proper Expedi- 
ent which could be thought upon for redrefling fuch great In-. 
conveniencies and growing Mifchiefs, was to build as many 
New Churches as the Neceflity of the Cafe required ; or at 
-leaft fo many as might alleviate the Evils of which we com- 
plained, and to make them Parochial, with all the neceflary 
Privileges for the regular Adminiftration of the Worlhip of 
the Church of England, under the furifdi@ion of the proper 
Diocefan.

don, do, fromthe 14th of May 1716, to the 2gth of September 
next following, pay two Shillings per Chaldron, or Tun; and ~ 
from and after the 28th of September 1716, to the 28th of Sep- 
tember 1724, three Shillings per Chaldron, or Tun: And that 
the Sums of Money hence collected, be paid into the Exche- 
guer, and appropriated for Building Fifty New Churches of 
Stone and other proper Materials, with Towers or Steeples 
to each of them ; and for purchafing of Sites of Churches 
and Church-Yards, and Burying-Places in, or near the Cities 
of London and Wefiminfter, ox the Suburbs thereof; and for - 
making fuch Chapels, or Churches as were already built, 
and capable thereof, Parifh-Churches; and for purchafing 
Houfes for the Habitations of the Minifters of the faid Parifhes. 
Of thefe Fifty New Churches, One was ordered to be ereéted 
in the Parifh of Eaft-Greenwich in Kent ; ahd Six Thoufand 
Pounds per Annum moreover appropriated towards the finifh- 
ing Greenwich-Ho/pital, and the Chapel thereunto belonging ;

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Now it is reprefented in this A@, That all this wasin Purfu- 
ance of her Majefiy’s Piows and Gracious Intentions to increafe

The four Cenfors of the College have, by their Charters, 
Authority to furvey, corre& and govern all Phyficians, or — 
others, that fhall practife Phyfick in London, or within fe- 
ven Miles of the fame, to fine, amerce, and imprifon any — 
of them, as they fhall fee Caufe. 

The Number of Fellows was only Thirty before the Re-. 
. fauration of King Charles II. But that King confidering the 
Increafe of London fince the firft, Incorporation of the @ol- 
lege by King Henry VIII. thought fit to encreafe the Num- 
ber of Fellows to Forty ; and upon the fame Account, King 
James Il. taking into Confideration the farther yaft En- 
creafe of Buildings of late Years, was pleafed in the new 


Charter to appoint the Number of Fellows to be farther 


_ enlarged, fo asthey fhall not exceed Fourfcore, referving to 
himfelf the Power of placing, or difplacing any Fellows 
for the future. 

Befides the worthy Perfons mentioned in the Lift, there 
are diverfe Phyficians that, have good Praétice in London, 
although they never had any Licence, which is connived at 
by the College, 

And yet by the Law of England, if one who is no Phyfician 
or Surgeon, or not exprefly allowed to pradtife, fhall take 
upon him a Cure, and his Patent die under his Hand, this 
is Felony in the Perfon prefuming fo, to do; but the Re- 

utation which the Di/penfaries have got, will foon put an - 
End to thefe and all other wxfair Pra@itioners.

N OT far from the College of Doétors-Commons. ftood 
the College of Heralds, that is, of fuch as are to be 
Meflengers of War and Peace, that are skilful in Defcents, 
Pedigrees, and Coats of Arms, an ancient Houfe, built by 
Thomas Standley, Earl of Derby, who .marry’d. Margaret,

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with the Crown, he procured the fame to be beftowed by 
Queen Mary on the King’s Heralds and Purfuivants at Arms 
_ for ever, to the end that they and their Succeffors might 
dwell together (if they fo: pleafed) and aflemble; confer, and 
agree for the good Government of their Faculty, and that 
their Records might be there fafely preferved, ec. which is 
now handfomely re-built. . 

They were made a College, or Corporation, by Charter of 
King Richard 111. and by him had feveral Privileges granted 
unto them; as to be free from Subfidies, Tolls; and all trou- 
blefome Offices of the Kingdom. . 

Afterwards another Charter of Privileges was granted unto 
the faid Society by King Edward V1. in the third Year of his 
Reign.

Ciarencieux.] The next is Clarencieux, fo called from the 
Duke of Clarence, to whom he firft belonged; for Lionel, 
third Son to Edward 111. marrying the Daughter and Heir 
of the Earl of Uifer in Ireland, had with her the Honour of — 
Clare in the County of Thummond : Whereupon he was after- 
wards created Duke of Clarence, or the Territory about Clare 3 
which Dukedom efcheating to King Edward 1V. by the 
Death of his Brother George, Duke of Clarence, he made this 
Herald, who properly belonged to that Duke, a King at 
Arms, and named him Clarencieux in French, and Clarencius 
in Latin. His Office is to marfhal and difpofe of the Funerals 
of the lower Nobility; as Baronets, Knights, Efquires, and 
Gentlemen, on the South-fide of the Trent, and therefore 
fometimes called Surroy, or Southroy. [Glowcefter, King of 
Arms, and alfo Bath, King of Arms, inftituted Anno 1726, 
when the Order of the Knights of the Bath was reviv'd.] 

The third King at Arms is Norroy, or Northroy, whofe

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Currsea-Cotiece, of the Royal Hofpital 
for difabled Soldiers. 


A ey Royal Hofpital at Chelfea, in the County of Middle- 
i sex, founded by King Charles the Second, carried on by. 
‘King Yames the Second, and now perfected by the late King 
William and Queen Mary, is feated upon a Piece of Ground 
whereon a Building formerly ftood, which was defigned by 
King James the Firft for a College of Divines, to defend the 
Reformation of the Church of England againft all Oppoferss 
which Ground did efcheat to the King. It is about a Mile 
from. the Suburbs of London, near the famous River of 
Thames, in a mot wholefome Air, upon a rifing gravelly 
Ground, about fixteen Foot higher than the River, from 
whence it is abundantly furnifhed with wholefome Water, 
~ even to the Top of the Fabrick, by a molt ingenious Machine, 
without the Labour of Horfe or Man, lately invented by a 
Shopkeeper of London. 

‘The main Building is a large Square, whereof one Side is 
open to the River, which is about one hundred Paces diftant, 
and where is a moft commodious and magnificent Landing- 
Place: Of the other three Sides, the Front-fide contains the 

Chapel and Hall, both very {pacious and noble Rooms. The 
two other Sides, being four Stories high, are divided into 
Wards or Galleries, two in each Story, containing each 
twenty-fix diftin& Apartments for the Foot-Soldiers. At each 
of the four Corners of this main Building there is a fair Pa- 
vilion, in one whereof is the, Governor’s Lodgings, and 
the Council-Chamber; the other three being fair Lodgings 
for feveral of the Officers of the Houfe, both Civil and Mili- 
‘tary. in the Middle of this great Court is placed, upon a 
Marble Pedeftal, a moit curious brazen Statue of the 
Founder, King Charles the Second, at the Coft and Charge of 
Mr. Toby Ruflatt. 

The Number of ordinary Penfioners is 486, befides the 
Officers of the Houfe, Matrons, Landrefs, Walher-women, 
RFC. 
The Out, or Extraordinary Penfioners, are more numerous, 
and thefe upon Occafion do Duty in the feverai Garrifons, 
from whence Draughts are made for the Army, e7e. 

The Penfioners have all Red Coats, lined with Blue, and 
are provided with all other Cloaths, Linnen and Woollen,

The defigned Brevity of this Treatife will not 
Jet me give a very particular Account of allthe Prifons in and 
about this City. ‘f'wo of the aforefaid Gates, viz. Newgate 
and Ludgate, being ftrongly built, are Prifons, the firft chiefly 
for heinous Maletattors, as Traitors, Murderers, Felons, and 
the like, who are tried at the Sefflions-houfe in’ the Old-Bai-

_ Honson-*G2ioge. | The next Thing remarkable in the City 
of London may be the Bridge; which, for admirable Work-

The Mayor, with the Chief Burgefles in Oxford, and alfo the 
High-Sheriff of Oxfordjhire, every Year, in a folemn Manner, 
take an Oath, given by the Vice-Chancellor, to obferye and 
conferve the Rights, Privileges, and Liberties of the Univer- 
fity of Oxford. . | 
'* And every Year, on St. Scholaflica’s, Day, being the tenth 
Day of February, a certain Number of the principal Burgefles 
publickly and folemnly do pay each one a Penny, in Token 
of their Submiffion to the Orders and Righis of the Univerfity. 
~ The Occafion of which Cuftom and Offering was a bar- 
barous and bloody Outrage committed by the Citizens in the 
Reign of Edward 111. againft the Perfons and Goods of feve- 
ra! innocent Scholars, which drew a great and juft Amerce- 
ment upon the Criminals: The City pretended they were not 
able to pay this Fine, without their utrer Ruin, and did humbly 
pray, and at laft obtained a Mitigation from the Univerfity. 
An annual Payment of an 100 Marks was then accepted: And 
this, by tne farther Favour of the Univerfity, was changed in- 
to a fmall yearly Acknowledgment, wz. That the Mayor, 
and 62 fuch Townfimen as had been fworn that Year to pre- 
fexve the Privileges of the Univerfity, fhould yearly, upon 
Bh 9's : St.

Colleges and Halts.) Anciently in Oxford (as now in 
Leyden, and many other Univerfities beyond the Seas) the 
Students, without any Diftinétion of Habit, lived in Citizens 
Houfes, and had Meeting-Places to hear Leétures and Difputes: 
After that there were diverfe Houfes for Students only, to live 
together in Society (as now in the Inns of Court, and of 
Chancery in London) and thofe Places were called either inns, _ 
from the Saxon, or Hoftels, from the Frezch, and at prefent are 
named Halls, where every Student lived wholly upon his own 
Charge, until diverfe bountiful Patrons of Learning, in their 
great Wifdom, thought bet to fettle for ever, plentiful Re- 
venuesin Lands and Houfes, to maintainin Diet, Cloaths, and 
Books, fuch Students as, by Merit and Worth, fhould from 
Time to Time be chofen, and to fettle large Salaries for Pro- 
feflors to inftru€ them, and fora Head to govern them, accord- 
ing to certain Statutes and Ordinances made by the faid Pa- 
trons, or Founders; and thefe are called Colleges ; whereof 
the firft thus endowed in Europe, were Univerfity, Baliol and 
Merton Colleges in Oxford, and St Peter's in Cambridge, all 
made Colleges in the 13th Century, ‘although Univerfity-Col- 
lege hath been reckoned a Place for Students ever fince the 
Year 87z, by the Royal Bounty of our forefaid Saxon King 
Alfred, and was anciently called Magna Aula Univerfitatis, as 
fince Univerfity-College, where were diverfe Profeflors, and 
al] the Liberal Sciences read. add 3 | 

Of fuch endowed Colleges there are in Oxford Nineteen ; 
and of Halls (where, with the like Difcipline, Students live . 
upon their own Means, only excepting fome certain Exhibi- 
tions, or annual Penfions annexed to fome one or two of 
them) there are Six. [See the Lift of the [aid Colleges and Halls, 
a5 aljo of their Founders and Governors, &c. at the End ‘of this 
Treati/e. | ; 
_ Thefe Colleges have, within their own Walls, Lectures, 
Difputations, all Profeffions and Liberal Sciences read and 
taught ; and in fome of them Leétures for all Comers, and 
jarge Salaries for the Readers; infomuch that they feem fo 

) ate, many 
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many compleat Uniyerfities; and are not inferior to fome in 
our Neighbour Cowwntrrese wii 

The whole Number of Students in Oxford, that live upon 
the Revenues of the Colleges, are about 1000; and of other 
Students about twice as many. 

There were anciently in this Univerfity, before the founding 
of Colleges, 200 Ho/pitia Studioforum, Inns, Hoflels, or Halls 5 
as Richardus Armachanus writes, there were 30,000 Stu- 
dents; and twenty Miles round Oxford were by the Kings. 
of England fet apart for Proyifion of Victuals for this Uni- 
verfity. ( 

- Lhe Ditcipline] of thefe Colleges and Halls is very exact. 
_ Firft, All that intend to take their firft Degree, that of 


Batchelor of Arts, aretotake their Diet and Lodging, and have 
‘a Tutor conftantly in fome College or Hall; then they are to 


perform all-Exercifes, to be fubject to all Statutes, and to the 
Head of the Hovfe. They are never to be feen abroad out of 
their Chambers, much lefs out of their Colleges, without their 
Caps and Gowns; an excellent Order, and no where obferved 
in foreign Parts but in Salamancha, Alcala de Henares, called 
in Latin, Complurum, and the reft of the Univerfities of Spain, 
and in Conimbra and Evorain Portugal, Their Gowns are all 
to be black, only the Sons of the higher Nobility are herein 
indulged, for they may wear rich flowered Silk Gowns, and

Wegzees.] The Degrees taken in the Univerfity are only 
two, of Batchelor and Mafler (for fo they were anciently 
called, as wellin Divinity, Law, and Physick, as in the Arts) 

At prefent the Degrees in thofe three Profeflions are called 
Batchelors and Doéfors, only in the Arts, Batchelors and Mafters. 

Whe At.] Every Year at the AG, or Time of compleating 
the Degree of Mafter, both in the three Profe{fions and Arts

Totake the Degree of Doéfor of Di- 
vinity, the Student muft neceflarily firft have taken the De- 
gree of Maffer of Arts, and then after feven Years more he is 
capable of being Batchelor of Divinity, andthen four Years is 
requifite before the Degree of Dottor can be compleated. 

‘Wortoz of Haw.] To take the Degree of Doétor of Law, 
the more ordinary Way is this: After feven Years ftanding 
in the Univerfity, and the Performance of all Exercifes re~. 
quired, a Perfon is capable of taking the Degree of Batche- 
jor in that Faculty, and then in five Years more of Door 
in the fame. 

Or otherwife, in three Years after taking the Degree of 
Mafter of Arts, he may take the Degree of Batchelor in Law, 
and in four Years more of ZL. Z. D. according to the Method 
and Time limited in taking the Degrees of Batchelor and 
Doftor in Phyfick, 

Wagnificence of PDyfo2d.] The Fir Publick Library in’ 
Oxford was fet up in Durham-Hall (where Trinity-College now 
ftands) by Richard of Bury, or Richard Aungerville, who was 
Lord Treéafurer of England and Bihhop of Durham in the 
Time of King Edward 111, : ; 

About the Year 1367, another Library, built by Thomas Cob- 
ham, Bifhop of Worcefter, upon the old Congregation-Houfe ad- 
joining to St, Mary’s Church, began to be furnifh’d with Desks 
and Books, and was mightily encreafed by the Bounty of the 
Founder, King Henry 1V. all his Sons, and others of the No- 
bles Spiritual and Temporal, ’till about the Year 1480, this 
Library was brought into a new one, which ir pleafed that 
moft Noble Prince, Humphrey Duke of Gloucefer, to ere&t 
upon the Diviniry-School, that he had juft before built for the 
Ufe of the Univerfity, and furnifhed it with thofe Manufcripts 
which he, at any Rates, got out of Foreign Parts (chiefly . 
from Italy) and prefented the Univerfity with, at two Dona- 
tions; the Names of which Books, together with his Letters 
which he fent along with them, are ftill extant in the Archives 
of the Univerfity. This Library was firt opened 4, D. 1480, _ 
but within 80 Years more was utterly deftroy’d by the Com- — 
miflioners who were appointed by Edward VI. to Vific the 
Univerfity, in order to purge it ciean from Pepery, to efta- 

lifh Learning in it, and to encourage Learned Men. 

This was the State of Things when Sir Thomas Bodley con- — 
fidered the Damage which Learning had fuftained, and the © 
great Ufe that a publick: Library would be of to the Students. 
Sir Thomas had all tie Qualities of a Mecenas ; he was an ex- 
cellent Scholar himfelf, a Lover of Learning in others, and. 
Mafter of a very plentiful Eftace. After mature Delibera- — 
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tion, he defired Leave of the Univerfity, to furnifh Duke 
Humphrey’s Library once more with Desks, Seats and Books, 
at his own Cofts and Charges; which being gain’d, he acquit- 
ted himfelf in all Points beyond their Expeation. He pro- 
cur'd Benefa@tions from very many of the Nobility and Gen- 
try, both in Books and Money; he fent over Men on purpofe 
to buy Booksin France, Italy, Spain and Germany , he perfuaded 
his learned Friends to repofe their ancient Manufcripts there, 
asin a Place wherein they would be fafe, at leaft ’till another 
general Revolution. The Library was open’d onthe 8th of 
November, 1602, the Vice-Chancellor, and the whole Univer- 
fity coming thither in their Formalities ; and this Day ftill con- 
tinues to be the Vifitation-Day, when the Curators (who are 
the. Vice-Chancellor, the King’s Profeflors of Divinity, Law 
and Phyjick; of the Hebrew and Greek Tongues, with the two 
Proétors) infpe@& the Library, and call over all the Books. 

Nor was his Care for the future State and Prefervation of it 
lefs than it ought to be: For after the Univerfity had built the 
Publick Schools juft by the Library, up two Stories high, he him- 
felf, ar his own Charge raifed a Gallery all round a Story 
higher, to the Intent that when the New Part of the Library 
fhould be filled with Books, they might go on to furnifh thefe 
Galleries alfo. Befides this, he made an Agreement with the 
Stationers Company in London, to give one Copy to the Libra- 
ry of every Book which they fhould. print from thence-for- 
ward; which Agreement they obferved very well, *till about 
the Year 1640. And, laftly, by his Will, he left a confidera- 
ble Eftate to the Univerfity in Land and Money, for Salaries 
to the Officers, for keeping the Fabrick in Repair, and for 
buying new Books, © But this is now fallen miferably fhort. 

Sir Thomas Bodley died Faxuary 28, 1612, after he had made 
fit Statutes for the Government of the Place, and they had 
‘been confirmed in Convocation, and he declared by the Univer- 

fity to be the Founder of the Library; but with him the Ge- 
nius of the Place did not feem to fall, fince they are now in 
it more than double or treble the Number of Books that 
-were there at his Death. 
- The World has had feveral printed Catalogues of the 
Books in the Bodleian Library. ‘Lhat of the printed Books 
publifhed by Dr. Hyde, was inthe Year 1674: Since which 
Time there have come in fo many Thoufands more, that- a 
new Catalogue was compofed by the learned Dr. Hud/om, 
the Jate Library-keeper. As to the Manufcripts, an Account 
of them alfo was publifhed about ten Years ago: Since 
which Time, the Univerfity has bought all the Manufcripts 
of the deceafed Dr, Edward Barnard, with {uch of his 
printed Books as were fit for the Library. 

Upon the whole, this Library is much larger than that of 
any Univerfity in Europe; nay, it exceeds thofe of all the 
Sovereigns in Eurote, except the Zymperor’s and the French 
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Kine’s, ‘which are both of them older by almoft an hundred 
Years. Thefe, as does the Watican in Rome, the Medicean at 
_ Florence, and Beffarions at Venice, exceed the Bodleian in Greek 
Manulcripts, which yet out-does them in. all Oriextal Manu- 
fcripts: And as for Printed Books, no Italian Library is fo 
celebrated as the 4mbrofian at Milan, though itis mach in- 
‘ferior to the Bodleiam , as is'that likewife at Wolfnbuttel, both 
in Manufcripts and Printed Books, though we fhould even 
allow the Account given of it by Coringius. 

Befides the Bodleian Library, there are fome others vefted 

inthe Univerfity, as the Savitian by the Geometry School, and 
the Ajhmolean by the Mufeum, both which are replenifhed 
with Manufcripts proper to their Plaées. 
"The ftudious Scholar has not only the Benefit of the above- 
mentioned Libraries, but of the Infpection of two large Col- 
lections of Coins, one in the Mufaum, and the other in the 
Galleries of the Bodleian Library, which is the moft confider- 
able, and whereof great Part was given by Archbilhop Laud. 
‘Thefe Galleries are replenifhed with the Pi@ures of the Found- 
ers of the Colleges, and of other Learned Men: And here is 
a great Collection of ancient Infcriptions and Marbles, moft 
of them formerly Part of the Arundelian Colle@tion; the 
reft given fince by Mr. Selden and Sir George Wheeler. 

Burt asif-allthefe Books were not fufficient for the Studious, 
and, in order to keep the Scholars as much within Doors as 
poffible, the“ Univerfity has encouraged Private Libraries,

- whereof every College has one, as alfo fome of the Halls.

Chapels, Halls, large Revenues, admirable Difcipline of fe- 
veral Colleges, excellent Accommodation for young Noble- 
menand Gentlemen, Helps and Allowances for poor Scho- 
Jars, ec. would require another Volume; only of the Phy- 
fick-Garden take this fhort Account. 

Among thefeveral noble Struétures and great Conyeniencies 
‘of Learnthg, wherewith this famous Univerfity is adorned, 
that of the Phyfick-Garden, commodionfly placed by the Ri- 
ver Charwell, claims not the leat Place; Founded, Built, ic 
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. 


the Donation thereof made to the Univerfity in the Year 1632, 
by the munificent Benefaction of Henry D’anvers, Earl of 
Danby, then living at his Houfe at Cornbury; who purcha- — 
fing Five Acres of Ground, South of St. Mary Magdalen’s 
College, erected about the Square thereof moft ftatrely Walls 
and Gates; which Walls are 14. Foot high, of the beft {quared 
and polifh’d Stone, the like not“to be elfewhere feen; and 
one Gate thereof to the Expence of 5 or 6001, Onthe Front 
of which is this Inf{eription to be feen: |

And endow’d the fame with an annual Revenue to Perpetuity, 
for the Maintenance and Keeping of the fame, and its great 
Variety of Plants, whereof it now contains many Thoufands 
for the Ufe and Honour of the Univerfity ; ferving not only 


for Ornament and Delight, and the pleafant Walking and Di- 


verfions of the Academical Students, and all Strangers and 


Travellers, but of great Ufe alfo ; as is eafily found among all 


Perfons defirous to improve their Botanical Inclinations and 
Studies, and for the pleafant Contemplation and Experience 


of Vegetative Philofophy, for which is here fuppofed to be as 


good Convenience asin any Place of Europe (if not the beft) 
as alfo for the Service of all Medicival Practitioners, {upply- 


_ ing the Phyficians, Apothecaries, and who elfe fhall have Oc- 


cafion for Things of that Nature, with what is right and 
true, frefh and good, for the Service and Life of Man. 

The newly ere&ed Mu/fzum in Oxford cannot well be paffed 
over without fome brief Account thereof. « 

The MUS ZUM, a large and ftately Pile of {quared 


‘ Stone, was built at the Charge of the Univerfity, who found 
-fuch: a Building neceflary, in order to the promoting and 


carrying on with greater Eafe and Succefs, feveral Parts of ufe- 
ful and curious Learning, for which it is excellently wel 
contrived and defigned. 

_ It borders upon the Weft-End of the Theatre, having.a very | 
magnificent Portal on that Side, fuftained by Pillars of the Co- 
rinthian Order, with feveral curious Frizes, and other artificial 
Embellifhments; the Front, abdut 60 Foot, is to the Street 
Northward, where is this Infcription over the Entrance in gile 
Characters, Mufaum Ajhmoleanum, Schola Naturalis Hiftoria, Of- 
ficene Chymica, ‘The firft Foundation was laid on the 14th of 
April, 1679, and was happily finifhed on the z2oth of March, 
1683 3at which Time a rich and noble Colle@ion of Curiofities 
was prefented to the Univerfity by that excellent and publick- 
{pirited Gentleman, Elias 4/hmole, Efgi; andthe fame Day there 
depofited, and afterwards digefted, and put into a juft Series 
and Order by the great Care and Diligence of the learned 
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Robert Plot, Doétor of Laws, who, at the worthy Donor’s Res 
queft, was entrufted with the Cuftody of the Mufeum.  ° . 
| The Univerfity of Oxford has alfo been lately adorned with 
very beautiful and magnificent Buildings, among which the 
Ciarendon PBzinting-Boule deferves particularly to be ta- 
ken Notice of, as being a Work far furpaffing any thing of 
that kind in any Part of the World. . , 

This magnificent Stru@ture is fituated parallel to the Schools, 
at the Diftance of an hundred Feet from the North Side, On 
the Weft is the Theatre, and on the Eaf a Palifade running 
from one Building to the other; fo that thefe three Buildings, 
with the Palifade, form a {pacious Court, or Quandrangle, 
which is very handfomely paved. 

The Building contains in Length 11¢ Feet, and in Breadth 
61, befides the fpacious Portico breaking forward in the North 
Front, {upported by four detached Columns, four Feet in Dia- - 
meter, of the Doric Order. Inthe Height of it are two Sto- 
ties above the Cellars, and'a third in the Entablature, which 
runs round the Building, and which is lighted through the Frize 
of the Order. On the Tops of the South-Eaff, and Weft Pied- 
ments, are the Tunnels of all the Chimneys, the Smoak of 
‘which paffes through large hollow Vafes, fo that there is no Ap- 
‘pearance of a Chimney-Stack in all the Building. The Top 
of it is adorned with the Nine Mufes, in very beautiful Fi- 
gures caft in Lead, of extraordinary Weight, and admirable 
Proportion. a : ; 

‘Calliope ftands on the middle Pedeftal, over the Portico, and 
holds in her Right Hand Homer and Virgil, and on her Left 
Arm a Garland of Bays. On the two other Pedeftals on each 
Side of her are placed Clio and Polyhymnia: The former on 
the Eaf, holding Thucydides, and the latter aScrowl in her 


~ Hand, on which is written Suadere. On the-right Side of the 


Sourh Piedment ftands Euterpe playing on the Pipe; and onthe 
left Terpjichore on the Lute. Urania and Erato are fixed one 
on the South-Eaff, and the other on the North-Eaft Corner, 
Urania looks upwards with a Coronet of Stars on her Head, 
and holds a Globe inone Hand, anda Pair of Compaffes in 
the other: Erato has in one Hand an Harp, and reaches the 
other down to Cupid, who is placed by her Side. On the 
North and South-Weff Corners ftand the: Figures of Thalia and 
Melpomene: The firft is put in a comick Pofture with ama- 
_ jeftic Countenance, and holds in her Right Hand a Sword. 

The principal Entrance to this Building is under the Portico 
_before-mentioned, to which you afcend by eight Steps, and 
pafs thro” an Iron Gate of admirable Work, opening into a. 
‘handfome Vault, or Arch, of the Depth of the Building, which 
leads into the paved Court, and in a direét Line into the En- 
trance of the Schools.

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‘This Vault divides the Building into two equal Parts; that 
on the Haff Side is wholly appropriated to the Printing of Bi- 
bles and Common-Prayer-Books of-all Sorts, and the other to 
the Printing of Books in the learned Languages; from whence 
the World is fupplied with fuch curious Editions of all Sorts of 
Authors, as for Neatnefs and Exaétnefs are not out-done by 
any Prefs in Europe. | 3 

The Room on the South Side, next to the Theatre, is re- 
ferved to the Delegates, for the DireGion of Bufinefs, and is 
curioufly wainfcoted with the beft Flanders-Oak, richly beauti- 

fied with fluted Pilafters, and other proper Ornaments of the 
Corinthian Order, Over the Chimney. hangs an excellent Pic- 
ture of Queen Anne, at full Length, done after an Original 
_ Painting of Sir Godfrey Kneller’s. It was given tothisRoomb 
George Clark, Efq; Do@or of Laws, and Fellow of All-Souls- 
College; to whofe Skill in Archite@ure is owing much of the 
Beauty of this admirable Building. On the Floor over the Vault, 
_ are two Rooms, one of which is an Office for the Letter-Foun- 
der, furnifhed with Furnaces, Punchions, Matrices, Moulds, ” 
_ and all otherMaterials {uited to that ingenious Art; the other 
with Rolling-Preffes for Printing the Oxford-Almanacks, and 
other Sculptures proper for the Ornament of Books. 

The Court is enclofed from each Side of the Portico by a 
_ Pallifade of Iron, with large Pedeftals at proper Diflances and. 
Difpofitions,' ; 

The firft Stone of this Noble Pile was laid on the 6th of 
© February, 1711, being the Birth-Day of her late Majefty of 
Pious Memory ; and on the gth of Fuly, 1713, the Haft-Side of 
the Printing-houfe was opened by Printing the Propofals for 
that Magnificent and Curious Bible, which has been fince pub- 
lifhed.. Avery fmafl Number of this Edition were printed on 
fine Vellom, one of which, very richly bound, was prefented 
to the late King, another to the Prince, a third to the Univere 
fity, ‘and one of the Imperial Paper to the Princefs, by Fohn 
Basvet, Efq; Printer to his Majefty, and to the Univerfity.

At Ch2itt-Church,] One of the Squares, call’d Peckwater- 
Quadrangle, being old and ruinous, was taken down, and 
is now rebuilt after a moft ample and elegant Manner. The 
Area of this Quadrangle is 144 Foot from Laff to Wet, 164. Foot . 
from North to South. 3 

The three Sides, North, Eaff, and Wef?, are conjoined, and | 
are already finifh’d, and inhabired; the Height of the firft 
“Story, which is Ruftick, isthe Vafement; the Second upper 
Stories are contained in the Height of the Jonick Order, the . 
Columns and Pilafters being two Foot fix Inches Diameter, 
with an Entablature and Baluftrade. 
~The South-fide, being detach’d from the Ends of the Ea/ 
and Weft 20 Foot, isdefigned for the Canons Library, with 
Corinthian Columns of four Foot and one Inch Diameter, and 
in Height forty-one Foot. On the lower Part, between the 
Corinthian Columns is a Doric Arcade, confifting of feven 
Arches, each eight Foot and four Inches broad, with an Af- ~ 
cent of four Steps from the rea into that Arcade, which is 
feventeen Foot broad, and of the fame Height; to which 
Height this fourth Side of the Quadrangle is now advanced, 
and the whole Dorie Entablature finifhed, . 

The whole Square was defigned by the Reverend Dr. Henry 
Aldrich, \ate Dean of this Church, and is efteemed a regular 
and compleat Piece of Architecture by all who have feen it, 
Natives and Foreigners. Ce 

The firft and principal Benefa&tor to this Building was 
Dr. Anthony Ratcliff, formerly Student, and afterward Canon 
of this College; who by his laft Willand Teftament gave for 
this Ufe near 3cool. Sir Edward Hannes, Kt. formerly Stu-- 
dent of this Houfe, and Phyfician to her late Majefty Queen 
Anne, gave for the fame Ufe a Legacy of 10007. The Right 
Honourable Charles Lord Somerfet, Brother to the late Duke 
of Beaufort, gave a Legacy of sool. ames Narborough, Efq; 
Brother to Sir Yohn Narborough, a Legacy of the fame Value. 
The Reverend Dr. South, late Canon of this College, and 
Prebendary of Weftminjler, gave alfo, for the carrying on of 
this Building, a Legacy of 500 J. befides 100 1. which he hadin 
his Life-time given to this Ufe, and other Legacies to this 
College for other pious Purpofes. é ep 

Befides the Donations which have been mentioned, there 
have been many other confiderable Sums contributed by the 
Dean and Canons, by feveral of the Students, and by many 
of the Nobility and Gentry, Bifhops and Clergy, who have 
had their Education in this Houfes and even fome, who have 
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not been Members of it, have been fo much ‘taken with the 
Beauty of this Building, as to forward it by their generous 
Benefadtions. A perfe& Lift of thefe feveral Donations will - 
be fairly engroffed in a Book of Vellom, and repofited in the 
Library, when built, for perpetuating the Memory of the 
Benefactors, 


To Mil-Souls-College, with the Legacy paid by the Ex- 
ecutor of General Chrifopher Codrington, mentioned p- 2795 
_ there is added a moft magnificent Library. 

Againft the Entrance, in a Nich, is the Statue of the noble 
Benefactor, juft over the Foundation-Stone. Under the Statue 
is an infcription, reciting his Kindnefs and Generofity to the 
College, and his other perfonal Virtues, which he, as it were, . 
forbid to be mentioned on a Monument, 

The Library isin Length, within the Walls, two hundred

The Benefaétor’s Body having been pompoufly buried 
before in Barbados, was yet according to his Will brought 
over, and depofited in the College-Chapel on Fuze the zoth: 
1616. It was received with great Refpeé at the College Gates 
by all the Society, together with the Executor, and the Ge- 
neral’s neareft Relations; and at laying it into the Vault, a 
Latin Speech was made by Mr. Cores, Univerfity Orator (at 
that Time one of the Fellows) which is fince printed, with 
that of Mr, Young, fpoken the next Day. On which Day the 
firft Stone of the Library was laid with great Ceremony by 
_ the Executor, in the Prefence of the fame Perfons 3; Mr. Pice- 
- Chancellor, the Lord. Bifhop of Briffol, and feyeral other emi- 
nent Members of the Univerfity being inyited to the Solem; 
nity by the Warden and Fellows. 
On the Black Marble-Stone, lying on the Body, is cut

This Library contains about 14000 Books 
in all: Amongft thefe may be reckoned the ancient Monw- - 
ments of the Church of the Waldenfes, or Vaudois, brought by 
Sir. Samuel Moreland from Piedmont, and given here; as alfo 
that moft ancient Copy of the Four Go/pels and the Atts, taken 
out of the Monaftery. of St. Irenaeus at Lyons, A. D. 1562, and: 
prefented to this Univerfity by Theodore Bexa, A. D. 158r. 
‘This Book is written in Greek and Latin, not long after the 
Mlexandvian Manufcript in his Majefty’s Library ; and though | 
it differs in fome Places from the newer Copies, it is faid to: 
agree very well with Jrezeus and other ancient Fathers. » 

[King George I. added to thefe avery valuable ColleGion of 
Books and Manufcripts, confifting of thirty thoufand Volumes 
and upwards ; which he purchafed of the Executors of the Right 
Reverend Dr. More, late Bifhop of Ely, for the Sum of Six’ 
Thoufand Guineas, and madea Prefent of them to this Univer- 
fity.The fame King, in the Year.1724, founded a Profeflorfhip 
of Modern Hiftory and Languages inthis Univerfity, and ano-

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ther at Oxford, affigning to each of the Profeflors a Salary of 
4001, per Annum, either of the faid Profeffors being obliged

in both of which the French Tongue is generally retained. 

Flerfey.] Ferfey, the biggeft cf the two, though not above | 
40 Miles in Circumference, is a moft fertile Soil, producing — 
all Kinds of Grain, and feveral Sorts of good Fruit, efpecially _ 
Apples, of which they make great Quantities’ of Syder: °Tis 
well ftock’d with Cattle, particularly Sheep, furnifhing the In- 
habitants with great Store of fine Wool, which employs mot 
of the Poor in making Stockings, which in Time of Peace 
were chiefly fent over into France, their neareft Market. This 
is one: of the prettieft Mlands under the Prote@ion of the . 
King of Great-Britain;. but for a long and particular Defcrip- 
tion of it, fee Mr. Faller’s late admirable ! Account of this 
Ifland. 

Civil Govkernment:| For the Civil Government of this 
Ifland, the principal Magiftrate is the Bailiff, who is of Royal 
Nomination; and with Twelve Jurors,’ chofen by the People, 
adminifters Juftice, and determines all Caufes within the fame, 
Treafon only excepted. ta est may be brought before the 
Council-Board in Matters of Ciyil.

married to Gathelus, Son of Cecrops, 


Scotland were at firft only proper to thofe People who iin 
their own Language call themfelves A/banians ftill; fuch as 
the Scoto-Brigantes mention’d by Seneca, and Scoto-deni by Ptolo- 
my, which (by a Corruption ufual in MSS, where the Initial 
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Letters of Sentences were left out at firft;.and never filled up, 
afterwards) is now read Ostodeni, who call’d their Country 
Albin, which Name is retained to this Day for that Part of 
Scotland which is. called Braid-Albin. Thefe Scots were firk. 
planted in Ireland, which from them was called Scotia, Scot- 
land, as Orofius and Claudian acquaint us, and as the Scotifh 
Annals manifeft; for there were no Settlements of Scots in 
Britain antecedent to their Settlements in Ireland, from whence 
they made frequent Incurfions; but they do not feem to have 
been thoroughly fixed there ’till after the Decay of the Roman 
Empire, when the Saxons had conquer’d the Southern Part of 
Britain, which they call’d England. The firft Habitations of | 
thefe Scots were amongft the Piéts; but not being able to 
continue there, they returned home again into Ireland: But 
they did not ftay there very long; for the Saxons having be- 
gun with the Britaims, and made fonte Progrefs in conquer- 
ing the Southern Parts, were refolved to pufh on towards the 
North; and there came a frefh Body of them out of Ger- 
“many in {mall Weflels, which they call’d Ceolas, or Kee/s, over 
‘Edinburgh Frith, and poffefs’d themfelves of a good Part of 
the Low-Lands of Scotlagd, as far as the Confines of the Piéis, 
Thefe. compofed that Part of the Kingdom of the Northum- 
brians, which was then called Bernicia; which putting the Piéts 
into apparent Danger, they invited over from Ireland a Colo- 
ny of the Scots, with whom they had a League for many 
Ages, to their Affiftance; who accordingly came again into 
Britain, about the Year 503, under the Conduct of Fergus, 
the Son of Erc, who was the firft of his Race that reigned in 
Scotland, and erected his Kingdom in Dalrieda (the Inhabi-- 
tants of which Bede calls Dalreudini) which, as Archbifhop 
Ujher conjectures, contained Cantire, Knapdale, Lorn, Argyle, 
and Braid- Albin, with fome of the neighbouring Iflands, This 
Country they held a long time very peaceably ; ’till differing 
with the Pzéts about the Year 850, they conquered all in their 
Poffeffion on the North of Graham's Dyke; and about the Year 
“goo, got the reft of that Country, and totally fubdued the Old 
Extraprovincial Britains, or Pitts, who’ till then were Sovereigns 
‘of a good Part of the Ifland; fo that now a great People in 
Britain, being call’d by the fame Name that thofe were in dre. 
land, to diftinguifh the one from the other, thefe being called 
Scots, thofe in Ireland were call’d the frifh Scotch, or Irifh, with- 
out-any Addition: And the Ifland where they inhabited, being 
fufficiently known by the ancient Name of Ferne, Erin, or Ire-- 
land, its Inhabitants began to lofe the Name of Scots, by which

1, Shire of Aberdeen, 


So call’d from the Chief Burgh in it, contains the Countries 
of Marre, Fourmanteen, Garioch, Strathbogie, and that Part of 
Buchan which lies South to the Water of Eugie. It is about 

46 Miles long, and 28 broad. Here they find a fpotted Sorr 
of Marble and much Slate, and in the Waters are taken an ih- 
eredible Number of Salmons, to the great Advantage of the 
Country, befides abundance of Pearis, fome very big and of 
a fine Colour. They have Deer in great Abundance, and 
/Eagles make their Nefts upon the Rocks of Pennan. The 
_ thief Cities are Old and New Aberdeen, which are are about a 
Mile afiunder. New Aberdeen is the Capital, or Head Burgh, 
of the Sheriffdoms of Aberdeen, where Caufes are try’d, and 
exceeds all the Cities of the North of Scotland in Bignefs, 
Commerce, and Beauty; the Air is wholefome, and the In- 
habitants well educated. The Houfes are generally four Sto- 
ies high ; and having Orchards behind them, make the City 
at a Diftance appear like a Wood. There is alfo a Free- 
School-Houfe, founded by Dr. Dune, having one Mafter and 
three Ufhers: A Mufick-School], an Alms-Houfe, and three | 
Hofpitals, founded by feveral Perfons.. This Town had for- 
merly a Mint, as appears by Silver Coins ftamp’d there, upoa 
the Reverfe whereot the Name of this Town was infcribed, 
which are ftill preferved in the Clofets of the Curious. At 
the Weft-End of the City is a little round Hill, where breaks 
‘out a Fountain of clear Water; and in the Middle another 
Spring bubbles up, called the Aberdexian Spaw, coming neat 
the Spaw-water in the Bifhoprick of Liege both in Tafte and 
Quality Befides Aberdeen, Kintor is a Burgh-Royal upon the 
Don, which gives Title to the Earl of Kintor: And inverurie, 
the Title of this Earl’s eldeft Son, ereéted into a Burgh-Royal .

both Winter and Summer. The Country generally produces 
good Store of Corn and Grafs; is very populous, and the — 
_Anhabitants are exceeding induftrious. Between the Town _ 
and the Sea, Cromwell built a Citadel, which was well forti- — 
fied with a Foffe and a Stone Wall; it was demolifh’d at the 
Reftoration, and now only fome Houfes are ftanding, and | 
fome Angles of the Ramparts. By the King’s Patent, Aire 
is the Sheriff's Seat, and has a Country of 32 Miles Extent 
under its Jurifdi@ion, This Country contains the three great 
Bailleries of Scotland, Carrick, Kyle, and Cunningham.

In this 
fmall Tra& there are feveral notable Towns. Lauder, a Royal 
Bureli and Seat of the Commiffariot. Greenlow, a Burgh of 
Regality, and chief Burgh of the Shire, belonging to the Earl 
of Marchmont. Cockburn-Path, a Pokt-Stage belonging to Sir 
James Hall of Dunglafs. Coldfiream-Vown, once a Monaftery, 
now belonging to the Earl of Hume and Haddington. Dunce, a 
Burgh of Barony, the beft Market for Cattle in all Scotland, 
Aymouth, a famous Sea-port Town, and more famous for bes 
ing the firft Title of the Duke of Marlborough. Coldington, 
once a famous Nunnery, and afterwards a Priory.

ftands the Cattle of Rothefay, which gives the Title of Duke 
_ to the eldeft Son of the King of Scotland, who is born Prince 

‘of Scotland, Duke of Rothefay, and High-Steward of scotland, 
ever fince King Robert 111. invefted his eldeft Son David 
with that Tide, who was the firft in Scotland that was honour- 
-ed with the Stile of Duke. Both thefe Iflands are tolerably 
fertile, and their Produce is of the fame Nature with that of 
the other Weffern Iflands. Stuart Earl of Bute is the chief 
Proprietor and-Heritable Coroner of that Ifland; Roja is ‘his 
Seat. Callantine has another Seat at Keames, and Stuart of 
Afcog another. Near Bute are two {mall Iflands, called Great 
and Little Cumbrays, the Property of the Earl of Gla/gow. 
Arran is bigger than Bute, 24 Miles from South to North 
and feven Miles from Eaft to Weft.

Wumilreisthire comprehends Annandale and Nidifdale, and 
takes its Name from Damfreis the chief Burgh in the Coun- 
try: It’s bounded on the Weft with Galloway and Kyle; on 
the Eaft with Solway Frith and the Merches of Scosland and 
Eagland; on the North with Part of Clidifdale, Tweedale, and 
Feviotdales and on the South with she Trio Sea. From Welt 
to South ’tis about 50 Miles long, and in Breadth about Shs 
The Inhabitants are a ftout warlike People; and before 
the Kingdoms were united, they were look’d upon as the 
Bulwark of the Kingdom. The Soil is generally not fo good 
_ for Corn as Pafturage; fo that they deal moftly in Cows and 
Sheep, which turn to confiderable Profit. Annandale runs - 
in a ftreight Line from Weft to Eaft. Lochmaban, a Royal 
Burgh in it, is ficuate upon the South-fide of the River Annan, 
in the Middle of the Country; near the Source of which River 
is Moffat, famous for its Medicinal Well. _Anzandale is a 
Stuarty within the Sheriffdom of Dumfreis, of which the 
Marquifs of Axzandale is Hereditary Steward. Between An- 
nandale and Eskdale is Wachopdale, much of the fame Nature 
as the former. The moft ancient Monument thereabouts is in 
St. Ruth’s Church. Near this Place the People have a Way of 
making Salt of Sea-Sand, -and the Salt is fomewhat bitterifh, 
which probably proceeds from the Nitre contain’d in it, An- 
other Branch of. Dumfreisfhire is Nidifdale, encompafs’d with 
a Ridge of Hills on all Sides; it’s divided into the Overward, 
containing the Parifhes in the Presbytery of Penpont; and 
the Neathward, containing thofe in the Presbytery of Dum- . 
freis. Here is Drumlanrig, a Seat of the Duke of Queensbury’s, 
which is very magnificent, and adorned with ftately Avenues, 
Gardens, and Terras-Walks. The Streets in Dumfreis are 
large, and the Church and Caftle very ftately. The Tide 
flowing up to the Town, makes a Harbour for the Conyeni- 
ency of Trade; here is alfo an Exchange for the Merchants, 
The Duke of Queensbury is Hereditary Sheviff of this Country.

21. Shire of Linlithgow, or Wlelothian, 

Takes its Name from Linlithgow, the Head Burgh, and has 
on the North the Forth; is divided from Midlothian towards 
the South and Eaff by the Rivers Almond and Breithwater : 
Towards the North-Weft it meets with Part of Sterling fhire 5 
and to the Weft with Part of Clydefdale. It is in Length 14. 
Miles, and in Breadth about Nine. It affords great Plenty 
of Coal, Lime-ftone, and white Salt; and in: the Reign of 
King James VI. a Silver Mine was found there, out of 
which a great Quantity of Silver was extraéted. The Town 
of Linlithgow is a Royal Burgh well built, and accommodated - 
with Fountains that fupply the Inhabitants with Water, and 
with a ftately Town-Houfe for the Meeting of the Gentry 
and Citizens: But its greateft Ornament is the King’s Houfe,- 
which ftands upon a rifing Ground, that runs almoft into 
the Middle of the Lough, and looks like an Amphitheatre, 
with fomething like Terrace-Walks, and a Defcent from 
them; but upon the Top, where the Caftle ftands, it is a 
Plain. The Court has Appartments like Towers upon : the. 
. four Corners, and in the midft of it is a ftately Fountain, | 
adorned with feveral curious Statues, the Water whereof 
rifes to a-good Height. The Leviftones, Earls of this Place, 
are Hereditary Keepers of the Caftle, Hereditary Bailiffs of 
the King’s Bailiffry, and Hereditary Conftables of the King’s 
Cattle of “Blackne/s. Near the. Palace, upon a Level with it, 
ftands the Church, a curious Building of fine Stone. Tor- 
phichen, which lies South of Linlithgow, was once the Refi- 
“dence of the Knights of Malta, but now gives the Title of 
Lord to. the Chief of the Name of Sandilands. Near the 
Kipps, South from. Linlithgow, there is an ancient Altar of 
great unpolifhed Stones (commonly called Arthur’s Oven, 
and thought by the Learned to be the Temple of Terminus, 
built by the Rozzans) leaning on one another in fuch a Man- 
ner, that they mutually fupport, and are fupported by each 
other. Near this Altar are feveral great Stones, fet in a 
Circle; and upon two adjacent Hills are Remains of old 
Camps, with great Heaps of Stones and ancient Graves. 
Hereabouts is alfo Leving/ton, the ancient Seat of the Lord 
Leving fion, and now of Sir Fames Cunningham, Bart. Some 
Miles alfo to the Weft of Queen’s-Ferry, on the Sea-Coatft, is 
Abercorn-Caftle, near which Place, as Bede tellsus, the Ro- 
man Wall began: One may trace it along toward Cariddens

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where a figured Stone is to be feen, and fome ancient Medals 
were found, , About a Mile South of Caridden, there is a Vil- 
Jage which ftill keeps the Remains of the Old Wall, and is 
called from it Wall-Town, From the Name of the artificial 
Mount caft up there, one would believe it to be the very Place 
which Bede calls Penwall-Town.

Mr. Martin obferves, that before 
him they never had been defcrib’d by any Man that was a 
Native of the Country, or had been in all of them. But 
his Care and Pains has remov'd that Defeét, and we now by 


his Means know as much of them as of any other Part of 


his Majefty’s Dominions, From him therefore I fhall bor- 
row what I have to fay of them, and fhall keep to his Me- 
thod inthe naming of them, beginning firft with thofe that 
lie moft Notherly, and fo coming down to the South. _ 

I, Lewis, by the Ifianders called The Long Ifland, is100 Miles 


‘ Jong from N. to S. and from 3 to 14 broad from E. to W. 


It belongs to the Shire of Re/s, and was once in the Diocefe 
of the ifes. It does not all go by one Name. The Nor- 
thers Party which keeps the Name of Lewis, is but 36 Miles 
Jong, and 10, in fome Places 12, Miles broad; it reaches 
from the North of Bowlinghead to the South of Haffine/s; 
the Soil generally fandy, and fruitful in Barley, Oats and 


- Rye; it bears alfo Flax and Hemp: With their Oats diftilled 


the Natives make U/quebaugh, which by frequent Diftillations 
becomes exceffively ftrong. There are many conyenient 
Harbours in the Ifland, which abound with Cod, Ling, Her- 
ring, and a great Variety of Oyfters, Cockles, Mufcles, 
Limpets, and other forts of Shell-Fifh.

H1S Colleéion of Iflands in our Tongue is called the 
Ifles of Orkvey, and by the Latias, both ancient and 
modern, Orcades, They lie in Longitude 22d. ttm. Lati- 
tude sod. 2m. The longeft Day is 18 Hours, and fome odd

Faira, Wefira,) Papa Wefira ; the reft of the Iflands are called 
Halms (Holm in the old Norwegian fignifying an Ifland) and 
are only for Pafture ; all of them being feparated one from 
another by fome narrow Straights. The People in thefe 
Iflands are generally Civil, Sagacious, Circum{pea, Pioufly 
inclined, and given to Hofpitality. The Women in. thefe 
‘Iflands are very handfome, and bring forth Children at'a 
Very great Age. One Margery Bimbiffer, in the Parifh of Evie, 
was, in the Year 1683, brought to Bed of a Male Child in 
the 63d Year of her Age. By reafon of the Temperance of 
their Diet, and Wholfomenefs of the Air, the People ufually 
live very long. Their Difeafes are the Scurvy, Agues, Con= 
_ fumptions, &c. All {peak Englifh after the Scots Way, with 
as good an Accent as any in the Kingdom ; only fome of the 
common People {peak a Language among themfelves, which 
they call Norws, i. e. Norrena, or the Norwegian ‘Tongue, 
which they learnt from their firft Planters the Norwegians, 
‘who peopled thefe Iflands about the Time that they made 
‘their other Settlements in Great-Britain and Ireland ; that is, 
the old Dazifh Tongue, which is ftill fpoken in great Per- 
fection in I/eland, and was fpoken by the Dames that invaded 
| Britain in the gth, roth, and 11th Centuries. Their Corn- 
Land is every where enclofed, and without thefe Enclofures, 
their Sheep and Swine, and moft of their Cattle 20 loofe, 
without a Herdfman to keep them. The only remarkable 
Town in all this County is Kirkwall, a Royal Borough long 
poffefs’d by the Norwegians : Itis built upon a.pleafant Oy/, 
or Inlet of the Sea, near the Middle of the main Land. 
Its Streets are narrow: It is about.a Mile in Length, ‘havy- 
Ing a very fafe Harbour and Road for Ships. Here is the 
‘Seat of Fuftice : The Steward, Sheriff, and Commiflary, do 
all keep their feveral Courts in this Place. Here is a publick 
School for the teaching of Grammar, endowed with a com- 
“petent Salary; and at the North-End of the Town is a Fort 
buile by the Exglifh during Cromwell's Ufurpation, ditch’d as 
bout with a Breaft-work, and other Fortifications; on which © 
they have fome Cannon planted for the Defence of the Hat- 
bour. This Town had been ereéted into a free Borough in the 
Time of the Norwegians: And, Anno 1486, King Fames the 
Third gaye them a Charter of Privileges, which was can- 
firmed by King Charles the Second, Anno 1662, and by the 
Parliament at Edixburgh 1670, The Cathedral Church dedi- 
cated to St. Magnus, a Danifh Saint, ftands in Kirkwall ; it 
was founded by Rolland, Earl of Orkwey , but ic has been en- 
Jarged by fome of the pious Bifhops of that See. It isa 
beautifal and ftately Stru@ure, longer than that of Giles’s at 
Edinburgh. The Steeple is very high, and has aSet of as tu- 
ea tir : ¥ 2 nable 
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nable Bells as any Cathedral of the Kingdom. Befides a Ca-_ 
thedral, there are 3¢ Charches more in this Country, and — 
above 100 ancient Chapels. The Chrifian Faith was greatly 
promoted in this Country about the Beginning of the 5th 
Century, Eugenius 11. being then King of Scotland, at which 
Time Palladius was fent by Pope Celeffin to convert that 
Kingdom. 

The firft Planters and Poffeffors of this Country were the 
Piéts, as the Generality of our Hiftorians affirm, who call Ork- — 
ney, Antiquum Piltorum Regnum: And thefe Verfes of the 
Poet Claudian, ma 


4 
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Orcades ; incaluit Pitterum Sanguine Thule, 
do evidently fhew, thatthe Piéfs at that Time were the Pof- — 
feffors and Inhabitants of thefe Northern Iflands. ‘ ‘ 
This Country was anciently govern’d by Kings, after the 
Manner of the Piéfs, and other Nations; but by the Injury of © 
Time, and Carelefnefs of Writers, only two of them are men-_ 
tion’d : One was Belus King of Orkney, whom Heling fhead_ 
calls Bladus, and Boerhius, Balas. The other King of Orkney — 
was called Ganus; -he reigned in the Time of Caraétacus, - 
King of the Britons. Thefe Iflands continued, in all proba- 
bility, under the Government of their own Princes ’till the 
utter Subverfion of that Kingdom, 4. D. 839, when Ken- 
meth 11. that Martial King of Scors, fubdued thefe Ifles, and 
added them to his other Dominions. But in the Year togg, | 
the Norwegians poffeffed themfelves of this Country, and 
held it 164 Years; and then King Magnus of Norway fold it 
all again to King Alexander of Scotland, tor 4000 Marks 
Sterling, and 100 Marks a Year. Orkney being thus recover’d 
from the Danes and Norwegiazs, it continued ever after an- 
nexed to the Crown of Scotland, King Alexander giving the 
Property of it to a Nobleman, firnamed Speir, Easl of Caith- 
nefs, whofe Son, Magnus Steir, Earl of Caithne/s, Orkney and 
_ Schetland, was in great Repute in the Days of King Robert 
Bruce: but he dying without Heirs Male, his Daughter Eliza- 
beth Speir fucceeding him in the Fftate, was marry’d to Sit 
William Sinclair, who was fucceeded by his Son Robert Sinclair, 
who being forefaulted for Non-compearence to the Parlia~ 
ment, the Earldom of Orkney and Lordthip of Schetland was 
again annexed to the Crown, and fo continued “till the Reign’ 
of Queen Mary, who conferred it upon ames Hepburne, Earl 
of Bothwell; and in order to make him her Husband, crea 
ted him Duke of Orkney; but he dying as bafely as he lived, 
after ten Years Imprifonment in Denmark, the Lord Robert 
Stuart, Natural Son of King James V. was made Earl-of 
Orkney, in Auguf? 15813 and he being beheaded, and his Son 
7 » hanged, 
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hanged, Orkney had feveral Governors "till the Year 1647 at 
which Time William Douglas, Earl of Moreton, procured a Wad- 
fet, or Mortgage of this Country from King Charles 1. To him 
fucceeded hisSon Robert Douglas, Earl of Moreton, .4nno 1649, 
who was fucceeded by his Son Robert, from whom Orkney and 
Schetland being redeemed, 1669, were all re-annexed to the 
Crown, except the Bifhop’s Intereft. But the faid Country, by 
the Union-Parliament, was diffolved from the Crown, and her 
late Majefty thereupon granted the fame to the then Earl of 
Moreton, for Payment of the yearly Sum of soo/, and appointed 
him» Stewart and Jufticier within the Bounds thereof. Under 
the Srewarts are fome Judges of his Creation and Appointment, 
called Bailiffs : In every Parifh and Ifle there is one. ‘Their 
Office is to overfee the Manners of the Inhabitants; to hold 
» Courts, and to determine in Civil Matters, to the Value 
of 101. Scots (165, 8d. Englifh) ; but if the Matter be above, it 
is referred to the Stewart, or his Deputy. Under and {ubfer- 
vient to thofe Bailiffs, are fix or feven of the moft honeft and 
‘intelligent Perfons within the Parifh,call’d Lawrightmen. Thefe, 
in their refpective Bounds, have the Overfight of the People, in 
» manner of .Conftables, and they inform the Bailiffs of fuch 
Enormities as occafionally happen, which the Bailiffs punith 
according to the Importance and Circumftances of the Fault ; ~ 
and if it be above his Limits, or the Extent of his Power, he 
fends the Delinquent to the Seat of Fu/tice, which is held by the 
“Stewart, or his Deputy. . Thefe Lawrightmen have a Privilege 
inherent to their Office, by the Cuftom of the Country, which 
is not ufual elfewhere ; which is, if there be any Sufpicion of 
_ Theft, they take fome of their Neighbours with them, during 
_ the Silence of the Night, and make Search for the Theft, which 
is called Ranfacking, from Ran/faka, which is to make Enquiry, 
inthe ancient Danif>; They fearch every Houfe they come to; 
and if the Theft be found, they feize him upon whom it is 
found, and bring him to the Seat of Fuffice. 


The Tfes of Schetland., 


HE Ifles of Schetland being Part of the Stewartry of 

i Orkney, are governed either by the Stewart or his Dee 
puty. ‘They are placed by Prolemy in the 63d Degree from 
the Equino@ial, berween Scotland and Norway. The neareft 
Part of the’ Ifles-of Schetland, is about 80 Miles from Ork- 
ney, and the Sea between them is very turbulent and ftormy. 

_ Thofe that are properly called Ifles, are in Number about 
46, with 10 Holmes and 30 Rocks; all which are ranked 
under the general Name of Scherland, though each of them 
has its particular Name. About 26 of them only are inha- 
bited ; others, though large enough, are only made ufe of to 
feed Cattle. Many of the Gentry of the Country have a i 
eo.3 rom 
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_from Scotland and fettled here ; but the common People, that ~ 


are Natives, are defcended from the Norwegians, and {peak a 
corrupt Diale& of the Norwegian Tongue. ‘They are generally 


healty, commonly living to five, fix, or fevenfcore Yeats of - 


Age. There are many Obelisks ftill ftanding, and many old 
‘Fabricks, which are faid to have been built by the Pitts: 
They are inthe Falhion of Pyramids, with a winding Pair 
of Stairs within the Top. Under them they had Cells all 
vaulted over, and from the Top of them they made a Sign 
' by Fire, when they apprehended any imminent Danger. The 
Ground is clean, and the Soil naturally inclines to a fandy 
Clay. The Produce of the Country is chiefly Fifh, Butter, 
Oil, Wool, Feathers, Beef, Tallow, Hides, Stuff, Stockings, 


Woollen Gloves and Garters. There has been’ at one Time in a 


Braffay-Sound, 1500 Sail of Hollanders employ’d about that 
profitable Fifhery which they make about the Scotch Iflands. 


After Fara, an Mland lying in the Midway between Orkney and 


Schetland, the firft Ifland that appears is called Mainland, as 
being the largeft: It is about 60 Miles in Length, and 16 or 
18 where broadeft. In Schetiand they have one Presbytery, 
which aflembles at Scalloway. 


The Tuure of the Ancients, as defcribed by 
Sir Robert Sibbald.

Though the Ancients were at Variance about the particular 
Situation of Thule, yet they all agreed, that it was fomewhere 
towards the North: Many make it to be one of the Britifh 


Iflands; and as Conradus Celres faid long ago, it was en- ‘ 


compafs’d with the Ifles of Orkney, fo I have alfo taken the 
Liberty to fubjoin it to them. Bochart obferves, that Thule 
in the Syriac, or Chaldee, whichis a Dialect of the Pheni- 


cians, fignifies Darknefs: And the Ancients had a mighty 


Notion of the Darknefs of the Regions fartheft North. That 
the Phenicians failed far beyond the Mediterranean is indif- 
putable. It is probable, therefore, that when they came to 
Coafts where Fogs were thick, and Nights were long, they 
might call them by one general Name, Thule: Which 
Name the Greeks, and from them'the Romans, not under- 
ftanding, apply'd to fome Ifland in the moft Northerly Pare 
of Britain. That the Roman Thule muft be placed there, 
will appear evidently from what follows, What Ca/ar obferv- 
ed of the Ancient Britons, that they painted their Bodies 
blue, and fought in hooked Chariots, Sili#s Italicus af- 
firms of the Inhabitants of Thule, and it is plain the Poet 
could {peak only of thofe whom the Romans fought with in 
His Time, , 


Cerules-. 
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Carules haua aliter cum dimicat incola Thules 
Agmina falcifero circumvenit atta Covino, 


Pliny was of the fame Opinion, for he treats of Thule in the 
fame Chapter with the Briti/h Ifles ; and Tacitus, in his Life of 
Agricola, fays, that when the Roman Navy failed about Bri- 
tain, defpesia eft ex Thule ; they faw Thule as they failed by 
the Orcades, | , | 

Sir Robert Sibbald thinks that Ireland was the firft of the Bri- 
tifh \fles that was called Thule, as being the firft remarkable 
Ifland that the Carthagenians met with in their Courfe from 
Cadin, fteering to the North, and alfo becaufe Starius calls 
it He/peria (or Weftern) Thule, But if Ireland was called fo, 
that is not the Thule which is mentioned by the Roman Wri- 
ters; for the Romans never carried their Arms into Ireland; 
‘and therefore what they fay muft refer to fome Britifh Nor- 
thern Ifle, which they invaded under Agricola, and which was 
then poffefs’d by the Picts; whom Stazius the Poet, who was 
contemporary with Domitian, calls Caledonians. Claudian 
does yet more pariicularly give the Name of Thule to the 
North Part of Britain, when he fpeaks of the great Exploits 
done there by Theodofius, Father of Theodofius the Emperor, 
and Grandfather of Arcadius and Honorius, whom he makes 
to-conquer the Scots, and the Inhabitants of Thule, in a cold 
frofty Country, and the Moors in a fcorchingone; where, by 
placing the <Adoors and Britons as the remoteft People then 
known in their feveral Parts, he clearly demonftrates, that 
Thule mult be fomewhere near the North Parts of the Ifle of 
Britain, then inhabited by the Picts and Scots.

JFerne here is Strathern, i. e. the Valley of Ern; and had 
its Name from Ireland, or Erin, from whence thefe Scots 
came. fuvenal alfo calls it by the fame Name, when he 
lays, Arma quod ultra Litora Fuverna promovimus, in which 
he alludes to Agricola’s' Conquefts ; as he does alfo to that

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Which laft Verfe demonftrates that Thule belong’d to Britain,’ 
and tho’ it was far North, wherce it is called Ultima, yet it 
could not be beyond that Ifland, becaufe the. Romans never 
carried their Arms any farther, Sferne therefore lying upon 
the Welt-Coaft, Thule feems to be upon the Eaftern, and is 
moft probably what is now called Ea/f-Rofs, Sutherland and 
Caithne/s ; for there the Piéts,-or as Silins Italicus calls them, 
the blue Inhabitants of Thule, were anciently fettled when 
_ the Southern Countries became Part of the Roman Province. 
Before that Time the Britons were all Picts, that is, were all 
painted, and the Brigantes were blue in Sexeca’s' Time. .We 
are fure Thule lies far North, Theodofins was there; ‘and as he 
killed the Scots in Jerne, fohekilled the Pitts in Thule. Now 
Claudian’s Ferne is not Ireland, becaufe we have no Account 
that the Romans ever carried their Arms into Ireland, nor 
were any Roman Antiquities ever found there. Befides, the 
thick Woods in Cajthne/s would appear very dark to Naviga- 
tors, and fo might well deferve the Name of Thule; though 
we rather think that the Phoenician Thule was Ireland, which 
was anciently very woody, and confequently very foggy ;> 
and that the Romans afterwards applied that Name, which _ 
they did not thoroughly underftand, to the Piétifa Coafts, 
meaning thereby only an Ifland, or rather Peninfula, thar |. 
was very far North, as the firft Thule was defcribed to be. 
The Ancient Norwegians, who failed round Britain, and were 
‘Lords of the North and Weft Ifles for fome Time, called 
of the Weftern Iflands Iar, or Thile, but which of them we 
know not Of this Svorro Sturlifon, the Ifandifh Hiftorian- 
of Norway, who lived 500 Years ago, is a certain Evidence, 
For in his Account of Magnus Olafson, King of Norway's Ex- 
pedition inthe Year 1¢g5, towards the Britifo Ifles, hé fays, 
‘That King Magnus went with a mighty Fleet weftwardto the 
Ifles of Orkney, which he conquered, and placed a Viceroy. 
over them. Then he went to the Southern Ifles, i.e. the — 
Hebrides, which lie S. W. of Orkney, where he wafted and. 
burned, and forced the Inhabitants to fly, fome into Scotland, 
_andfome into Ireland: That he particularly landed in Foua, 
where he fuffered no Man to hurt the People or the Church ; 
and from thence went to the Ifland Thiie, and from thence 
to Satires Mulls, plundering both the Scots and Irifh Coals @ 
all along as he went. This fhews what Opinion the Ancient - 
Danes had of the Situation of Thule: And that one of the 
Weftern Iflands was fo called, is unqueftionable. But Part 
of Norway is alfo called Thulemark. Were there not there- 
fore anciently more Regions towards the North, than one 
called by that Name? It is moft probable there were. And 
one may fafely affirm, that Fuvenal, Statins, and Claudian, 
went no farther than the North-Britify Coafts for their Dbule,. 
wherefoever they placed it. Ai ih

The Roman WALL in SCOTLAND. 


The firft Occafion of building the Roman Wall, which now 
goes by the Name of Grahme’s-Dyke, was given by Fulius 
Agricola, to exclude the Scotifh Highlanders ; for the Wall be- 

ing built upon that Ifthmus, or Neck of Land, betwixt. the 
River Forth and Clyde, which is not above 16 Miles over, the 
Enemy was by this means removed as it were into another 
Jfland: But here we muft not imagine that this Wall was 
built by <gricola, fince it is affirmed by no Hiftorian. He 
contented himfelf only with placing Garrifons at convenient 

_ Diftances, that his Forces might eafily draw together upon 
the firt Apprehenfion of Danger. The Garrifons probably 
fettled by him (for thofe upon the Wall muft neceffarily have ~ 
been fettled by others) were, 1. Coria Damaniorum, which 
the Neighbours at this Day call Camelon; where the Remains 
of the Fortification are yet to be feen, and a Roman Military 
Way begins there, and runs co the South. Here alfo they 
‘ difeover old Vaults, and meet with Roman Coins. The fe- 
cond feems to have been about fix Miles diftant to the ~ 
‘North-weft, where the Town of Sterling now ftands; for be- 
fides that the Narrownefs of the River Forth, which has now 
~a Bridge over it in this Place, retuired a Garrifon there; there 
isupon a Rock an ancient infcription, intimating, thar a Le- 
gion once kept Garrifon there. The third Garrifon was 
placed about eight Miles N. E. from the Second, where 
_,Roman Medals have been found, and not far from it runs 
a Roman Military Way. The fourth feems to be that which 
Bede calls Guidi, now called Kirkintilloch, fituate upon the 
Wall, where are ftill to be feen the Ruins of great Forti~ 
fications, and near it feveral Infciiptions have been found. 
The fifth was where the Town of Pai/ly is now feated: The 
fixth was the moft remote to the Weft, called at this Day 
Dumbarton, conveniently fituated in a Point,. where the: Le- 
ven runneth into the Clyde; but if this Conveniency was 
not a fufficient Teftimony, the Infcriptions that are found 
in the Neighbourhood, would put it beyond all difpute. The 
placing thefe Garrifons was probably the Occafion of build- 
ing the Wall afterward along this Tra&-;_ but in building 
they took the dire&eft Line, which muft be the Caufe why 
-fome of the Garrifons are at a Diftance from it. It feems 
_alfo to have been buile at feveral Times, and by different 
Perfons, as the Situation of the Ground required for repel- 
ling the Enemy, and covering the Provincial Britons againtt 

_ their Invafions. The Wall fi:ft began where the River Forth 
was narrow, and fo was carried along the Neck of Land 
between the Frith of Clyde and Forth, but afterwards was’ 
carried farther Eaft. The Pexvahel, or Penneltuin, where 
Bede 
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Bede fays it began, is at this Day called Walltoun, where there 
is an artificial Mount dik’d about; but the Manner of the 
Wall is beft underftood by Mr. Ponz’s Defcription in Dr. Gib- 

\fon’s (now Bifhop of London) ‘Tranflation ot Cambden’s Bri- 

.gannia, p. 95g. Firft, there appears a Ditch of 12 Foot 
wide before the Wall, towards the Enemy’s Country; the 
Wall itfelf is ten Foor thick, but itis not known how high 
it was at firft; there is a paved Way at the Foot of the Wall, 
five Foot broad, Watch-Towers within Call of one another, — 
where Centinels kept Watch Day and Night, a Court of 
Guard to lodge a fufficient Number of Soldiers againft alk 
fudden Alarms, and a Void within for the Soldiers Lodgings, — 
‘Befides thefe, there are along the Wall great and noble 
Forts, ftrongly intrench’d, and though within the Wall, able 
to receive a whole Army together. The Forts which re. 
imained in Mr. Pont’s ‘Time, who traced them all, were thefe, 
‘one at Langtoun, a Mile Eaft of Falkirk ; one juft at Rowintree 
Burnahead; one at Wefter-Gowden, about St. Helen’s Chapel; 
one at the Croykill ; a very great one at the Top of the Ban. ; 
bill; one at Atchindevy, one at Kirkintilloch; or Kaerpen-— 
colloch; one at Eaff-Calder ; one at Hilltoun-Calder; one at~ 
Balmudy ; one at Simerftone, and over Kilvin River, and 
‘Careftoun 5 one at Arermymie; one at Balcaffle, over-againtt 
Banhill; one at Kaellybe, over-againtt Croy-bill; one at the 
Roch-hill, over-againk the We/i-Wood ; a large one at Bankyir, 
over-againft Ca/fle-Cairy ; one at Dumbafe. Inthe Ruins of 

‘that at Bankyir was found a large Iron Shovel, or fome In- 
ftrument refembling it, fo weighty, that it could hardly be | 

lifted by one Man. At the fame Fort alfo were difcovered fe-. 
veral Sepulchres cover’d with large rough Stones; and at Dun- 

“Chroe-Chyr, by Mony-Abroch, were formerly large Buildings, 

The Length of the Wall was 36 Scotch Miles, beginning be- 
tween S)meen’s-Ferry and Abercorn; it rang’d along Weft by 
the Grange and Kineil, to Innereving, {fo on to Falkirk, from 
whence it proceeded directly to the Foreft of Cumernald 3 next 
it ran to the great Fort at the Banhill, where have been found 
feveral Stones, fome with Pidures engraven upon them, and 
with Infcriptions. From whence it went to the Peel of Kir-— 
kintilloch, the greateft Fort of all, and fo Weftward to Dum- 
barton, with a great Ditch upon the North-fide of the Wall 
all along. It had alfo many {quare Fortifications in Form of 
Roman Camps.

dir.) gr Was not without Reafon, that Cefar faid -of Bri- 
. tain in general, Colum Gallico temperatins ; for 
eyen in the moft Northern Parts of the Ifland, the Air is 
generally ferene, feldom clouded by Mifts, or Fogs, ‘more 
mild and temperate than in the Continent under the fame 
Climate, by reafon of the warm Vapours from the Sea upon 
all Sides ; and for the fame Reafon, the continual Breezes of 
the Wind caufe the Heats in Summer to be no ways fcorch- 
ing. ‘The conftant Winds purify the Air, and keep it always 
‘in Motion; fo that it is feldom known, that an Epidemical. 
Diftemper rages in the Country. 

Hoil.] The Country is for the moft part hilly and moun- 
tainous, there being but few Plains, and they of no ‘great 
Extent; and thofe they have are generally by the Sea-fide, 
from whence the Ground rifes fenfibly, the farther in the 
Country the higher; fo thar the greateft Hills are in the 
Middle of the Kingdom. The Quality of the Soil, compared 
with that of England, is, take it all together, not fo good. 
_*Tis commonly more fit for Pafture than Corn, and for 
that Purpofe is very well watered. Where the Surface is 
_ Teaneft, there are found Metals and Minerals, and confidera- 
_ ble Quantities of Lead are yearly exported: There is alfo 

Plenty of other good Ores if the Inhabitants would be per- 
fuaded to take Pains to work them. In a great. Part of the 
Iniand-Country, efpecially where it lies upon fome of the 
' Friths, the Soil is very good, and there grow all the Sorts of 
Grain that are to be found in the South Parts of Britain. In 
the Low Grounds they have Store of Peafe and Beans, which 
for the Strength of their Nourifhment are much ufed by the 
Labouring People. In the Skirts of the Country, which are 
not fo fit for Grain, there grow great Woods of Timber toa 
vaft Bignefs, efpecially Fir-Trees, which thrive beft in rocky 
and mountainous Countries.. Springs of Medicinal Waters 
aré common enough ; no Country is better provided with 
Filh, which would turn to a good Account, if their Fifheries 
Were managed to the beft Advantage: Befides Shoals of fmal- 
Jer Whales, the Porpus and the Meer Swine are frequently 
_ feen upon their Coafts: And the great Whales of the Baleen, 
or Whalebone Kind, and thofe of the Sperma Ceti Kind, are 
caft now and then upon. feveral Parts of the Shore. ) 

The Hills, efpecially upon the Skirts of the Country, breed 
abundance of Cows, which not only afford Store of Butter 
and Cheefe for the Ufe of the Inhabitants, but confiderable

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Profit, by vending their Hides and Tallow, and by the great . 
- Numbers that are fold into Hngland. The Size of their Cows 
and Sheep, as in all cold Regions, is but fmall, but the 
Flefh of both is exceeding delicious, and very nourifhing. 
The Highlands breed great Flocks of Goats, with Store of 
Deer, and abundance of Rabbets.. ' 
-— Commodities.) lt abcunds with all Neceflaries of Life ; — 
and in refpe& of folid wholefome Food, ftands in need of no 
Affiftance from its Neighbours. There is very great Plenty — 
of Cows, Oxen, Sheep, Goats, Conies, and, in the North, 
of Red and Fallow-Deer; of Wild and Tame Fowl, fuch as 
Partridges, Sea-Plovers, Pewets, Woodcocks, Dotterels,

For Cloathing, Scotland knows.no want of very fine Wool, 7 
of which they make very gocd Stuffs and Broad-Cloth for 
the better Sort, and Freezes for the Country People, to de- — 
fend them in their Work from the Cold: Befides, of their — 
‘Wool, and by their Dexterity in Knitting, they make the fineft 
Worfted-Stockings in the World; fome of them exceeding 
thofe of Yerfey and Guernfey, which they fell for a greater — 
Price than Silk. Some are fold at 30s. a Pair. 
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There is alfo great Plenty of Hemp and Flax ; their Linex 
Cloth is inferior to few for its Goodnefs, and the Manu- 
factory of it, by Exportation into other Countries, is very 


-beneficial to the Inhabitants. 


Leather drefs’d in Scotland is good; though it is not fo 


“nicely dreffed as in feveral Places in England: It is thinner 


than ours, by reafon of the hard Feeding of their Cattle, 
yet it is trong and durable ; but not very plentiful, becaufe

The Scotch Horfes are generally {mall, but fo well made, that 
they are very fit for Labour, or Travelling; there are alfo 
fome of a large Breed in the Hands of the Nobility and 
Gentry.

fay chiefly, becaufe it is moft probable, that the Scots came 
thither very early out of Ireland, efpecially into the Wef High- 
lands, though perhaps, not in great Numbers. Afterwards 
came ,in the Saxons, and then the Daves, who were long Ma- 
fters of the Orcades, which have been ‘claimed by the Kings of 


Denmark, as Part of the Kingdom of Norway, ull very lately; - 


fo that the prefent Inhabitants of Scotland are a Mixture. of 
Piéts, i.e. ancient Britons, of Scots, % e. ancient Irifh; of 
Saxons, and of Danes; of Romans, ’tis probable, there may 


be fome few, but fo blended with other Nations, that tis 


impoflible, either by Names, or any other Mark, to. diftin- 


euifh any Families at this Day, and afcertain their Defcent 


from the Roman Stock.

For the Britifh, 
which is now preferved in Wales, and the Irifh, were both dif ~ 
ferent Diale&ts of the ancient Celtic; from which, and from 
the ancient Gothic, almoft all the Languages of the Northern 
andthe North-Weftern Nations of Europe are derived. Inthe 
Orcades the Old Norwegian Tongue, fpoken ftill in tolerable 
Purity in J/eland, is preferved, ‘Their Court-Rolls, Records, 
and Proceedings in Law, have been written for feveral Ages 
in, Latin, of which the Scoti/o Lawyers are, generally {peak- 
ing, great Mafters. Sir Fohw Skene affigns the Reafons of 
their Laws being written in Latin to their having been drawn 
up by the Roman Clergy, who always endeavoured to keep 
‘the People in Ignorance, which is one of the great Pillars 
of the Pope’s Authority ; though the truer Reafon feems to 
be, becaufe the Civil-Law, which was always the Common- 
Law of Scotland, was written in that Language. There are 
alfo in the Scoti/e Tongue more French Words than in the, 
Englifo, which has been occafioned by the long and frequent 
- Inrercourfes which the Scots have had with Framce. ) 
‘Charater.| The Ai being very ferene, and the Climate 
_ temperate in Scotland, the Natives partake accordingly of both. 
_ They have clear Underftandings, are fagacious, quick at find- 
ing out their Intereft, and diligent in purfuing it. Abroad in 
foreign Countries, whither Neceflity or Curiofity often drives 
them, they are induftrious, frugal, and very dextrous in ac- 
_commedating themfelves to the Manners of the People with 
whom they live.

CHAP. V, 
Of the Religion of Scotland. 


7 HE Chriftian Religion was, without all Controverfy, 
' preached very early in Scotland; but how foon we dé 
not certainly know. Tertullian fays, Chriftianity was preached 
- in the Britifh Wands in Places where the Romans never came 75 
Whether he meant Jreland, or the Norrh of Scotland, is uncer= — 
tain.

_Vinifm was the Religion of Scotland originally, any moré 
than that it was originally the Religion of allthe Englifh Plan- 
tations in America, whither na Bifhops have been yet fent, 
and yet they are moft of them; and have been from the firft 
Plantation; -under Epifcopal Government, fubje@ in Spiri- 
tuals to’the Bihhop of London; and their Priefts epifcopally: 
Ordained, as thofe no doubt were who firft planted Chriftia- 
‘nity in Scotland; becaufe all the Churches of Chriftendom 
were then governed by Bifhops.] PNT 
_ This however is certain, that from the Fifth and-Sixth Cen- 
tury, down to the Sixteenth, the Government of the Church 
of Scotland has been by Bifhops; and that it was alter’d in 
Queen Mary’s Time, and fince, every Body knows; but per= ~ 
haps the Steps by which that Alteration was effeGed, may not 
be fo generally known. ‘The Nature ‘of iny Defign will not _ 
let me run out far into Particulars; but a fhort Account of 
what was done in Scotland, relating to Religion, from thé 
Year 1562, to the Re-eftablifhment of Epitcopacy in that 
Kingdom, by King Fames V1. in 1603, will make what I fhall 
hereafter fay concerning the Kirk of Scotland better unders 
In the Reformation of England, under King Edward VI. 
the Bifhops generally joined, and that was attended with a per- 
fea Acquieicence in their ‘Government; the Lawfulnefs of 
which was never queftioned all that Reign. Whether fome 
Ceremonies and Veftments fhould be retained, was Sei

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but Hooper, Bifhop of Glouceffer, who {crupled the ‘Ufe of the . 


‘Epifcopal Robes, at lait complied. The’ Exiles in Queen 
Mary’s Time refumed thofe Debates at Frankfort and Geneva; 
in which laft Place was the farhous ohn Kuox, who joined 


with thofe that oppofed the Ufe of Ceremonies. Queen Mary — 


dying, her Sifter, Queen Elizabeth, continued Hpifcopacy, 
and the Ceremonies now retained in our Church ; foon after 


the Scotifo Reformation follow’d, in which Kwox was the chief 
Agent. By his Perfuafion the Ceremonies were by general — 


Confent laid afide, and in the Confeffion of Faith, which he of- 
fer’d to be confirmed in Parliament, 1567, Chap. xxi. is thi$ 
Claufe; That as Ceremonies are but Temporal, fo may and ought

[Every Body knows, that at the Reformation Presbytery or i 


Calvinifm was introduced in:o Scotland by open Rebellion.] 


The Bifhops in that Parliament generally adhering to Pos — 


pery, and refufing to fign the Confeffion of Faith, were laid’

afide, but in their ftead Superistendants were appointed in — 


fome Diftriéts, differing both in Number and Bounds from 
the Bifhops and their Diocefes. Other Perfons alfo having Coni- 


miflions from the Kirk, executed particular Parts of the Minifte-_ 


rial Fun&ion committed to them, From thefe Commiffioners 
Appeals lay to Provincial Syneds, or National or General 
Afflemblies, as appears by AG@ VLith of that Parliament. Two 
Bifhops turned Proteftants, and they were continued in their 
Bifhopricks and Dignity; namely, Borhwel, Bifhop of Oréney; 


and Gordoz, Bilhop of Galloway. Borhwel afterwards was de- © 


pofed for marrying the Queen to the Earl of Borhwel, but was 
reftored again, and being an eminent Lawyer, continued long 


a Lord of the Seffion, and is marked,in the Rolls of Parlia- — 


ment asa Bifhop; Gordon foon fell off to Queen Mary, and — 


probably relapfed to Popery.

The Scots Church at .this Time. owned the Church of England

appears by a Letter fromthe General Aflembly of Scotland to 
the Englifh Bilhops, dated December.27th, 1556, It-is {ubferibed 


thus 5 The Superinsendants, Miniflers; and Commifioners withia— 
the.

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the Realm of Scotland, to their Brethren the Bifhops and Paftirs 
ef England, who have renounced the Roman Antichrifi, and 
do profe/s with them the Lord Jefus in Sincerity, with the Increafe 
of the Holy Spirit. 

. During this Time, the Queen, who was a Papift, and her 
Popifh Servants, hindered the Ratification of the Aas for Re- 
formation, and the Great Men that had Grants of the Church- 
Lands were unwilling that the Minifters Maiatenanee fhould 
be fettled; and this increafed Divifions in the Kingdom. A 


_ Book of Difcipline was drawn up, and figned by many of the 


Nobility, which was néver ratified in Parliament. The Mini« 
fiers however fat ftill, out of Fear of bringing in Popery 4- 
ain; and keeping well with the Body of the Nobility, Gen- 
try, and People; waited for more favourable Tiines, which 
Times foon happened. For the Murder. of King Henrys the 
Acquittal of the Earl of Borbwel upon the not proving of the 
Libel; the denying to the Earl of Lenox, the niurdered King’s 
Father, a competent Time to maké good his Accufation; 
Bothwei's hafty Divorce from his own Lady, and yet more hafty 
Marriage with the Queen, ‘and his inducing the Nobility ta 
_fubfcribe Bonds, ‘declaring their Approbation of that Marri- 
age, put every thing into a Flame; the Queen was forced ta 
quit her Army, and leave Borhwel to fhift for himfelf; and foon 
after fhe refigned her Crown to her Son; and the Nobility and 
Great Men engaged themifelves undér a Bond to Crown the 
Child, and to ftand by him. This was doné ih 1567, and 
Papifts as well as Proteftants figned the Bond. This Affocia- 
‘tion did not indeed long continue in its full Strength ; for be- 
fore the Meeting of the Parliament in December 1567, fome 
fell off; and after the Queen’s Efcape from Loch-levin, many 
eminent Men of both Religions joined to her. Inthis Time tha 
Affembly met, and pafs’d feyeral A@s relating to thé Church, 


— Univerfities, Colleges, Schools, anid Patrimony of the Church, 


to which they affigned the Thirds of great Benefices, and (ome 
fmall ones: Thefe Thirds were ill paid in many Places, and 
abfolutely denied to be collected in others, Atlaft a Sort of 
4 Form of Policy was fettled for the Goverhment of twelve 
Perfons, half Laity, and half Clergy, which Form approached: 
hearly to the Epifcopal Government. Hamilton, the Popifh 
Archbifhop of Sz. Andrews, dying by the Hand of Juftice, 
Mr. Fohn Dundas was nominated inhis Place; Mr. Robért Boyd 
Was made Archbifhop of Glafcow, Mr. Fames Paton Bifhop of 
Dunkeld, and Mr. Andrew Graham Bifhop of Dunblane. ‘This 
was done in Purfuance of the Conclufions that were made in 
the Aflembly that was held at Perth, Auguft, 1672... Some of 
the old Superintendants remained within the Bounds firft af- 
figned them, and the chief Power remained in the General 


 Affembiy, who depofed and reftored Minifters as they faw 
— §00d, as appears by their depofing and teftoring Bithop Bot~

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wel. This Power of depofing Minifters was neither granted — 
to Superintendants, nor to the newly nominated Bifhops. 

"The Earl of Moreton, the next Regent, had been Chancellor 
- of Scotland during the three former Regencies, and fome time — 
“under Queen Mary; he was acceptable to Queen Elizabeth, 
which facilitated his being chofen. But the Church, which 
"expected to have its Maintenance increafed under his Governs — 
“ment, mifs’d its aim,. and was deprived of the Thirds of the 

Benefices that it had formerly enjoy’d, and was forced to de- — 
pend upon the Court for all it received. This made the Mi- — 
nifters join with the Queen’s Friends, and others that envy’d 
the Regent’s Greatnefs ; and the Affembly, in the Year 15755. 
reftrained and leflened the Power which was given to the » 
Bifhops in the Year 1571. Boyd, Archbifhop of Gla/gow, and — 
fome other Bifhops and Superindendants, were prefent in that — 
Aflembly. The Bithops were commanded to betake themfelves — 
to particular Cures, and Paton, Bilhop of Durkeld, was depriv’d 
for Mifdemeanors. Upon the Death of Archbifhop Dunda/s, — 
the Regent nominated Mr, Patrick Adamfon to fucceed him i 
in the See of St. Andrew, buthe being eleé&ed without the | 
‘Confent of the Affembly, was prohibited to exercife any ~ 
Pait of his JurifdiGion, ‘till he fhould be authoriz’d thereunto. 
The Nobility alfo uniting againft the Earl of Moreton, he Jaid 
‘down, and the King took upon him the Government. a 

In 1578, the Affembly prefented to the Parliament.a Draught” 
of Ecclefiaftical Polity, for fetting up an exact Pattern of” 

Presbyterian Government... It was referred to a Committee, 
and was not agreed to in all its Articles, but/was generally put” 
in Execution by the Authority of. the Aflembly. 1n1§80, the 
Lord Aubicné, a Papift, Coufin-German to the King’s Father, — 
came out of France into Scotland, where the King foon creaced” 
him firft Earl, then Duke of Lewox. This difgufted the Kirk > 
exceedingly. The King alfo in Council fufpended feveral Ec-” 

 clefiaftical Cenfures and Excommunications; many Priefts alfa” 
and Jefuits, and others who were relapfed to Popery, flock’d” 
into the Kingdom. Lenox indeed publickly renounced Poperys | 
but the Sufpicions concerning his Religion till continued 5_ 
e(pecially after fome Difpenfations from Rome had been inters 
cepted, giving a Liberty to Papifts to {wear and fubferibe the 
Confeffion of Faith to be drawn up, in which all the Corrup-- 
tions of the Church of Rome in Faith and Rites were particu 

Jarly abjured, with a Deciavation, that that Declaration was 
made without any mental Refervation or Equivocation what 
foever. This was fworn to by the King, the Council, and the 
Courts; and this is the Declaration which was afterwards renews 
ed in the Year 1633, by the Name of the NATIONA L 
COVENANT. The next Year, the Great Men contrived — 
ro cut off the Earl of Moreton, upon. an Accufation of being 
Ali and Pari inthe Murder of King Genry (King ast: 

Father) 
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Father) leaving the Church to fecure themfelves in an Affem. 
bly at Dundee, where the Office of aBifhop, as it was then ufed, 
‘was condemned, and the Bifhops commanded to defift from the 
-Exercife of their Epifcopal Funétions, ’till they were re-admit- 
ed by the Aflembly, ypon Pain of Excommunication. Inthe 
Parliament of 1584, the King’s Declaration concerning the 
Treafonablenefs of the Surprize at Ruthven was ratified, his 
Authority overall Perfons in all Caufes confirmed, and the de- 
clining the Judgment of his Majefty and Council declared 
to be Treafon. ‘This is faid to be the firft time in which the<¢ 
‘King’s Supremacy was enaéted by the Parliament in Scotland. 
But all thefe Meafures were overturned by the Pacification 
which was made in the Year 1585 ; and in :588, feveral No- 
_ blemen and others were forefaulted for their being concerned 
in the Spanifh Invafion. In 1592, Presbytery was fully fettled 
_ and eftablifhed by A& of Parliament. In that A& it was de- 
_ glared, That the Kirk might lawfully hold and keep general — 
Affemblies, once a Year at leaft, provided that either the 
King’s Majefty, or a Commiflioner by him appointed, were 
prefent at every Affembly, and, that before it was diflolyed, 
they nominated and appointed Time and Place where the next 
General Affembly fhould be kept and held, as it ufed to be 
in former Times. In the fame A& was a Claufe refcinding | 
the AG of 1584, which granted Commiffions to Bilhops and 
other Judges to proceed in Kecclefiaftical Caufes, ordaining 
all Prefentations to be diref&ed to the particular, Presbyre- 
ries, and requiring that all Matters and Caufes Ecclefiafti- 
cal within their Bounds, be tried according to the Difcipline of 
the! Kirk. ' 
"All this while, the Patrimony of the Church was quire | 
yuined; for in 1578, the Temporalities of Benefices' were 
annexed to the Crown; which at firft pleafed the Church, 
yecaufe they thought the Church-Lands were fafeft in the 
King’s Hands; but they were foon granted away,.and evea 
agreat Part of the Tythes, which were thought a fufficient 
Maintenance for the Clergy, were leflened by long Leafes 
for fimall Refervations. ‘They had indeed fome Kelief by 
an A& in1592, by which it, was forbidden to erect Kirk- 
Lands and Tythes into Temporal Lordllhips ; and the A& 
‘which fixed the Stipends of the Minifters was confirmed, 
. In 1603, King Fames V1. fucceeded to the Crown of England, 
- vacant by Queen Elizabeth’s Death. Being then free from the

upon they were try’d for Tveafon‘upon the Statute of 1584, 
which eftablifh’d the King’s Supremacy in Caufes Ecclefiafti- 
cal. They defended themfelvés updén the Statute of 15925 
which gives the Kirk a Right of keeping General: Aflemblies; — 
Six of the Minifters were found guil:y of Treafon, ‘and their, 
Sentence of Death was turi’d into Banifhment. In the Parlia= 
ment held 1606, the Temporalities of the Bilhops were rée= | 
ftor’d, and the King’s Supremacy again aflerted. ‘The Gene-

: The Eftablifhment ‘of the Church by conftant Moderators, 
which was made by this General Affembly, ‘having a great

Refemblance to the fir Settlement of Superintendants at the _ 


Beginning of the Reformation, might have proved a lafting 
Settlement, if the Minifters had not éntertained a Sufpicion,: — 
that this was'only a Cover to introduce fuch Diocefan Epifco- 
pacy as was in Ufe in the’ Church England, which indeed. 
was fhortly aftér done. For as yet, though Kino Fames VI. 
had fitl’d up the Sees, the Bifhops had no Confecration, not 
indeed Ordination from any other Bifhops; and the Difcipline 


_ In 16 0, a General Aflembly met at Gla/gow, in which Arch- 
bifhop Spor/wood was eleéted to prefide’: ‘There the King's 
Prerogative in Calling of General Affemblies was acknowledg- 
ed, Synods were order‘d'to be kept half yearly, andthe Arch- 
bifhops or Bifhops of the Diocefes were direéted‘to prefide in, 
them ; the Jusifdi@ion of the Church was wholly: committed 
to their Care; and Minifters at their Admiffion were com- 
a Cp me ie manded

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manded to {wear Obedience to their Ordinaries. This Af- 
f{embly was ratified in Parliament, 1612 ; and the A@ of Par- 
Jiament in 1592 -refcinded, fo far as it was inconfiftent with 
this new Act. Archbilhop Sporfwood, and the Bifhops of 
Brechen and Galloway were call’d to Court after the Aflembly 
was up, to be confecrated in England, there not being a fuf- 
ficient Number of Bifhops in Scotland to. do that Bufinefs 
Canonically, fo that upon their Return they might Confecrate 
the reft. To fhun the Queftion of Primacy, a Commiffion 
was directed to the Bilhops of London, Ely, and Bath and | 
Wells, who Confecrated them in the Chapel at Lonwdon-Houfe, 
on the Twenty-firft of October, 1610. The fame Year a High 
_ Commiffion was appointed in Matters Ecclefiaftical; ane Ar- 
ticle of whofe Inftru¢tion was, That Ordination of Minifters 
fhould only be by Bifhops, aflifted by two or three Presby- 
ters ; and another, That General Affemblies fhould always be 
call’d by the King, who fhould be fupplicated for that Pur- 
pofe, and that no Minifters fhould be prefent but thofe that 
were elected by the reft, and that they, the Bifhops, Deans; 
and Archdeacons, fhould in all Time coming conftitute the 
General Affemblies. In 1614, Archbilhop Spot{wood . profe- 
guted one Ogdvy a Jefuit, who was executed for his Treafo- 
nable Pofitions, and indeed that Archbifhop was always zeal- 
ous againft Papilts. In 1615, upon Archbithop Cladflone’s 
Death, he was tranflated to St. Andrew's. __ 
_ King Fames began now to be earnef& with the Primate to 
eftablith a Liturgy, and a Book of Canons for the Church of 
Scotland, by his Royal Authority and the High Commiffion, © 
He defired likewife, that thefe five Articles might be pafs’d into 
a Law.. I.’ That the Lord’s-Supper fhould be received Kneeling. 
_ Il. That Sick Perfons might receive it at Home. ILI. That 
_ Baptifm might be adminiftred, in Cafe of Neceflity, in pri- 
vate Honfes. IV, That Chrifmas-Day, Good-Friday, Eafter- 
‘Day, Afcenfion.Day, and Whit/unday, fhould be religionfly ob- 
ferved. V. That Children, well inftruéted in the Principles of 
Chriftianity, fhould be Confirm’d by the Bifhop. And in 1617, 
he call’d a Parliament at Edinburgh, where thefe and other 
Matters, Civil and Ecclefiaftical, were to be fettled, Among. 
the Articles, the King got this to pafs, Thar what/foever Conelu- 
fion was taken by his Majefly, with Advice of the Archbifhops and 
Bifhops, and a competent Number. of the Minifters, in Matters of 
external Policy, the fame fhould have the Power and Strength of 
an Ecclefiaftical Law. Being confident, after that, of Succefs, 
they called an Affembly in 1618, at Perth, in which thofe five 
Articles were pafs’d, which from that Aflembly were after- 
wards called the Five Articles of Perth, They'did not pafs 
however very eafily ; for feveral Minifters complained, that 
many of their Number were kept back-by Banifhment and 
Confinement, and that many Noblemen, Gentlemen, and

that Court, as not legally conftituted by any A@ of Aflembly, 
or Parliament ; whereupon feveral were confined, {ufpended, 
and deprived. In Edimburgh the Minifters being changed, 
‘Obedience was pretty generally given: But few Citizens, 
except thofe that were in publick Places, would comply with 
the Kneeling at the Communion 3 for which feveral’of them 
were banifhed the City, and confined to certain Places. ‘Thefe 


~. Men alledged in their Vindication, that thofe Articles had 


been condemned by former Affemblies, that had been ratified 
in Parliament. i bisa sasoees 
In 1621, the Affembly of Perth had its proper Ratification 
in Parliament, but not without Complaints of undue Pradti- 
¢es, and particularly, that Popifh Lords voted by Proxy, who 
could neither Sit, nor Vote in Perfon. 
“In 1625, K. Fames V1, died. He was fucceeded by his Son 
K. Charles 1. who furrendered “all the Tythes in his Hands ta. 
the Church, and was faid to defign a Revocation of all Ere- 
tions of Kirk-Lans into Lay-Baronies, with an Intention of 
beftowing them upon Churchmen, that they, as Abbots and 
Priors, might Vote in Parliament. This difpleafed the Peers 
and Barons, who had Intereft in thofe Lands and Tythes, ex-) 
ceedingly, and put them upon countenancing the difaffected 
Minifters, and others, who did not like the Ecclefiaftical Go- 
vernment: [This was really the Occafion of the Rebellion ‘in 
Scotland, in the Reign of King Charles 1.] This appeared vi- 
fibly in 1633, when the King held a Parliament himfelf: For 
when he urged, that the Ratification of his Royal Prerogative, 
and his Right of appointing the Apparel of Churchmen, might 
pats by the fame Vote, fome eminent Members agreed to the 
Claufe of the Prerogative, but diffented to that of Church- 
men’s Apparel, as being apprehenfive that it would bring on 
the Englifh Surplice. This moved the King fo much, that he 
called for the Roils of the Members, and faid, he would mark 
the Votes of thofe that fhould diffent from his Prerogative, 


. The Vote being then competently ftated, 26 confiderabley — 


Members diffented, who afterwards were very forward in the 
following unhappy Wars. ‘ 


This is a fhort, and a faithful Account of the Government 


of the Church of Scotland till the Year 1638, when King 
Charles I. labour'd to introduce the Englifh Liturgy in Scot- 
land, but without Suc¢efs, |The Oppofition made to that At- 


Z tempt, 
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tempt, ended in thes Abolition of Epifcopacy, and the Re- 
eftablifament of Presbytery [by Rebellion] as it was fettled 
in 1592. SO it continued ’till 1662, when King Charles I, 

~ yeftored Epifcopacy. The Methods. by which the Church 
and State were managed in Scotland, in his and his Brother’s 
Reigns, unfortunately tended to encreafe the Alienations of 
the People againft that Government, or rather againft the 
Men who had exercifed it among them. The Presbyterians 

therefore, in 1689, laid hold of that Opportunity, and pre- 
vailed upon King William and Queen Mary to eftablifh their 
Church-Government once more by Law; which Eftablifh. 
ment ftill continues,

W Have already fhew’d in feveral Counties of Scotland what 
 & Plenty there are of Commodities fit for Exportation, as 
Corn, Cattle, Hides, Wool, Hemp, Flax, Linnen, Worfted 
‘Stuffs, Timber, Tin, Lead, Copper, Allum, Hops, Fith, Salt, 
exc. befides other Commodities that the Inland Parts afford in 
great Plenty, and would turn to great Account, if improved 
‘to the beft Advantage: But their Fifhing is the Branch of 
_ Trade which may be carried on with more Eafe and Profit

Kirk-Seffions, Bresbyteries, Provincial Synods, and 
General Affemblies. Thefe Eeclefiattical Judicatures are com-— 
pofed of Deacons, Ruling Elders, and Minifters, who are all 
seputed as Ecclefiafticks in that Churchs b- 

Weacong.} A Deacon is a Man of good Chara&er for 
Manners and Underftanding, who having a Competency in” 
the World, is chofen by the Kirk-Seffion in every Parth,-ap- — 
roved by the Congregation, and fet apart by the Minifter — 
olemnly before the Congregation, after a Sermon and Prayer — 
for the Occafion, for his Office, which is during Life, unlefs— 


he misbehaves himfelf in the Performarice of his Duty. ¢  _ 
His Bufinefs is to colle& the Offerings for the Poor at thé ~ 
Church Doors, when there is a Sermon, which is the only 
publick Way in Scotland of providing for the Poor: To en+. 
quire into the Neceffities of the Parifhioners, to vifit and take 
an Account of the Condition of poor fick People: To ac-—

‘Then he breaks the Bread, and diftributes it 
and the Wine to thofe that are next him, who tranfmit them 
to their Neighbours; the Elders and Deacons attending to 
ferve, and to fee that Things are done decently and in Order. 
~Whilft thefe receive, the Minifters difcourfe concerning the 
Nature of this Sacranent. When the firft Company has re- 
ceived, they withdraw, and others take their Places; and 
- whilft the Companies are fitting, a Pfalm is fung, and fo they 
eontinue ’till all have communicated. The Minifter then re- 
“turns to the Pulpit, and difcourfes concerning the particular 
Cafes of Communicants ; and with Thank({giving and finging 
of Pfalms the Morning Service is concluded. Then the Con- 
gregation are difmiffed for an Hour, and fo meet again, when 
they have the ufual Afternoon-Worfhip ; and on Monday about 
Nine o’Clock in the Morning, there is publick Wortlhip and 
two Sermons, which clofethe whole. 

On thefe Occafions the Parifh-Minifter is affifted by two or 
three of his Neighbours, and feldom preaches oftener than 
the Morning of the Sacrament-Day. There are no private 
Communions allowed in Sotland.

This Sentence is ordinarily executed upon none but thofe |

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the Scandal is notorious and horrible, and that to thew the 
~Church’s Abhorrence of fuch Wickednels. 
_.In ordinary Cafes the Leffler Excommunication only is ins 
fitted; and then before the Kirk-Sefion executes it, they lay 
a full Account of the Caufe in Writing before the Presbytery, 
‘that they may be thoroughly apprifed of the whole Matter, 
If the Presbytery finds that the Kirk-Seffion has proceeded re- 
gularly, and thatthe Lefer Excommunication is not fufficients 
they cite the fcandalous Perfon by their own Officer. If 
he appears, and denies the Accufaiion, they examine Wit- 
heffés, asin other Cafes. If he appears not, and contemns 
the Citation, they order him to be cired three times, and. 
after that, atother Time out of the Pulpic; and Intimation 
is made that the Judicarory will proceed and enquire into the 
Caufé, even though the Delinquent be abfenr, 

When this is done, the Minifter of the Pasifh where the. 
fcandalous Perion lives, does by the Presbyrery’s Order ac. 
quaint the Congregation with the Steps which the Kirk-seffiun 
and the Presbytery have taken in that Affair, and with the 
‘Gffenders Contumacy 3 and (if prefent) the Minifter admo- 
‘nifhes him to repent and fubmit to the Church-Difcipline, 
“threatening him otherwife with Excommunication, This Ad- 
-Monition is to be repeated three times, and the Presbytery 
are to meet between every Admonition. If he ftill continues

When 
the Day comes, the Minifter either in a Sermon on Purpofe, 
or after Sermon, acquaints the People with the whole Procefs, 
and defires them to join with him in Prayer, that God would 
blefs his own Ordinance for their Edification, and for the re- 
claiming the obftinate Sinner. He then, with great Gravity 
nd Authority, pronounces the Cenfure in the Name and by 
the Power of our Lord and Mafter Jefus Chrift, But if any 
Time before the Sentence paffes, the Offender expreffes Signs 
of Repentance, the Minifter may delay to pronounce Sen- 
tence, and jay this Matter before the Presbytery, who may 
proceed farther as they fhall fee Caufe. 

Sentence being pafied, the People are exhorted not to hold 
unneceffary Communication with this Man, though Excom-

The End of Church-Cenfures being the Repentance of the _ 
Sinner, if he fhews real Signs of godly Sorrow ; and if, upon 
Application to the Presbytery firft made, they give a Warrant 
for his Abfolution, he is to be brought before the Congrega- _ 
tion, and there confefs his Sin, and exprefs his Sorrow for it. | 
This is to be repeated as often asthe Presbytery and Kirk-Seffion | 
fhall judge convenient. When the Congregation is thus 
fatisfied of his Repentance, the Minifter is, in a Prayer with | 
the Congregation, to defire our Lord Jefus Chrift, who has | 
inftituted the Ordinance of Excommunication, i. e. of Bind= | 
ing and Loofing the Sins of Men upon Earth, with a Promife Hh 
of ratifying above the rightful Sentence that fhall be pafled~ 
here below, to accept of this Man’s Repentance, to forgive | 
his former Difobedience, and to afhit him with his Spirit, | 
that he may never again relapfe into the like Offences. And 
- then Prayer being ended, he pronounces the Sentence of Ab- 
folution, by which he wholly takes off the former Sentence, — 
and receives him into the Communion of the Church, and — 
the free Ufe ef all the Ordinances of Chrift. Sentence being _ 
pafled, the Minifter exhorts him as a Brother to Perfeverance | 
in his godly Refolution, the Elders embrace him, and the _ 
Congregation thence-forward communicate with him as a

it_was called in Scotland the King’s Council, and the Lord’s 

were called Lords of Council and Seffion, which Title they 

{till carry, being at firft no more than a Committee of Parlia- 

ment, and ambulatory by Circuits; it is fuppofed that ir had

_ little unlefs he is bred a Lawyer: The King names feveral other 
extraordinary Lords, who fit, but are not obliged to Attens

 reft. TheCourt fits from the Firft of November to the lat of 
_ Febraary ; and from the Firft of Fuze to the Laftof July, all ins 
_ clufive; and the fame is ordained by A& of Parliament for all 
the other Fudicatories in Scotland, which fit at the fame Time, 
without Regard to the Chrifimas Vacation.

A@s of Sederunt equivalent to Laws and Ads of Parliament; 
and are of Force till they are recalled by Parliament, which 
is feldom or never done; becaufe the Lords of Sefhon irk 
Parliament, before the Union, were the proper Interpréters of 
A&s of Parliament, who had a Bench in Parliament, where 
they fat not as Judges, but to give their Opinions to the Par- 
Iiament in intricate Matters, when required. ‘The Lords of 
Seffion make their own ColleCfors, and other Servants of the 
Houfe, except the four ordinaty Macers, who ferve them in 
Time of Seffion, and have their Commiffions from the King;

snention in their Books very ancient Records.of the Admiralty 
Court, yet there are none now extant older than 1g11; when 
Adam Hepbourn, Earl of Bothwel, was created. Lord High-Ad- 
miral of Scotland: He was fucceeded by Francis Earl of Both- 
wel; andthere are two Books extant of Records in his Time, — 
‘one from 1547 to. 1559 3 and the other from 1559 to 1561, in — 
“which the whole Tranfactions of, the Admiralty, and the Sen- 
“tences both Civil and Criminal pronounced during thofe Years 

are contained. : 

In the Year 1603, Lodowick Duke of Lenox, Coufin to King 
Fames V1. was created Heritable Lord High-Admiral.of Scor-_ 
‘Jand, which Office continued in his Family till the Death of - 
Charles Duke of Lenox, whodied in the Year 1672. That He-— 
-sitable Office devolved thereby to King Charles 11. as his next 
“Heir, who conveyed it to Charles Duke of Lenox, his Natural 
“Son, Heritable as before, with a Refervation..of a Term for 
- Life to ‘fames Duke of York.3 which-he retained "till the Revo- 
-jution. In 1693, William Duke of Hamilton was made Lord 
- High-Admiral of Scotland, including the Ifles of Orkney and 
Schetland 3 and after his Death, the Admiralty was managed by 
- Commiffioners, ill King, Fames Vilth’s Death. Upon which 
Charies Duke of Lenox was qualified as Lord High-Admiral of 
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Scotland; and upon his Refignation of his heritable Offices in- 
'to her Majefty’s Hands, David Earl of Weems was-made Lord; 
_ Migh-Admiral of Scotland, with an Exemption of the ifles of 
Orkney and Schetland, in which Poft he continued till the Union. 
_ _ The Court of Admiralty in Scotland is by a particular A&t of 
He Parliament (Aéi 16, Parl. 3 Car. 11.) declared to be.a fupreme 
_ Court, in all Caufes competent to itsown Jurifdi@ion; andthe 
Lord High-Admiral is declared to be the King’s Lieurenant 
and Juftice-General upon the Seas, and in all Ports, Harbours, 
and Creeks of the fame, and upon frefh Waters and navigable 
' Rivers, below the firft Bridge, or within Flood-mark. So that 
_ nothing competent to his Jurifdi€tion can be meddled with in 
the firft Inftance, but by the Lord High-Admiral, and the 
' Judges of his Court. Sentences paffedin all inferior Courts of 
Admiralty, may be brought again before his Court, but no Ad- 
" vocation lies from it to the Lords of the Seffion, or any other

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+ime, Bufinefs increafing, the Number of Advocates increafled 


_ likewife ; fo that now their Number is 180. Of thefe 140 con- 
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ftantly attend the Houfe; many of the reft are Gentlemen of 
good Eftates, who entered into that Body with no other View 
than the Hanour of being Members of it. The whole Society 
goes commonly under the Name of The Faculty of Advocates. 
‘They meet every Year the firft Tuefday in January, at which 

ime they choofe their annual Officers, namely, the Deaz, 
Treafurer, Clerks, Private and Publick Examinators, and a Cura- 
tor of theit Library. . 

The Dean’s Office is to prefide in all their Meetings ; and 


upon any extraordinary Occafion, when the Faculty cannot 
_ be convened, he aflumes to himfelf a certain Number of the 
_ moft intelligent and experienced of the Faculty as a Council, 
to look after the Interefts and Concerns of the Society. Tho’ 


his Office is annual, yet the fame Perfon is ufually ele@ed a. 


| Sain, and is rarely changed. 


The Treafurer has the Cuftody and Management of their 


Stock, which arifeth from the Dues paid by fuchas are admit- 
ted into the Society, and he is frequently continued for feveral 


Years. 
The Clerks are two of their own Number, who attend their 


4 Meetings by Turns, and take Minutes of their Proceedings, 
_ and give out Extraéts of the Orders of the Faculty under their 
Hand ; they are not frequently changed. 


The Manner of Admiffion into this Society, is by a Trial in 
the Civil Law, and fometimes, tho’ rarely, by a Trial in the 


_ Scots Law. ‘The Perfon defiring to be admitted, having upon 


a Petition obtained from the Lords a Recommendation, or Re- 


mit tothe Dean of the Faculty, he giveth a Remit to the private 


Examinators, who are chofen annually, and fworn to be faith- 


ful in their Office, They are nine in Number, and after their 
_ Eleétion they divide the Body of the Civil Law into nine Parts, 
_ each taking one; and having appointed a Dyet for Examination, 
_ where feven at leaft muft be prefent, they all of them examine 
the Candidate ; and thereafter the Queftion being put, Qualify, 


Yea, or No, they give their Opinion by Balloting; upon 


which the Candidate is either admitted, by figning his Peti- 


' tion, or remitted to his Studies. After the private Trial, the 


Candidates being recommended by the private Examinators, the 
Dean afligns him a Title of the Civil Law for the Subjeét of 


his Thefes. And having obtained a Dyer, i.¢. a fet Day for his 


publick Trial, he diftributes his Thefes among the Advocates 


eight Days before ; and onthe Day appointed, the Faculty be-— 


* ing met to the Number of 25, (which is a Qwerum in all their 
Meetings, except in the extraordinary Difpofal of Money, 


_and then the faid Quorum is enlarged to 45): Three at leaft of 
the 15 publick Examinators, chofen annually for that End, 


_difpute againft the Candidate’s The/es, and afterwards the Fa- 
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cylty give their Opinion by Balloting as in the private Trials 
and if he is found qualified, the Dean is defired to affign him 
a Law, for the Subje&t of his Speech before the Lords, For 


which End, having a Day allowed him, he appears inthe Inner —

covered while he makes his. Harangue; after which he is

Befides the Keepers, there are three Curators of the Libra- 
ry, one of which goes off yearly, and his Place is fupplied at 
the yearly Meeting. ‘Their Office is to infpeé the Strate of the 
Library from Time to Time, and to give Diredtions for pur- 
chafing fuch Books as they judge proper, and to review and 
approve the Accounts of them when bought. ! 
‘fhe Faculty of Advocates enjoy a great many valuable Privi- 
leges in common with the reft of the College of Juftice 3 but 
have, by the late Treaty of Union, this fpectal Privilege, that 
hereafter none fhall be named by, his Majefty or his Royal 
Succeflors to be Ordinary Lords of Seffion, but fuch who have 


been Advocates or principal Clerks of Seffion for the Space of 


five Years, or who have been Writers to the Signet for the. 
Space of ten Years, having two Years before their Nomina- 
tion to be a Lord, undergone a private and publick Trial on 
the Civil Law before the Faculty of Advocates, and have by 
them been found qualified for the faid Office.

Advantage of allthe Burghs. The Four Boroughs which com- 
pofed this Court, were Edinburgh, Stirling, Roxburgh and Ber- 
wick; but when the two laft were fallen into the Hands of the’ 
— Englifh, Lithgow and Lanerk were put into their Places, but 
with a Saving for Roxburgh and. Berwick, whenfoever the

But this Court not being fufficient to anfwer the Neceffities 
of the Royal Boroughs in general, in King ‘ames l11d’s Time, 
‘ing, Dom.

By the old Borough Laws no Man could be {ent 2 Commifii- 
oner to Parliament, or to any Convention or Meeting of Bo- 
roughs, except he were a Merchant or Trafficker, free of, and 
yefiding in the Berough which he was to reprefent, But in 1699 
the Boroughs made an A& to capacitate the fame Manto be 
their Commiffioner in Parliament, and in the Convention of 
Boroughs (which he could not regularly be before) and likewife 
to capacitate any Man having Heritage or Intereft in any 
Burgh, or who might lofe or win in the Concerns of that Bo- 
rough, to be chofen as a Commitlioner to reprefent it. 

The Power of the Convention of Borough} is very great. All 
Cafes of Trade and Government within any Borough are there 
decidable : Differences between Burgh and Burgh are there de- - 
termined : They can Unlaw any Burgh, or Burgefs, that fhall 
difobey them: They determine the EleGtions of.

'Thé Crown, the Nobility, and Gentry, by the ancient 

Laws and Conftitutions of scotland, had the Right of prefent- 
ing Minifters to Livings in their Gift, to the Bifhop of the Dio- 
cefs for Inftitution and Indudtion; but upon the Abolition of 
Epifcopacy, Lay-Patronages were taken away by A& of Parlia- 
‘ghent, and ia Cafe of a Vacancy in any Church, the Right of 
Prefentation was fettled in the Heritors of the faid Parith (be- 
‘ing Protejfants) and the Ruling Elders: But that Method being 
found prejadicial to the Rights of Lay-Patrons in difpofing 
‘thereof, and for other Reafons affigned, the Parliament of

I fhall begin withtheir Precedency, Wo- 
men before their Marriage have Precedency by their Father's 
Title ; but there is this Difference betwixt them and the Male 
Children, that the fame Precedency is due to all the Daughters 
that is due to the Eldeft, though it is not fo among Sons, 
During Marriage, the Wife regularly participates of the 
Condition of her Husband by the Civil Law and Law of Na- 
tions; for fince fhe is to be Sharer in his Misfortunes, the Liw 
thought it juft that fhe fhould participate of his Advantages. 
In France the Wives of thofe who have Dignity by their Ofhce,

Efore the Reign of King Malcolm, who for his great Head 
was called Canmore, and was contemporary with K. W1j- 
liam 1. of England, the Scots had no Sorts of written Laws : 
The King gave Judgment from fome little Mount where he 
‘could be moft conveniently heard and feen by the Parties con- 
cerned ; which for that Reafon was commonly known by the 
Name of the Mute-hill ; and all emergent Controverfies of an 
inferior Nature, and in Common-Pleas, were ended by a Jury 
“of Seven, Nine, Eleven, or Thirreen, or, as was moft ufual, 
Fifreen honeft Men in the Neighbourhood.

Now, High-Treafon 
confifts in Confpiring; Plottiag, Contriving and Intending the 
Death and Dettfuction of the King or Queen, or any bodily 
Harm tending theréto; or any Rettraint upon their Perfons 3 
or to Deprive, Depofe, or to Sufpend them from the Stile,’ 
Honour, or Kingly Name, of this, or any other his Majefty’s. 
Dominions; or to Sufpénd him from the Exercifé of his Go- 
_ vernment; or to levy War, orto takeup Arms againft him, or 
any Commiflionate by him; or to entice Strangers, or others, 
_ to invade any of his Dominions; and by Writing, Printing, or 
Other malicious and advifed Speaking, exprefs or declare fuch 
_ Gther Treafonable Intentions: And the Offenders are punithed 
as Traitors, with Death, Lofs of Honour to their Pofterities,

Buildings, the Largenefs of its Circumference, and in the 
Number and’ Wealth of its Inhabitants, Very many, of the 4

ten have as many Landlords as Svories, hav’ng no Dependance 3 
‘ppon one another, faving that they are built upon one and the 
fame Foundation, pra

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. Same and Sntiquitp,] By the moft ancient Inhabitants 
ir wascalled Dun Eden; by the Latins, Edinodunwm ; and by 
their Saxoz Anceftors, Edinburgh 5 all which fignify a Town 
‘upon a Hill, orrather the City of the Edeni, built upon a Hill, 
‘The Edeni were thofe whom Ptolemy called Ostodeni; which 
Word, as fome learned Men think, was miftaken for Scotto 
deni; the two firft Letters S¢ being through Hafte of the Co- 
piers omitted. VY 
_ Ptolemy calls this Place Cafirum alatum, the winged Cafle, 
not from the Greek Way of Building mentioned by Vitruvius, 
_ butfrom the very Nature of the Place; for, befides the Lake 
on both Sides, there are two Hills near the Rock. on which 
the Caftle ftands, which fomething refembles Wings, as may 
be eafily perceived, if one goes to the City from the South-

The Ecclefiaftical Government of Edinburgh is according té 
the Presbyterian Difcipline, as has been already difcourfed in

inthe Church, and Notice is taken of all that are abfent, and 
if, without lawful Caufe; upon Proof, are punifliable as Pros 
_ phaners of the Sabbath. No Sports or Recreations, not fo 
 tnuch as walking in the Fields, is tolerated on that Day. Bua 
_ tials at Edinburgh, and generally through the Kingdom, are 
ey performed without any Ceremony of Words, only the Bodies 
are decently attended to the Grave by all that pleafe to go; of 
_ which they have Notice by the ringing of a Hand-bell through 
_ the Street by the Crier, who fays, All Brethren and Siflers, I 
| det you to wot, that there is a Brother-——or Sifter depart= 
ed at the Pleafure of Almighty God, &c. and then gives Notice 
_ when he or fhe is to be interred. This is all the invitations 
_ And when the dead Corpfe is filently laid in the Grave, the

The Powers and Privileges of the City of Edinburgh are ve- 
ty confiderable; but what they anciéntly were, is not diftinly 
known, mioft of the anciént Chartérs of that City being lof — 
through the Calamities of the Times: In general, it is cer- 
| 2 taig 
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tain, that their Privileges and Rights were at leaft as extenfive: 
as the Privileges and Rights of any, other Royal Burgh in the 
Kingdom. Edinburgh was one of the four Burghs that affifted — 
the Chamberlain in the falling: of Dooms; and when Berwick 
and Roxburgh were in the Hands of the Englifh, King David II. . 
in the Parliament of Perth, 1384; joined. Lialithgow and 
Lanerk to Edinburgh and Sterling, in the room of Berwick and 
Roxburgh; and in King James the IId’s Time, the good Town 
of Edinburgh obtained a Charter, by which the Court of the 
four Rurghs, which gave Rife tothe Convention of the Burghs, 
fhould always in Time coming be held at Edinburgh, as the 
Convention of Burghs has been ufually held fince. 
"The Magiftracy of Edinburgh have the entire Jurifdi&ion of 
Sheriffs within the City; and without the City, from Inchbuck+ 
linbrae Eaft, to Cramond-Water Welt, and as far to the South 
asthe Mid-water of the Forth reachestowardsthe North. The 
Provoft is principal Sheriff; the Bailiffs are jointly and feverally. 
his Deputies, All Efcheats of Perfons guilty of Crimes that 
have been convened before them as Sheriffs, fall to them,.as 
alfo the Efcheats of all who have been put to the Horn within 
their Bounds; as alfo the Efcheats of théir own Inhabitants, 
convict of any Crime before any-other Judge of the King- 
dom, They are Juftices of the Peace, and Coroners alfo 
within their own Bounds, and have Rights of Admiralty over 
the Coafts of their own Sheriffdom. 3 
The Lord Provoft of Edinburgh, ashe is always ftiled, calls 
the Convention of Burghs by his own Mifives: And in the In- 
tervals of Conventions, if there is a Fear of any Infra@ion of - 
the Privileges of the Burgh, the Magiftracy of Edinburgh have 
a Right to take Notice of it, and to prevent aiiy Encroache 
ments upon their Privileges, which may pafsby private Grants 
{urreptitioufly obtained from thé Sovereign, gad 
The Power of gathering and regulating the Militia of the 
Town, lies within itfelf, -and they are exempt from quartering 
of any Soldiers, except what belongs to themfelves, without 
their own Leave, upon any occafion. The Towns of Leith and 
Newhaven are under their Jurifdi@ion : And as to their Power; 
whatfoever is neceflary for the-Confervation of the Peace, or

XV. The Band is to be Mufter’'d, Trained and Exercifed in 
Military Difcipline, every Quarter, or Monthly, or as often 
as the Captain, Lieutenant, or Standard-Bearer fhall think it 


necefiary. 


Originally the Gentlemen-Penfioners had but 50/7 a Year 
Salary, and a Table was allowed them at Court ; but in the 
time of King James, their Table was taken away, and in lieu 
thereof they had daily Board-Wages allowed them, amounting 
to 5o/. a Year, which made their Salaries 100/. a Year, as 
is at prefent. . 


There was formerly an Officer, call’d Mafter of Arms, be- 
longing to the Band, whofe Duty was to inftruét the young No- 
bility and Gentry, who ferv’das Gentlemen at Arms, and as 
Penfioners in the Band, in Military Exercifes; and it is thought 
the faid Office will be again fet on foot, and that the Band 
will be made a Nurfery for Breeding up Officers to the Army, 


as it was heretofore.

_ FWSHE Univerfity of Glafow was erected by a Bull of Pope’: 
» Nicholas V. dated 7 timo Calendas Fanuarii, A.D.1451, ° 
at the Defire of King “Fames U1. of Scotland; Dr, Wilham 
Turnbull, Bifhop of Glafrow, fupplying the whole Charges of 
the Foundation. By the Pope’s faid Bu//,: he and his Succef- 
fors in the Bifhoprick of Gla/gow, were conftituted Chancel- 
lors of the Univerfity, with. all the fame Powers enjoy’d by 
_ the Re&ors didi Cancellarij of the Univerfity of Benches 
“And there was erected, ‘* Studium generate in Theologia, Fure 
*© Canonico &F Civili Artibus, atque quavis alia licita Facul- 
_ $ gate? And atl Powers, Privileges, Exemptions, and Im- 
munities which had at any Time been granted by the Holy 
- See to the Univerfity of Boxonia, are granted to the Univerfity 
of Glaffow. e 
- The faid moft Reverend Prelate likewife procured a Char- 
ter, under the Great-Seal of Scotland, of moft ample Privi- 
leges to this Univerfity, from King’ Fames II. dated at 
Sterling, 21 April, 1453. ‘The Bifhop alfo, with Confent of 
the Dean and Chapter gave the Univerfity another Charter 
of Privileges, under their Seal, 1 Dec. 145.3. All: which Char- 
ters were confirmed by Charters from fucceeding Kings and 
Archbifhops. 

The Univerfity was at firlt compofed of the Clergy of the 
Cathedral, and the neighbouring Country ; among whom 
were Mr. Patrick Lath, then Chancellor of the Diocefe, af- 
terwards Chancellor of Scotland, and Mr. David Cadzow, 
or Kago, Precentor of the Cathedral, who was the firft Re- 
étor, and afterwards a great Benefaétor to the Univerlity, 
Mr. William Elphinfion was firft Dean of the Faculty of Arts, 
then Reétor of this Univerfity,. and at laft Bifhop of 4ber- 
deen, and Rounder of that WUniverfity. The Abbot of Kié 
winning, and fome of his Monks, with thofe of the Abbey 
of Melrofs, were Members of this Univerfity at its firft 
Foundation. In the Year 1457, we find matriculated_into the 
Univerfity, «* Andreas Stuart, Subdecanus Glafguenfis Frater 
** Sereniffimi Regis Scotorum, Jacobi Secundi.” 

There is in the Records of this Univerfity flill extant the 
riginal Reétor’s Book, in Vellum, containing a regular 
Journal of all. Proceedings in the Univerfity-Congregations, 
from the Foundation to very near the Time of the Refor- 
mation, with the original Sub{criptions of the Members, 

At the Reformation, 1560, when all Revenues of the 
Church and Religious Hovfés were feized, and the Pojih 
Clergy turned out, the Members of this Univerfity fled to 
France or Flanders, the Buildings were neglected, and the 
-greateft Part of the Salaries of Maiters and Scholars were ta- 
“ ken 
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icen away. Queen Mary, by her Letters to the Lords of 
Council and Seffion, dated 13° Fu/y 1963," granted again, 
« for the Maintenance of Scholars (called Burfars here) cer- 
<< tain Landsand Annuities formerly. belonging to the Pre-- 
«¢ dicant Friars at Gla/gow, together with their Church and ~ 
«« Dwellings.” . Some few. Years after, they alfo obtained .a 
Grant of all the Lands, Houfes, Annuities,, ic. which had 
_ formerly belonged to any Chapels, Alterages, Prebendaries 
in any Churches or Monatfteries founded in G/a/gow. 

King James VI. of Scotland, by his Charter dated at 
Dalkeith, the 13th of July 1577, confirming the former 
Donations, granted to the College erected in the Univerfity, 
the Tythes of the Parith of Govan, for maintaining the 
Principal, Regents, Burfars, or Scholars, and: Servants > ‘This: 
Charter ‘was ratified in his next Parliament. Alfo, the faid . 
King, with Advice and Confent of Parliament, by an Ac 
dated the 28th of ‘Fune 1617, grants to the faid College, the 
whole) Tythes of the Parifhes of Renfrew and Kilbride, referv- 
ing Stipends to the Minifters. g : 

By feveral other generous Donations the Funds of this Col | 
‘ Yege were augmented : The Rev. Mr. Zacharias Boyd gave ~ 
above 1600 /. Sterling before the Civil-Wars; by which, 
and fame other Funds, were purchafed the Tithes. of three 
other Parifhes, Wéilliam, late arl of Dundonald, gave Lands 
worth about 6o/. Sterling per Anum, for maintenance of. 
Burfars in Philofophy and Theology. The late dzze, Dutch- 
efs of Hamilton, gave 1000 /. Sterling, for maintenance of 
three Students of Theology. This Fund js now augmented, 
by careful Management, near to 1500 /, Capital. 

The late King William, of glorious Memory, gave to the 
College a Grant of 300 J. Sterling per Annum, out of the 
Rents of the Archbifhoprick, for ieveral Purpofes about the. 
College, and among others, 70 /. Sterling per Annum, for 
maintaining four Students in Theology. - ‘The late Queen’ 
Anne, wpon Reprefentation made to her, ‘That the Scotch Par- 
liament, before the Union, had refolved to give fome Aug- 
mentation to the Scorch Univerfities and Colleges, gave a 
Grant. of 210 /. Sterling fer Avnum to each of them during 
her Life. his‘has been continued by King George I. and his 
prefent Majelty. King George I. alfo gave a very handfome 
Fund for a Profefforfhip of Ecclefiaftical fiiftory. ; 

Before the Revolution, Mr. Fohx Snell devifed to Baliot 
College in Oxford, certain Lands for maintenance of Scotch 
Students: Thefe Lands now maintain four Scholars at 40 /.. 
per Annum each for eleven Years: And upon the Death of 
his Daughter, two other Scholarfhips will be added. ‘hele 
Scholars are limited to be of Scotch Parents, born in Scotland, 
and to have ftudied two Years in G/a/gow; referving to this 
College the Right of nominating them to the Mafter and. 
Fellows of Badiol, , The 
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The late Rev. Dr. Daniel Williams devifed, for the main- 
tenance of Students in Theology, certain Lands to this Col- 
lege, the Value of which js not yet fully afcertained. 

His Grace the Duke of Chandos gaye 500 /. Sterling to this 
Univerfity, which is employed towards building a Library, 
which is a very beautiful Structure. 

¥ohn Orr, of Barrowfield, Kfq; the prefent Rector, gave 
goo J, Sterlin for a Fund; the Intereft of which is yearly to 
be added to the former Fund, for buying Books. ‘The late 
Principal, the Rev, Mr. Fohm Sterling, lett 165 /. Sterling te 
the fame Purpofe. 

The Univerfity-Officers are the Chancellor, who is elec- 
ted for Life. The Power of the Chancellor is chiefly in con- 
ferring Academical Honours. 5 

The Rector, who is elected annually in Comtiz, where all 
the matriculated Members have . Votes, his Power is near 
to that of the Vice-Chancellor in Oxford, being the chief 

Magiftrate in the Univerfity. 

The Dean of the Faculty, who is elected annually by the 
Univerfity Meeting, or the Sexatus Academicus, compoled of 
the Reétor and all the Regents and Profeflors. His Bufinefs 

is to prefide in all Affairs of Literature, and publick Exa- 
’ minations. ‘The Chancellor has alfo the Power, in his Ab- 
_ fence, to nominate a Vice-Chancellor. 

The Profeffors are thirteen, and, by a. late Statute, take 
Place according to the Seniority. of their Admiffion, except. 
the Principal and the Second Profeffor of ‘Theology, who are 
always ranked firft. } 

There are befides, upon the Foundation, and upon Funds 
fince added, a Library-Keeper, a Bedellus, about 30 Burlaries 
of one fort or other, and a Janitor, befide inferior Servants. 

In this Univerfity there. is only one College. The Pro- 
. feffors are all eleéted by the Faculty, or Senatus Academicus, 
except the Principal, and thofe of Kcclefiaftical Hiflory and 
Anatomy: 

The Buildings of this College are much better than thofe 
of any College in Scotland: They confit of three Squares, - 
two old ones, and one lately built, but not yet finifhed. “The 
old Buildings in Queen Mary's, or King James VI's Days, 
have probably been feparated from the ‘Town bya high Wall; 
but now the College fronts the principal old Street of Gla/gow. 
The old Front to’ the Street, which is avery itately Edifice, 
three Stories high,.and about 130 Feet in length, was built in 
the Year 1653, together with the greateft Part of the Outer- 
Square or Court, and the South-fide of the Inner-Squaré or 
Court; but the other Sides of the Inner-Court are much. older, 
The lateft built Part of thefe three Sides is above an Hun- 
dred Years old, of hewn Stone, all three Stories high, and 
mere decent than molt Buildings of that Time, The yes 
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Court is about 85 Feet in breadth, and co’ in depth, in the 
Area within the Buildings. ‘The Inner old Court is about 85 
Feet in breadth, and near roo Feet in depth, within the 


Buildings. To the Front is added Streetwards on the South-. 


fide, the Principal’s Houfe, large and convenient ‘'To the 
North-fide is built the New Court, not yet finifhed, in which 


there are at prefent fix very large and convenient Houfes for _ 
tle Profeffors. ‘The Area of this Court, within the Buildings, 


is about 65 Feet in breadth, and about 180 in depth, retiring 
further back from the Street than the Depth of both the old 
Courts,. There is lately built, but not.quite finifhed, the 
Duke of Chandos’ Library, on the S. E. Corner of the old 
Square, quite feparated from all the other Buildings, and front - 


ing to the Gardens; it is 60 Feet long, 38 wide, and 33 Feet 


high to the Cornice. The whole Fabrick of the three Courts 
fiands upon an Area of 270 Feet towards the Street, and as 


much in Depth. — Behind the Buildings isa {pacious Garden, 


of near nine Engli/b Acres, inclofed with a Wall of hewn 


Stone, abeut eight Foot high, and laid out ‘into very beauti- , 
ful Walks, adorned with Hedges: Adjacerit to this is a de- 


cent Phyfick-Garden. In the Buildings are nine large Hou- 
fes for the Profeffors; a Univerfity.Hall, very {pacious, and 
well finifhe]; a Common-Hall; two Libraries, and fix 
convenient Schools or Chambers for teaching, with about 40 
large Chambers for Lodgings to the Students, a Printing- 
Houfe, and publick Kitchen. The Tower or Steeple ftand-

The Courfe of teaching is this: Each Profeffor is confined . 


in his Teaching to one Bufinefs or Science ; and all Students 
in any. Science are taught by its proper Profeffor: So that each 
Scholar often attends two or three Lectures of different Pro- 
feflors during the fame Seffion. 

The Seffion or ‘Term begins the 1cth Day of Ogober, and 
continues, without Interruption, to the Middle of June, and 


then one long Vacation of near four Months. During the. 


whole Seffion of eight Months, there are {carce 12 Holidays. 


When ‘a Scholar enters, he is fuppofed to have read. only , 


the ordinary Latin School-Books, and the Greek Grammar, and 
_ the Gofpels.. He enters under the immediate Care of the Pro- 
. feflor of Humanity, and is taught three Hours each Day in 
Horace, Juvenal, Livy, Cicero, &c. and during the firft ide

The fecond Year he enters the. Greck Clafs, called Bajan, 
from the French, Bas-gens (this having formerly been the 
youngeft Cla.) ‘Here they are taught two Hours every Day 

in ‘Homer, Theocritus, Euripides, Sophoclis, Demofthenes, Artis 
fotle’s Poeticks, Longinus, &c.. and ‘continue one Hour each 
Day to attend the Profeffor of Lavin. 

The third Year they read two Hours.each Day Logicks, 
Metaphyficks, and Pneumaticks, with the Profeffor of ‘thefe 
Branches of Philofaphy,; and this Year begin the Study of Geo- 
metry, being taught an Hour each Day by the Profeffor of 
Methematicks, and many attend alfo the Greek Lectures. 

The fourth Year they are taught two Hours each Day by 
the Profeffor of Moral Philofophy, who reads either in Greck 
or Latin fome ancient or modern Book of Erbicks or Politicks 5 
and this Year the Scholars continue to attend the Leffons. of 

Geometry, and perhaps attend a Lecture of Humanity. . 

The fifth Year they-are taught two Hours at leaft by the 
Profeflor of Natural Philofophy, as that Science is improved 
by Sir [aac Newton, and attend two Hours in the Week a 
Courfe of Experiments., Some continue to attend Leffons, of 
Mathematicks, or the Leffons of the Law of Nature and Na- 
tions, or of Greek, or Latin.» At the, End of this Year, thofe 
who defire and are qualified, are admitted, to the Degree of 
Arts, called here that of Maffer, which here requires, only 
four Years ftanding, as the Batchelors Degree in Oxford, And 
all who have ftudied well.the Latin ‘Tongue at School, and 
have got the Rudiments of the Greed, areadmitted to enter as 
of the Bajan Clafs; nay, many enter the Logick Clafs. = 
During the three Years of Philofophy, the Scholars have fre- 
quent Exercifes in Declaiming and Difputing, both in the fe- 


.-yeral Claffes, and in the Common-Hall: And, about the 10th 


of December, there is a publick Examination of all the Under 
Graduates, which continues a Fortnight or three Weeks, three - 
Days each Week at leat. 

Afier this Standing in the College, Scholars attend, as they 
are inclin’d for the’Bufinefs of their Lives, either the Leflons 
of Divinity an Hour each Day, and along with them ftudy 
Hebrew and other Oriental Languages, or Ecclefiaftical Hifory, 
with the feveral. Profeffors, who teach each an Hour every 
Day; or ftudy Law or Phyfick under the feveral Prefeffors, 
who are obliged at leaft to teach four Hours in the Week 
fuch Scholars as apply to them. — 

The Scotch Clergy, fince the Eftablifhment of Presbytery, 
have not applied to the Scotch Univerfities for Degrees in 
Divinity: Bat before the Revolution the fame Degrees were 
conferred in Diqvinity.as are now in Oxford and Cambridge:

Ln Account of the Univerfity and King’ S College 
of Aberdeen. 


It is certain, that the Canons of the Cathedral Church ae 
Aberdeen publickly taught and profefled-not only Theology and 
the Canon-Law, but alio Grammar, Philofophy and the other 
Liberal Arts, during fome Centuries after 4.D.1125, in the 

ps Reign 
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Reign of David the firft King of Scots; yet the firft Erection 
of the Univerfity of Alberdeen, by publick Authority, was not 
before 4. D. 1494. At which Time Fames VI. King of Scots 
procured from Pope Alexander VI. a Bull, dated 4 Id. Feb. of 
the ’forefaid Year, erecting in the City of Old Aberdeen an 
Univerfity [Univerfitas Studii generalis} wherein Theology, the 
Canon and Civil Laws, Medicine, Philofophy, and all other Li- 
beral Arts and Sciences fhould be publickly taught and” pro- 
fefled; allowing both Profeffors and Students in ample Form, 
all the Privileges, Liberties, Immunities, and Exemptions 
enjoy’d by any Univerfity whatfoever, particularly the Uni- 
verfities of Paris and Bononia: All which Privileges the King 
himfelf confirmed by his Royal Authority, allowing this Uni- 
verfity. all the Powers and Liberties which the molt Chriftian 
French Kings had conferred on the Univerfity of Paris, or his . 


‘Royal Progenitors King Fames I. and II. On the Univerfities 


of St. Andrew’s and Gla/gow. 

_ The renowned Bifhop E/phinffon eftablifhed Do€tors and 
Profeflors im the feveral Faculties, Mafters and Students to 
the Number, at firft, of fix and thirty, which he afterwards 
enlarged to. two and forty. Thefe Perfons- founded, were 
1. Four Doétors ; the firft, Doctor of Theolagy, who is Principal 
of the whole College; the fecond, Doétor of Canon. Law 3. 
the third, of Civil:-Law, and the fourth, of Medicine. 2. Hight 
Mafters of Arts, of which, the firft was Sub-Principal; the 
fecond, Aumanity Profeffor; the other fix, Students of Yheo- 
Jogy, out of which were chofen the Regents, who, together 
with ‘the Sub-Principal, were to teach Philofophy, and the Arts, 
3. Three Batchelors, Students of the Laws, two of the Ciwit 
Law, and one of thé Canon. 4. Thirteen Students of Phi 
Jofophy and Arts, 5. Eight Prebendary-Prielts: [Sacerdotes. 
Prabendarii} the fir whereof was Cantor ; the fecond, Sa- 


chrift ; the other fix were called Cape/lani Chori; one of which 


was Organift. 6. Six Singing Boys [ /ex Pueruli Choreales:} 
who were to be put with the ’forefaid Priefts at Divine Ser- 
vice, at all Hours,-in the College-Chapel. 

For: the Accommodasion of all thofe founded Members, - 


the faid Bifhop E/phinfton, moftly on his own Charges, built 


a ftately College, confifting of an entire Court, containing an 
handfome Chapel richly furnifhed, a lofty Steeple with a no- 
ble Czpo/a in Form of an Imperial Crown, fupported with 
arched Pillars rifing crofs-wife from the Battlement, and 2 
Sett of fine large Bells; alfo large publick Halls, and con- 
venient Apartments for the Principal, Sub-Principal, Re- 
gents, Students of Yheolgy and Philofophy, to whom only he 
affigned Lodgings within the Gates of the College. ‘To the 
other Mafters,. wiz. the Canonift, Civileft, Mediciner and 
Grammarian, with their Students, he caufed to be built with- 
out ‘the College, but within the Precinét of the Univerfity, fe-

His: Majetty’s Mari/chal College and Univerfity of Aberdeen 
was founded the 2d of «April, 1503, by George'Earl Mari/chal, 
which Foundation was-confirmed by the King and Parliament 
the 2d of Fu thereafter, as likewife by King Charies DI. and 
his. Parliament, Ando 1651, By. both which A@s of Parlia- 
ment the Earl Mari/chal’s Foundation-Charter of the -faid. 


College -is ratified and. confirmed, and all the Freedoms, ° 


Liberties, and JurifdiGtion, that to any Free College within 
this Realm by Law and Practice is known to appertain, are 
by the Authority of King and Parliament conferr’d and dif- 
pon’d to the faid' College: So that it. is a diftiné Univerfity 
from the other.College, in the neighbouring Village, com- 
monly called the King’s College, or old Coilege of Aberdeen, 
Both ‘Colleges were united, and called the ‘Cars/ine Univer 
firy by ‘King Chardes I. who in the laft: Parliament wag ci 
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him in Scotland, declared them one Univerfity, under that 


_ Name, and beftowed on them the Revenues of the Bifhoprick 


of Aberdeen; but all this was revers’d at the Reftoration of King 
Charles II. | t 

At firft the Marifchal Colledge confifted of a Chancellor, 
Reétor, Dean of Faculty, four Atieffors to the Reétor, the 
Principal, and three Regents, for teaching the Languages and 
Philofophy, fix Burfars, one OEconomus, or Butler, and a 
Cook. The Chancellor, Rector, Dean of Faculty, and Af- 
feffors, are Annual Magiftrates of the Univerfity, chofen by 
the Students, with Concurrence of the Principal and other 
Mafters. ‘The Dean of Faculty only is chofen by the Reétor, 
Principal, Mafters, and Minifters of dberdeen, called Parfon 
of St. Nicholas. The Election of thefe Magiftrates is on the 
1% of March yearly. 

Befides thefe extrinfick Members, the College now confitts 
of a Principal, a Profeflor of Divinity, a Proteffor of Medi- 
cine, Mathematicks, three Profeffors of Philofophy, one of 
Greek, and a Profeflor of Oriental Languages, which Pro- 
feffor was lately founded by the late Rev. Mr. Gilbert Ram- 


- fay, Minifter of the Gofpel in Barbadzs, who likewife pro- 


vided 15 1. per Annum to each of four Burfars in Philofophy, 
and 25/. per Annum to each of two Burfars in Divinity, in 
the faid Univerfity, a Library-Keeper, a Porter, and a Servant 


under him. 


There are a great many other Burfars in his Majefty’s Ma- 
rifebal College: The moft confiderable were founded by J-- 
vine of Drum, Efq; Turnerball, and the late Bifhop of Sarum, 


Dr. Gilbert Buriet, and Mr. William Lorimer. 


The Earl Marifcha/, Founder of the faid College, beflowed 
for the Maintenance of the Principal, three Regents, &r, fe- 
veral Lands, with the Gray-Frier Convent, &c. which had 
been given to him by the Provoft, Baillies, Council and Com. 
munity of Aberdeen, to be annex’d to the College, as the Acts 
of Parliament, above-mentioned, more fully bear. But Earl 
Marifchal’s Donation out of his own Lands, to the fix Burfars, 
did not take place. 

The Principal Profeffors of Medicine, Philofophy, and 
Greek, are now prefented to the refpective Offices by his Ma- 


 jefty, fince the Forfaulture of the Karl Mari/chal. 


_ Gray-Friers Church, and where.the Schools for Teaching are, 


The Magiitrates and TTown-Council, as Patrons, prefent the 
Profeffor of Divinity ; which Office was firft founded by one 


_ Mr. Pat. Copland. 


The Library of this College, as well-as a Salary for a Keeper, 
was firft founded by Mr. Thomas Reid, Secretary to King Fames 


_ VI. for the Latin Tongue. 


The Buildings confift of two Courts, the old adjacent to the 


is 
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is made up of. low Buildings, and in very bad Repair, being 
very old, and the Society having but a pitiful Fund either to 
repair or keep them in Repair. The new Buildings, which 
were begun and carried on by Contributions and Gifts from 
the Community of Aberdeen, Noblemen and Gentlemen whe 
had been educated at the College, are not, for want of Money, 
yet fully finifhed. The Houfe is upwards of one Hundred and 
‘Twenty Foot long, with a Plat-form at one End, defigned for 
an Objervatory : It confifts of a Common School, ‘or Hall, in 
which publick Prayers are faid, Examinations, Orations, and 
Commencements are held: A large Hall, for Meetings of the 
Univerfity, in which are feveral good Pictures of the Benefactors 
and Profeflors: In the third Floor is the Library, in which are 
a good many valuable Manufcripts, and beft Editions of Greek 
and Latin Authors: The reft of the Building is made up of the 
Chambers for the Students. . . 

There is a Room well furnifhed with Inftruments, és'c. where 
are read publick Leétures for Natural and Experimental Philo- 
fophy, and Experiments performed, 

‘The Principal and Profeffors wear black Cloth Gowns. The 
Students ufe red Gowns. 

On publick Occafions, the Sacrift, or F irft Beadle, carries a 
large Silver Mace gilt before the Members of the Univerfity. 

The Principal and Profeffors, befides what they have by the 
firft Foundation, have out of the Exchequer 105 /. Sterling di- 
vided amongit them yearly : But yet their Salaries are very mean 
and trifling. ; . 

The Seffion of the College is only for fix Months, 

The Arms or Seal of the Univerfity bears Quarterly the pa- 
ternal Coat of the noble Family of Mari/chal, the firit F ounder, 
and the Arms of the Town of Aberdeen, with a Laurel fur- 
rounding the Shield, with a- Sun for the Creft, and the Motto 
LucEo.

An Account of the Univerfity of Edinburgh. 


The Univerfity of Edinburgh was founded by King Fames VI: 
A. D. 1582. This Erection was thereafter ratified in feveral 


Parliaments, and lait of all by the Union A&, 1706. The 


Royal Founder endowed his own Univerfity with as ample 


Privileges as any other in his Dominions enjoyed. ‘The Ma- 


giftrates and ‘Town-Council of Edinburgh are perpetual Cu- 


ators, and the Lord Provoft of the City for the ‘Time is Chah- 


_ cellor of the Univerfity. 


At the firft Inftitution, the Faculty confifted of a Principal, 
who was alfo Profeffor of Divinity, and four Profeflors of Phi- 
lofophy, to whom foon after was added a Profeffor of Huma- 
nity and Rhetorick ; and thefe five were commonly called Re- 

ents. 
: As the Reputation’ of the Univerfity, and Number of the 


Students increafed, feveral new Profeflions were initituted and 
_ endowed, partly by the Royal Bounty, and partly by the Cu- 


rators of the Univerfity, aflifted therein by the liberal Dona- 
tions and Mortifications of many of the Nobility, Gentry, 


Clergy, and Citizens, who either had their Education in the 
- Univerfity, or were zealous to promote Learning there. Out 


ef thefe Benefattions likewife Funds were allotted for many 
is s &B ys uM Scho- 
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Scholarfhips or Burfaries, and a publick Library was founded, 
and, by degrees, well furnifhed with ufeful and curious Books. 

The College-Buildings are rather convenient than magnifi- 
cent. The Principal and Ordinary Profeffor of Divinity have - 
each a commodious Dwelling, disjoined from the other Build- — 
ing, and furrounded with Gardens.’ ‘There are befides an Uni+ - — 
verfity-Hall, which ferves alfo as ‘a Mu/eum ot Repofitory; 
a Common-Hall; Schools for every Profeflion ; a fpacious — 
- Publick Library ; two other Libraries, one Theological, the 
other Phyfiological, a Printing-Houfe, and a good many Cham- , — 
bers in which Students may lodge if they pleafe: But in this 


Univerfity the Students are not confined to lodge within the — 


College, to eat at a Common Table, or to wear any diltin- 
guifhing Habit, and no Jef is required of them ‘till they are 
to take Degrees, when they engage to adhere to the Prote/ant 
Religion, to honour the Univerfity, and promote ufeful Learning. 

The Principal is always Firft Profeffor of Divinity: By his 
Office he prefides in the Meetings of the Faculties, or Senatus 
Academicus,' confers all Degrees in the Prefence and by the 
Appointment of the Faculties, appoints the publick Exercifes, 
vifits the Claffes, and takes an Account of the Behaviour of the 
Students. 

The Profeffors of Divinity, Ecclefiaftick Hiftory, and Ori- 
ental Languages, are obliged by the Conftitution to teach 
publickly in the Univerfity, and to inftru€t all Students, who 
attend their Schools, in their feveral Profeffions, without any 
Premium. y 

The Ordinary Profeffor of Divinity atterids m the publick 
School five Days of the Week, reads Le€tures of Divinity, 
explains. fome Syftem, appoints Exercifes to the Students, pro- 
pofes Queftions, and folves Difficulties, | 

The Regius Profeffor of Divinity has for his particular Pro- 
vince Church Hiftory, on which he has publick Ditcourfes 
during the. Seffion. + | 

The Profeffor of Oriental Languages is employed in inftruct-. 
ing the Students of Divinity in the Hebrew, Syriack, &c. 

Of the five Regents there are three Profeffors of Philofophy, 
a Profeflor of Greek, and a Profeflor of Humanity. 

: .'The Humanity is the firit or loweft Clafs, m which'a Choice 
of the belt Roman Authors is explained and illuftrated, and the. 
Youth exercifed in Writing, Latin and Englith. 

In the Bajan, or Greek Clafs, the Youth are taught the 
Principles of that Language, and brought to explain Greek 
Authors, and to make Verfions from the Latin mto Greek. 
Such as have already fome Knowledge of the Language are at- 
tended by the Profeffor at other Hours, and aflifted in reading 
the beft Greek Orators, Hiftorians, Poets, Philofophers and 
Phyficians. |

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The Courfe of Philofophy is divided amongft the three Pro- 
feffors, each adhering to that Branch to which he has been named, 
while the Students annually 1ife from one Profeffor and’ School

One of thefe Profeffors has for his proper Bufinefg in the U- 
niverfity, the teaching of Logick and Metaphyficks, which em- 
ploys the firft Year of Philofophical Studies, . 

‘To the Share of another Profeffor falls the teaching Pneuma- 
ticks and Ethicks ; he alfo reads LeCtures of Political Philofo- 
phy, and Natural Religion, 

- "The third teaches the Principles of Natural Philofophy, 
and a Courfe of Mechanical, Statical, Hydroftatical, and Op- 
tical Experiments; for which purpofe the gic is pro- 
vided with a very good Apparatus of Machines and Inftruments. 

The Seflion-Time, or Term, for thefe Claffes, and generally 
for the other Profeflions, commences the 10th of Ofober, and 
ends about the middle of ‘fue, in which Time there are very 
few and {hort Interruptions: The Meetings are every Day of 
the Week, for three Days thrice, and-in the reft twice ; but at 
the Beginning, and towards the Ending of the Seflion, the Af- 
ternoon Meetings are difcontinued. baat 

The Profeffor of Mathematicks ufually teaches three Clafles, 
and fometimes four, accordipg to the Number of Years that 
his Scholars apply themfelves to that Study. Befides that, one 


‘or two of thefe Claffes are fometimes fubdivided, by reafon of 


the Number of Scholars, or other Circumftances, 
There are three Profeffors of Law. in this Univerfity ; one 
of the Law of Nature and Nations; one of the Civil and Ca- 


‘non-Law; the third of the Municipal or Common-Law. ‘The 


firft of thefe Profeffors were eftablifhed and liberally endowed 
by the late Queen Azze, and is in the Gift of the Crown ; the 
other two, as alfo a Profeflion of Univerfal Hiftory, and Roman 


Antiquities, were fettled and endowed by Act of Parliament, 


by which ’tis appointed, That upon a vacancy in any of thefe 
Profeflions, the Faculty of Advocates fhall nominate two Per- 
fons whom they judge qualified for the Office, and the Town- 
Council of Edinburgh is to choofe one of thefe for the Profef- 
forfhip. Thefe Profeffors regularly begin their private Leffons 
about the beginning of November. ty 

‘There is a Profeffor of Anatomy, and four Profeffors of 
Phyfick in the Univerfity, who concert among themfelves the 
moft proper Order and Method of teaching the Science, and 


yearly teach a complete Courfe of Phyfick in all its Branches, 


beginning about the middle of O@ober. 


During the Seffion, or Term-Time, the Principal has fome 
Latin Difcourfes in the Common-Hall, where all the Profef- 


-fors and Students are convened ; afterwards the Profeffors in 


their 'Turn-harangue in Publick every Wednefday till May, 
B 3 when 
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when the publick Examinations and Difputations begin. To- 
wards the End of the Seffions is the ufual Time for taking De- 
_ greesin Arts. Upon Application the Principal {ummons a Meet- 
ing of the Faculties, to whom the Promoter reports the Names 
and Standing of the Candidates: Examinators are appointed to 
make Trials of their Qualifications, and to report at next Meeting, 
If the Candidates are approved, they have it in their Option to be 
admitted in a publick and folemn Manner, or in any private 
Way : Ii the firit is chofen, fome one or more of the Candidates 
mutt publifh a Differtation or Thefis on fome Subject in Philofo- 
phy. Upon the Day appointed, all the Profeffors and Students 
are convened in the Common-Hall, and all the Magiftrates of the 
City, and Perions of Note and Learning are invited to be prefent. 
Aiter pubtick Prayers and Speeches by,fome of the Candidates, 
the Difputation begins. Some of the Candidates, or others pre- 
fent, are at liberty to propofe ObjeCtions againft the 'Thefis, which 


are anfwered by one of the Defendants: The Promoter mode- — 


rates in the Difpute, and determines upon Queftions. _Afier this, 
the Opinion of the Profeffors being afk’d, the Principal proceeds 
to the Solemnity of admitting the Candidates to the Degree of 
Mafter of Arts. But this publick Solemnity is of late rarely 
chofen: So if the Examinators find the Candidates qualified, the 
Faculty acquiefce in their Repost, and the Principal confers the 
Degree in their Prefence. 

The Degree of Dodor of Divinity or Laws is fearce ever 
fought for by Scots Divines.or Lawyers: But when Perfons 
of other Countries apply to this Univerfity, it has been often 
conferred, if the Perfons applying were of known Abilities, 
an eftablifhed Charaéter, and fufficient Underflanding, after 
being admitted Mafler of Arts.. But as the Priviledges of a 
"DoGor of Phyfick are of more Importance to the Publick, and 
that Degree is, often follicited, this Univerfity is in a particular 
Manner cautious on whom it is beftowed: ‘Therefore no Per- 
fon can obtain the Degree of Doctor of Phyfck, unlefs he pre- 
vioully apply to one of the Profeffors of Pdyfick, who is Pro- 
moter for the Time; who enquires into the Time and Man- 
ner of his Studies: If be is fatified therewith, he prefents him 
to a Meeting of the Faculties, to make known his Requeft to be 
admitted upon Trials: The Faculty generally grant the Re- 
queft, and remit the Candidate to the Profeflors. of PAy/ick, 
who appoint him fuch Examinations and Exercifes as they 
think necefflary : If thefe Trials fatisfy the Profeffors of the 
Ferfon’s Sufficiency, they make their Report accordingly to 
the Meeting of the Faculties, by whofe Appointment the Can- 
didate is required to publifh a Differtation on fome Subject 
relating to Medicine; and upon a Day appointed he is to an- 
{wer the ObjeGtions and Arguments that fhall be propofed a- 
gainft it by at leaft two of the Profeflors of Medicine, in a

After the Revolution feveral Attempts were made by 
the Royal College of Phyficians at Edinburgh, for raifing a 
Stock to ere€t an Infirmary, or Hofpital, for Sick Poor; 
all which did mifgive until the Year 1725,‘when the Pro- 
prietors of the Fifhery-Company refolved upon a Diffolu- 
tion and a Divifion of their remaining Stock. At which time 
the Gentlemen of the Royal College of Phyficians, with 
the Concurrerice of feveral other charitable and well-difpofed 
Gentlemen, particularly of the Corporation of Chirurgeon- 
Apothecaries in Edinburgh, fet about the procuring Sub- 
{criptions from the Proprietors of the Fifhery-Company, af- 
figning their Shares in the Dividend of that Stock, for efta- 
blifhing the defign’d Infirmary. And ‘at the fame time many 
others, not of the Fifhery-Company, did fubfcribe for 
certain Donations, all to be paid as foon as. a Certain 
Sum was fign’d for to begin -the good Work. About 
February, 1728, the Capital frit propoied, and fome more 
being fubfcribed for, it was recommended to, twélve Gen- 
tlemen to carry on the Subfcriptions further, and call in the 
Money fubfcribed for, 

The Gentlemen who concern’d .themfelves im this goad 
and charitable Work, obferving that the Money fubferibed 
was gradually coming’ in, did digeft fome Rules for the 
Management of the Hofpital; of which no other Account 
is needful to’bé given at prefent, but that the Management is 
committed te twenty Perfonsannually ele&ted ; wiz. The Lord- 
Provott of Edinburgh for the Time, and in his Abfence the 
Dean of Gild; the Deacon-Conveener of the.Crafts of Edin- 
burgh for the ‘Time; the Prefident, and in his abfence the Vice- 
Prejident of the College of Phyficians for the\Time 5 and four 
other Members of that College, whereof two out the Profei-

This Hofpital has been kept up for fix Years ; the Pati- 
ents are under the Infpeétion of the Royal College’ of Phy- 
ficians, who attend by Rotation; and fix of the Chirurgeon¢ 
Apothecaries, who attend monthly by Turns,. and furnifh the 
needful Medicines gratis. Relief has,been given to many fick. 
Poor, under great variety of Diftempers, and: feveral extra- 
ordinary Chirurgical Operations have been,’ with good Succeds, 
perform’d init; of all which a diftinct Regifter «is: kept. »'This 
has given fo great Satisfaction to Perfons ofall Ranks, in whole 
Way it has fallen to hear or enquire about it, that Donations 
are continued for encreafing the Fund : And the Stock being 
now confiderably augmented, and his) Majefty having, ‘been 
gracioufly pleafed to grant hisyRoyal Charter, confirmmg this 
charitable Eftablifhment, which paffed the Great-Seal of Scotland 
in OGober thereafter, the Managers of the: Hofpital donot 
doubt but that Donations will fo encreafe, that they will bein 
a Condition to build a proper Houfe for the fick Poor who dhall 
apply to them. , | :
